Families react to war’s end

The war in the Persian Gulf may 
be over in the eyes of the world, but 
for many Winchester families there 
is continued anxiety about the actual 
timetable for the safe return of loved 
ones. 

“It's wonderful that the war is 
over. The President’s speech made 
me very happy but I'll be happier 
when Robert actually comes home,” 
said Josephine DiVincenzo in speak- 
ing of her son, Ist Lt. Robert Smith 
DiVincenzo. 

Her pride was evident as she 
spoke of her son’s efforts to assist in 
the tasks of feeding and housing the 
many Iraqi and Kuwaiti people dis- 
placed during the war 

But the jubilation is held firmly in 
check until the official announce- 
ment comes regarding her son's 
return home. “I’m sure every 
parent and family member is proud 
at this moment, but you must 


remember that we haven't heard 
anything definite about when they 
will return." 

As the U.S. Military issues public 
statements assuring Americans that 
troops will be returned faster than 
they were deployed, the lack of indi- 
vidual information causes further 
anxiety — especially since there are 
continued reports of skirmishes. 

The painstaking task of searching 
for land mines and reports that a 
doctor was hit in the effort to aid 
surrendering Iraqi troops has 
caused one loca) family particular 
anguish. 

“We were ecstatic about the 
ceasefire when we heard about it 
We talked to my son's wife and she 
was beside herself with joy. She’s at 
Ft. Stuart in Georgia with a 
15-month-old baby awaiting his 
return,”’ said Jim Tedesco, whose 
son, Capt. Mark J. Tedesco, is a 
doctor currently serving in the Gulf. 

But their joy was muted by the 
recent report of an army doctor who

For those students enrolled in 
Advanced Placement (AP) or Hon- 
ors courses, it means vying for the 
top slots in the class. For a student in 
C-1 or C-2 level courses, it could 
mean a lower placement in class 
rank despite straight A's on the 
report card. 

Educators, parents and students 
discussed the pros and cons of a 
weighted grade system and class 
cank Tuesday night during a forum 
sponsored by the Winchester High 
School Parent-Faculty Association. 

The high school operates on a 
weighted grade system, which ulti- 
mately means students who select 
honors or AP courses are rewarded 
by receiving a higher point value for 
each grade than those in the lower 
level classes. This grade point aver- 
age (GPA) is used to compute class

But, an A in a C-1 or C-2 level 
course — including such classes as 
computer science, auto mechanics, 
food and nutrition, and accounting — 
is worth less than the same grade in 
a higher level class. For example, 
an A in an AP class is worth 4.7 
points; an A in Honors is worth 4.2; 
the same grade in a C-1 class equals

created by the system, he says.

McCall Middle School students 
may have to gaze out the same old 
windows for another year. 

The Finance Committee rejected 
funding for new windows at McCall 
at Monday's meeting, even after 
member Cynthia Krumme proposed 
reducing the cost by $40,000 from 
$175,000 to $135,000. 

Krumme, a representative on both 
the Capita) Planning Committee 
(CPC) and the Finance Committee, 
said the reduction in the cost of the 
project was a result of eliminating 
window shades, and repairing some 
of the units instead of replacing 
them. She added that now would be a 
good time to invest in the project 
because prices are lower. 

“The average price of the bid will 

lower because now is a favorable 
time for contractors to receive a bid 
because they don't have any work,” 
she said. 

The replacement had been recom- 
mended as a high priority by the 
CPC. Krumme outlined the prob- 
lems with the old windows to fellow 
Finance Committee members Mon- 
day night. 

“The windows can't be opened 
safely by more than one or two 
people at the school,” Krumme said.

“There is no air exchange system. 
The windows rattle when the wind or 
rain blows, causing distracting 
noise. The sashes are broken. The 
current windows are not adequately 
serving the building.” 

However, the committee appeared 
to be swayed by the argument of 
member Robert Beattie, who ques- 
tioned the energy payback the new 
windows would provide. 

“The energy saving payback is 
well beyond our realm of considera- 
tion,”’ Beattie said. ‘‘The numbers 
are absolutely ridiculous for busi- 
ness consideration."” 

Beattie was referring to the pro- 
jected payback time of five to 10 
years. That time frame was based 
on fuel prices of approximately 88 to 
90 cents per gallon. Beattie said the 
current cost of fuel is closer to 65 
cents per gallon, increasing the pay- 
back period to 18 or more years. 

Chairman Wendy Sutton 
responded by saying that the fuel 
costs are based on a three-year 
average. 

Committee member Candace 
Margles expressed concern that the 
committee was not following the 
recommendations of the CPC ‘The 
evaluating committee goes through 
a three-step process,’ she said. 
“spending much more time figuring 
out priorities.”

Member Ralph Johnson 
responded by saying that he thought 
highly of the CPC's process, but that 
the Finance Committee was ‘'not 
just here to rubber stamp” the 
CPC’s recommendations. 

A majority of the committee then 
voted to recommend to Town Meet- 
ing that no funding be allocated for 
the window replacement. 

Other business 

The Finance Committee approved 
the following capital budget items: 
two police cruisers with new bar 
lights, $36,400; a radio comparator 
for the police, a device that will give 
the police better radio coverage in 
town, $4,000; $11,500 for the last 
stage of a new radio system for the 
fire department, a rack body truck 
for the Department of Public Works, 
$24,500. 

In addition, the committee recom- 
mended allocation of $11,000 for 
exterior painting of the Muraco 
School; $30,000 to the DPW for inter- 
ior painting and carpet replacement 
($10,000 less than suggested in the 
budget); $5,200 for new portable 
radios for the police; $10,000 for the 
painting of Sanborn House, and 
$6,500 to replace carpet in the 
library that was damaged by 
flooding.

Absentee ballot deadline nears

Residents wishing to vote by 
absentee ballot are advised to con- 
tact the Town Clerk's office by 
March 18. 

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, the last day to apply for 
absentee ballots is Monday, March 
25, at noon. However, for those want- 
ing to cast their ballots through the 
mail, Ward says March 18 is really 
the cut-off date for having your vote 
count. 


“You have to allow enough time 
for the ballot to go through the 
mail,” Ward said. All absentee bal- 
lots must be received by the Town 
Clerk’s office by 8 p.m. March 26, 
the time the polls close. 

Ward also noted those ballots sent 
out through the mail must, by law, 
received back through the mail, and 
cannot be hand-delivered. 

“We will have absentee ballots [in 
our office] after March 6,’ Ward 
said. “‘To qualify, you must be either 
unable to get to the polls because of 
illness or disability. or you're going 


to be out of town that day.”’ 

Ward said voters can vote at the 
Town Clerk's office Monday through 
Friday from 8 a.m. to noon, and 2 to 
4 p.m. 

Although absentee ballot laws are 
strict, Ward said special arrange- 
ments can be made for college stu- 
dents, military personnel and their 
families and other citizens absent 
from the state or in the hospital on 
election day.

Town officials comment on 
Prop. 2% override targets

Town officials whose budgets have 
been targeted in override questions 
are wondering how they'll swing 
things if residents opt to close their 
pocketbooks March 26. 

Selectmen voted last week to place 
four line-item requests on the spring 
ballot which, if supported by voters, 
would provide funding for specific 
items in individual municipal 
accounts, 

The items are: the Health Depart- 
ment for inspections and contractual! 
obligations ($41,000); the Winches- 
ter Public Library for books 
($27,000); Council on Aging for rent 
($12,000) and Department of Public 
Works (DPW) Grounds for complete 
restoration of that program 
($200,000). 

An override allows the town to 
increase local property taxes more 
than the 2.5 percent that Proposition 
2lz, a state law, permits. 

DPW reaction 

The Grounds Department in parti- 
cular will feel the brunt of budget 
cuts if voters pass by its $200,000 
question. Grounds Director Richard 
Tofuri said his department will lose 
six employees without the funding 
and will take a substantial hit in the 
other expenses calegory 

Tofuri said the Grounds Depart- 


ment, which is currently an eight- 
man operation, is responsible for all 
the mowing, pruning and landscap- 
ing of school and town land. He also 
said his department is responsible 
for general upkeep of the sports 


fields, from lining fields to assem- 

bling and repairing bleachers. 
Tofuri said funds from the “other 

expenses’’ budget are earmarked

Selectmen endorse 
‘grounds’ override bid

A majority of selectmen support a 
$200,000 Proposition 2'2 override 
aimed al funding the grounds divi- 
sion of the Department of Public 
Works (DPW). 

Employees and representatives of 
various athletic groups spoke to 
selectmen Monday night, asking 
board members to publicly support 
the ballot question. 

Selectmen voted last week to place 
a menu of Proposition 2'» override 
questions on the March 26 ballot. 
Among those questions is the major- 
ity of the grounds budget, totalling 
$200,000. If voters do not support the 
measure, the eight-man grounds 
department crew will be reduced to 
two. 

Robert Johnson, president of the 


Winchester Soccer Club said his 
club, which serves some 1,200 child- 
ren in town, is concerned about the 
town not maintaining playing fields. 

‘“‘A two-man crew cannot maintain 
[the town’s grounds] in any way 
shape or form,” Johnson added. 

If fields are left unattended for a 
year, soccer club representative 
Donald Sutton said the price in later 
years to get them up to par will be 
greater. 

Said Sutton, “Historically, when 
we have said we're not going to do 
something for a year, it has been 
(for a longer period of time]."" 

Johnson said his club had consid- 
ered lending a hand, but after 
reviewing mowing schedules, real- 
ized it would be close to impossible. 
He asked selectmen to consider two

Rug thieves 
hit town again

Rug thieves who made their mark 
in Winchester last fall with some 12 
thefts, may have revisited the town 
last week, according to police. 

A home on Allen Road and another 
on Fernway were hit by rug thieves 
March 1 and 2, and police have 
recorded the estimated worth of the 
rugs stolen from one home at 
upwards of $10,000. 

The first theft was reported March 
1 at approximately 9 am. Officer 
Arthur Houllahan was dispatched to 
the Allen Road address where he 
was met by a Forest Street resident 
who had been housesitting. 

The housesitter told police he 
found the rear basement door open 
and also discovered prymarks 
around the door. The home was last 
checked by the housesitter on Feb. 
25, said police reports. 

Police determined intruders 
gained entry through the rear base- 
ment door and ransacked drawers in 
the bedroom and living room. Three 
rugs were reported missing from 
this address, according to police 
records. 

The housesitter also reported that 
window shades, which had been 
open, were drawn and light timers 
were unplugged. A neighbor who 


reportedly heard a loud bang that 
night, said she checked out her win- 
dow and did not see any strange 
cars, said police. 

The second break was reported on 
March 2 at 7:15 p.m. at a Fernway 
home. Officer Paul Austin spoke to 
the resident who said he had left his 
home at 4 a.m. on March 2 and 
arrived back home at 7:15 p.m. 
When he returned, he found two rugs 
missing, which he valued at approxi- 
mately $10,000. Police noted that a 
glass pane in the basement window 
had been broken and cited that win- 
dow as the point of entry. 

Detective Lieutenant James Pier- 
ce told the Star police believe there 
is a possibility these breaks are 
connected to earlier rug thefts that 
occurred in Winchester in the last 
few months of 1990. 

Pierce said that for the last sever- 
al weeks, area towns, including Lex- 
ington and Belmont, have been 
plagued by similar breaks. 

He said before the latest breaks. 
Winchester had gone several months 
without a theft. The last rug theft in 
Winchester was reported the week 
before Christmas, said Pierce. 
Before that, police had recorded a 
total of 12 housebreaks involving the 
theft of oriental rugs and more than 
30 housebreaks overall since last 
July. 


School Committee to 
muse weekly meetings 


Members of the School Committee 
may consider meeting on a weekly 
basis. 

Member Edward O'Connell told 
fellow members last week he was 
concerned about decisions being 
made late in the evening. 


O'Connell told the Star long meet- 
ings do not benefit the committee's 
process. 

“Y have to wonder whether the 
School Committee should not meet 
more frequently,’”’ O’Connell told fel- 
low members. ‘I would suggest 
there is merit to the idea of schedul- 
ing some meetings with not so heavy 
an agenda.”’ O'Connell said this 
would result in more focused discus- 
sions, and would provide for more 


debate among committee members. 

“It’s sufficiently serious that we 
really ought to give great thought to 
it,"' O'Connell said. 

“Until things slow up, I would also 
be in favor [of meeting weekly],”’ 
said member Mark Lombardi. 

“We are taking up matters of 
much more than routine interest at 
midnight,”’ O’Connell told the Star. 
O'Connell said he saw two reasons 
for meeting on a weekly basis: first, 
he believes members are ‘‘not as 
crisp as we should be’’; and second, 
“Subconsciously, we may be moti- 
vated to do something just to get 
({an] item of business [finished1.” 

The subcommittee on policies will 
consider the proposal.

Man charged 


following accident

A 56-year-old Woburn man faces 
charges of various traffic violations 
following a three-car accident on the 
Winchester-Medford line. 

Charles E. Spain was charged by 
Medford Police with driving under 
the influence, driving to endanger, 
leaving the scene of an accident and 
failure to stop for a police officer 
following a March 1 motor vehicle 
accident. 

Medford Police Patrolman Tho- 
mas Walsh reported that just 
moments after a high-speed chase 
with down Winthrop Street in Med- 
ford had been called off, Spain's 
vehicle slammed into two cars as it 
crossed into Winchester on Main 
Street. 

The two Medford police units, 
which had continued to pursue 
Spain's vehicle without activating 
the blue lights, had the vehicle in 
sight when the accident occurred at 
6:06 p.m. on March 1. 

Police reports said the Spain vehi- 
ele struck from behind a car driven 
by 27-year-old Regina Rosa of Bur- 
lington. As Rosa’s vehicle veered off 
the road, Spain’s vehicle crossed the 
yellow line and crashed head-on into 
a third vehicle that was travelling 
toward Medford, driven by 27-year- 
old Marito Deniso of Medford. 

Deniso’s vehicle was pushed back- 
ward and police reported the Spain 
vehicle continued forward about 
250-feet, finally coming to rest in the 
westbound lane of Main Street. 

Although the accident occurred in 
Winchester approximately 100-feet 
beyond the town line, jurisdiction 
was given to the Medford Police 
because the accident came at the 
end of a continued pursuit. 

According to Patroman Walsh, 
who is investigating the accident, 
Medford Sargent David Ciampi had 

been in pursuit of Spain following a 
hit-and-run accident in west Med- 
ford Square. 

After the collision, Spain con- 
tinued travelling north on Playstead 
Street in Medford, according lo

Ciampi continued his pursuit 
through Medford and radioed ahead 
a description of the vehicle, accord- 
ing to Walsh. 


As the Spain vehicle headed tow- 
ard Winchester however, Ciampi cut 
off the chase, as required in police 
pursuit policy, said Walsh. The acci- 
dent occurred moments later, Walsh 
added. 

Winchester Police had been dis- 
patched immediately to the accident 
scene, and officers Kurt Ellis and 
Thomas Romeo and Sargent 
Richard Fisher assisted at the 
scene. Winchester Ambulance crews 
assisted with the injured drivers and 
transported Rosa to Winchester Hos- 
pital, where she was treated for 
minor injuries and released that 
evening. 

Both Deniso and Spain were extri- 
cated from their vehicles with the 
Jaws of Life, according to Medford 
Police. Air bags in both vehicles 
protected the drivers from serious 
injury, said Walsh, He added that 
Deniso was wearing a seat belt; 
however, Spain was not, Walsh said. 

Medford ambulances transported 
Deniso to Lawrence Memorial Hos- 
pital, where she was treated and 
released that evening. Spain was 
transported to Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital were he was dis- 
charged March 3.

difference between the number one 
student in the class and the number 
10 student is ‘‘so fine it’s not really 
reflected in the GPA.” 

‘{The current system] encour- 
ages kids not so much to do as well 
as they can, but to do better than 
somebody else,’’ he said. 

And while he believes students 
should be encouraged to take higher 
level courses, Ritchie said making 
practical skills-type classes difficult 
to take (because of the resulting 
drop in grade point average) is a 
downfall of the system. 

“‘My main interest is in promoting 
discussion, not to do a quick change 
without discussing the issues 
involved,’' Ritchie said. ‘'It's some- 
thing the community should take a 
careful look at.” 

Michael Behnke, an admissions 
director at MIT, said, ‘‘Research 
seems to indicated weighted grades 
are most beneficial to students with 
the strongest academic 
credentials.” 

“No system is ideal,’’ Behnke 
said. Although he did not have an 
official figure, Behnke estimated 60 
to 65 percent of high schools have 
some form of weighted grade 
system.

DiBiase said he supports a weighted 
grade system. 

“] believe we should keep the 
system, because we live in a compe- 
titve society and the highly competi- 
tive schools ... want this,"’ DiBiase 
said, “I'm a firm believer that stu- 
dents learn from other students, and 
I'd like to see that student 
challenged.” 

Senior Tom Moore, a member of 
the Tuesday night panel, said he felt 
his grade point average, which 
placed him high in the class, may 
have been affected by taking 
orchestra, which is a C-2 level 
course. 


“T always thought, what if I hadn't 
taken orchestra,”’ Moore said. 
Moore is also involved in an after- 
school chorus class at the high 
schoo] — a class some of his friends 
opted not to take because it, too, is a 
C-2 level course. ‘‘They were playing 
the AP game from the time they 
were freshmen,” he said. 

But some believe the weighted 
grade system challenges students. 

“I’m just getting into the AP 
game,” said junior Mike Cramer, 
who supported the concept of a 
weighted grade system. Cramer 
said he would feel ‘‘slighted" if a B 
in an honors physics class was worth 


less than an A ina cooking class. 

“I'd lose my drive to work,” 
Cramer said. 

Parent Mimi Black said she does 
not agree the weighted grade system 
creates divisiveness among 
students. 

“It's a comraderie. They have 
study groups together, they work 
together,”’ she said. ‘‘Like it or lump 
it, we’re in a competitive society. 
Kids are here for a basic, college- 
preparatory education.” 


Resident Lori Lerman suggested 
the option of taking courses on a 
pass/fail basis might allow students 
on the AP track to broaden their 
interests, 

Other parents said grades should 
not be weighted. ‘‘] always thought, 
you go to school for education, not 
for marks,"’ said parent Jim Keefe. 
Keefe said taking courses a person 
likes ‘makes the whole person.” 

“T’'m not interested in developing 
a system that in any way is going to 
hinder kids’ chances of getting into 
good colleges,” Ritchie told the Star. 
“{ Change] has to happen at a com- 
munity level. It's important to real- 
ize it’s not just a question of black 
and white — do it or scrap it.”

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Israelis concerned about future

News of peace in the Persian Gulf 
has made some breath a sigh of 
relief. 

But for Ophir Smiri, a Ph.D. stu- 
dent at the Kennedy School of Gov- 
ernment affiliated with the Israeli 
Consulate, the future of his country 
is still a concern. 

Smiri spoke to members of the 
Rotary Ciub at the club’s weekly 
meeting Feb. 28. 


“Thank God everything is over 
now, and thanks for President Bush 
for a terrific job done,” Smiri said. 

Smiri discussed the history of the 
conflict between Iraq and Kuwait, 
and touched on the role of Arab 
countries. 

“During the eight-year war, (Sad- 
dam] Hussein was able to increase 
the size of his military machine,” 
Smiri said. 

“This is the first crisis in the 


post-Cold War era,” said Smiri. ‘‘it 
is also the first time the Soviet Union 
is standing against an old Arab 
ally.” 

Smiri said only the United States 
and Britain were committed fully to 
solving the crisis. 

Smiri said he believed the effec- 
tiveness of the Palestinians was 
diminished as a result of this war. 


In addition, said Smiri, “A lot of 
political analysts were surprised by 
Jordan ... Jordan’s King Hussein is 
between a rock and a hard place.” 

With regard to the war, Smiri said, 
“IT think as Americans, you have to 
be proud of what has been achieved 
(militarily] in this campaign. The 
high-tech approach won. The air 
campaign was terrific, as far as 
management, it is unbelieveable, 
and was done magnificently.”’ 

Smiri referred to the Scud missles 
as a “terror weapon.” 

“It is like Russian roulette. Once it 
goes off, you cannot control where it 


goes,’ he said. Smiri noted the 
range of scuds is 1,500 miles. Patriot 
missles have only a 43-mile range, 
and travel at half the speed of a 
scud, he added. 

“The Patriot is not capable of 
defending very specific areas,” he 
said. 

Regarding the ground war, Smiri 
said, ‘It is not the kind of ground 
war we expected. In a desert war, 
the only strategic elements are vul- 
nerability and speed,” he said. 

As for the future, Smiri said, ‘The 
area remains unstable and 
unpredictable. 

“The task is difficult, to find a 
long-lasting solution to this area,” 
he added. 

Israelis, he said, are ‘somewhat 
skeptical about the future."" The 
greatest challenge may be dealing 
with Saddam Hussein, who has not 
kept his word in the past, Smiri said. 

“We have a great deal of difficulty 
negotiating with them,” he said. 
“We're dealing with a different cul- 


ture. There is a lot of honor involved, 
and a lot of problems for us."’ 

The United States is playing ‘‘a 
meaningful role in trying to achieve 
peace in this area,”’ Smiri said. 

When asked if he thought prison- 
ers of war would be returned by 
Iraq, Smiri said, ‘Because they 
were on t.v., I think they have to 
return them.” 

But even the testimony of POWs 
won't likely lead to a war crimes 
trial against Hussein. 

“T don't think anybody needs any 
other proof [to try Hussein, a man] 
who killed his brother-in-law or rela- 
tive. Saddam Hussein will not go to 
trial. He will either kill himself or 
remain in Irag,”’ Smiri said. 

And what if Hussein had resorted 
to using chemical warfare? 

“I don’t think Iraq has the capabil- 
ities for [putting] chemical [war- 
fare] on scuds,"’ Smiri said. 
were ready defensively if they did. It 
would have changed the theatre 
completely.”’ 


Principals comment on possible cuts

Elementary school principals say 
with a reduced budget, parents of 
students in kindergarten through 
fifth grade could find bus service 
and instructional specialists elimi- 
nated at their schools. 

The School Committee last week 
supported placing a ‘“‘lump sum” 
override of Proposition 212 on the 
March ballot that, if passed, would 
boost the school’s coffers by 
$644,000. However, Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos has 
set forth a contingency plan of cuts 
that could offset a possible $800,000 
deficit in the school budget should 
the override question fail. 

The difference between the 
$800,000 anticipated deficit and the 
override question figure at $644,000 
is the added cost of unemployment 
compensation (approximately 
$140,000) for school employees who 
would be laid off should the town not 
support the override. 

At a March 5 meeting of elemen- 
tary school parents, Mitsakos 
emphasized the cuts were not 
recommendations, but options that 
could be considered. Principals at 
each of the five elementary schools 
offered their thoughts on what the 
impact of those potential reductions 
could mean to the schools. 

The list included, (in order of 
priority with each item’s estimated 
savings): reduce number of buses 
for regular education students 


($50,000) ; reduce funds for extracur- 
ricular, intramural and athletics 
programs at al} levels ($60,000); 
reduce non-instructional personnel, 
such as custodians, administrative 
clerical position ($35,000); reduce 
high school instructional staff 
($35,000); reorganize administrative 
responsibilities for kindergarten 
through grade 12 programs 
($20,000); and, reduce special 
education/support staff ($25,000). 

Also: reduce high school instruc- 
tional staff ($35,000); reduce middle 
school instructional staff ($30,000) ; 
close an elementary school 
($335,000); staff elementary schools 
at FY91 level ($170,000); eliminate 
instructional specialist program 
($85,000); reduce secondary school 
instructional staff ($130,000); and, 
reduce elementary school instruc- 
tional staff ($85,000). 

Richard Rogers, principal of the 
Ambrose School, said the potential 
cuts would reduce the bus runs to the 
school by one, and also reduce the 
custodial staff by one-half position. 
This reduction would limit the days 
the school could offer after-school 
activities, said Rogers. Potential 
cuts in personnel would cost the 
school a teaching position and cause 
a split grade class in grades three 
and four, he added. 

Lincoin Principal Bruce McDo- 
nald said that if children were no 
longer bused to that school, the 
already problematic parking situa- 
tion would escalate. 

All principals cited the ‘‘tremend- 
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ous’’ contribution of instruction spe- 
cialists at their schools and the ser- 
vice this program provides. ‘‘This is 
a program that has a tremendous 
impact on all the students and all the 
teachers,” said Rogers. ‘It's of tre- 
mendous value ...a service for the 
kids, and [it] provides teaching 
growth.” 

Each principal cited varied ser- 
vices of programs instituted by 
instructional specialists at their 
schools, including specia] science 
classes, enrichment programs, the 
mentor program and vocabulary 
and reading assistance. 

Principals also said, should an 
elementary school close, all the 
schools would feel the impact of 
reconfiguration of classes and teach- 
ing stations.

She 
said $8,900 has been allocated for 
materials at Muraco last year, a 
figure that has been reduced to 
$6,500 in the fiscal year 1992 budget 
proposal. 

Richard Young, principal at Vin- 
son Owen, said his school could lose 
a half-time custodian as well as one 
teacher and the instructional

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Roots of rural 
past revisited

Little exists now to suggest the 
lovely white house at 176 Forest 
St. was a treasure to children 
growing up in its shadow. 

It had been the estate of James 
Hinds, town engineer, for nearly 
40 years and was largely intact 
when sold by Jim's widow Mary 
in 1943. 

The original house, patterned 
after the manner of a southern 
plantation, had been built in 1850 
and achieved its present form in 
1920 when it was extensively 
altered and faced with stucco. 

The many outbuildings were of 
endless fascination to kids. The 
large barn (now demolished) was 
heady with the aroma of straw 
and wood shavings used as bed- 
ding for “‘Smoky,”’ the lovely old 
Shetland pony, and ‘‘Penny,”’ the 
purebred Collie who kept raucous 
watch as we kids romped in the 
dusty haymow. 


Constant injuries (including 
broken arms and legs) were all 
part of the youthful mystique of 
the old barn and its environs. 

For less athletic times, James 
Hinds old high-sprung buggy sat 
in a dusty corner on its spindly 
wooden wheels with thin iron 
tires. Many inclement days were 
spent jouncing up and down (and 
sometimes out) in that old vehi- 
cle as we stared out the rain 
streaked window toward the 
apple orchard. 

Gatherings eggs with little iron 
pails was a sometime privilege 
and the big old henhouse with its 
muddy chicken run sat at the 
head of the orchard. 

Looking toward the orchard 
from Washington Street each 
spring was unforgettable as the 
greening hillside ‘where Sunset 
and Hinds roads and Royalston

Avenue now exist) became soft 
with millions of creamy apple 
blossoms. This same hill took on 
a different hue on the white snow 
each winter as sleds, skis and 
toboggans took over the slope 
from the main house to the 
Washington Street cranberry 
bogs. 

Near the henhouse was a sec- 
ure pen for ‘‘Buttercup”’ the pig, 
who elevated the noisy gorging of 
household leftovers into an art 
form. 

There was also an abandoned 
turkey pen nearby which, when 
its chicken wire was clad in old 
burlap bags, became a first-rate 
fort. 

The “little barn” originally 
served as a receiving area for 
apples coming up from the 
orchard and also housed stacks of 
wooden boxes until they were 
needed in the orchard. 

The old orchard abounded in 
birdlife — necessary to any stu- 
dent taking Louise Mathews’ unit 
on “Birds” at Washington School. 

North of the house, up among 
the big oak trees was a square 
gazebo with a turned ornament 
atop the hip roof. It was a cool 
restful haven on many a hot, 
steamy summer’s day. 

Apples were last harvested 
there in the fall of 1950. The old 
wood boxes were stacked 10 feet 
high at the head of the orchard 
awaiting the flatbed which would 
take them down among the trees 
one last time. 

The next fall, bulldozers edged 
in from Washington Street tow- 
ard the orchard and over the next 
two years, Frank Millyan deve- 
loped the area with single family 
houses. 

The old house, once called 
“Century Acres’’ still sits on its 
circular drive above Forest 
Street, a tangible symbol] of 
Winchester’s agrarian past.

on his plate and stab it bare in less 
time than you can say 
“whaddapatsy.”’) 

But choice means freedom, I 
know, and we should appreciate our 
freedom. Do you think people in 
Russia get to choose between White 
Cloud and Cottonelle? Are you kid- 
ding? Sometimes, if you're in the 
mood to torture yourself, you might 


try dwelling on all the choices no 
longer open to you — those Roads 
Not Taken, as the poet called them. 

I do this all the time, one of the 
questions I most enjoy asking 
myself being, Is it more fun to be a 
kid or a grownup? Iam a grownup, 
of course, but J live with a lot of kids, 
not just the ones we made, but hosts 
of others too somehow, who keep 
popping out of the cupboards like 
those people on the old Laugh-In 
episodes. 


Kids get to make mistakes, and go 
to the movies, and lie on the beds 
with their heads hanging toward the 
floor to practice smiling upside 
down. They get to hang signs on 
their doors and tell stupid punning 
jokes (‘You like seefood? 
Nyaaagh!”’ as they then open their 
mouths to show a ruin of half- 
chewed dinner.) Plus they can call 
home when they’re in trouble. 

We grownups, on the other hand, 
get to stay up as late as we like and 
eat stuff that isn’t good for us; wear 
silly hats and glasses the size of 
drive-in movie screens without wor- 
rying someone will pin “I'm a Big 
Dork” signs on our backs. 


So which is better, child- or adult- 
hood? Should we try reversing the 
process so we can call home for a 
change? It’s a choice that’s closed 
to us, alas, and maybe it's just as 
well. Maybe even — I see you're 
eating as you read this. I’m eating 
myself. Are you enjoying your 
meal? Is it — yikes! What was that 
that just flew in the window?! 
Behind you! Look, quick!

Resident says 
school process ‘flawed’

The 
actual vole was 3-2, with Landry, 
McCarter and Ronayne voting in 
favor of the contract and Lombardi 
and ©’Connell voting against the 
contract. The issue was nol even 
discussed in public session until 30 
minutes before at 12:45 am, at a 
School Committee meeting that had 
begun five hours before at 7:30 p.m. 
on Tuesday night. 

There was absolutely no notifica- 
tion to the general public of the 
specifics of the contract before it 
was brought up for a vote in the 


early hours of the morning at the 
School Committee meeting. This is 
unfair as the public obviously cannot 
formulate a position or voice an 
opinion on an issue if it is not made 
aware of the issue itself. 

Finally I would like to point out 
that the issue of the Assistant Super- 
intendent’s contract was not specifi- 
cally listed on the published School 
Committee agenda, therefore it is 
impossible for anyone to know that it 
was even going to be discussed at 
that meeting or at all for that mat- 
ter. It apparently comes under the 
broad heading of ‘‘Personne) 
Actions’ which is always one of the 
very last items on the agenda. Again 
this seems unfair. I find that above 
practices questionable at best. 

This has happened before on 
important school issues. One has to 
wonder why such an important issue 
was handled in this manner with a 
late night vote and a hidden agenda. 
Whose interests were they protect- 
ing that night?

TO THE EDITOR: 

Ihave been a Town Meeting mem- 
ber for many years (since shortly 
after the Civil War, it seems), and I 
can assure my readers that Town 
Meetings today are not the same as 
they used to be years ago. 

Orchestrated ‘self-interest’ pre- 
vails today to such an extent that I 
predict, if the trend continues, our 
vaunted ‘“‘old fashioned New Eng- 
land Town Meeting” will have to be 
abandoned and some other form of 
government adopted instead. 

It seems to me that we have 
created a Frankenstein here in 
Winchester chat has grown to the 
point that it now dominates every 
aspect of our prolonged meetings. 
(True, we always did have cliques 
and factions or a more or less tem- 
porary nature, that came and went, 
and were never heard from again.) 

This one, however, does not come 
and go, it simply stays and grows 
and grows. It grows by what it feeds 
on, in this case, flagrant self 
interest. 

The monster I speak of is the 
modern educational syndrome, 
marching under the banner of qual- 
ity education, which means simply, 
money, money and more money. 
The syndrome now gets two-thirds of 
every dollar this town takes in, and 
they are still far from satisfied. 
They want it all and they will get it 
all, too, unless we wake up and do 
something to stop them. 

By ‘‘we,” I mean the great bulk of 
Winchester property owners and 
taxpayers — those who pay and pay 
and pay, year after year, with no let 
up, and no benefits to themselves 
whatsoever, Those who sent their 
children to private or parochial 
schools, those who never did have 
children, and those who, having 
attained or are fast approaching the 
senior stage, whose children no lon- 
ger go to school, but have grown up 
and moved away, and who would 
like nothing better than a chance to 
spend a few dollars of their own 
money on themselves for a change, 
before it is too late. 

So I say, it is now up to us. We 
must re-establish some measure of 
influence in our School Committee, 
influence that we used to have as 
citizens and taxpayers, but have lost 
in recent years. 

Lately, we have allowed a few 

to sweep away all aspects of 
local fiscal responsibility. Taxes? 
What do they care about taxes? 
Some of them do not even live in this 
overburdened town. 

The same with Town Meetings 
these days. Conflict of interest pre- 
vails, and fiscal responsibility has 
become a thing of the past. 


So, I beg of you, those who see 
things as I do, please, in the coming 
town election, do make a determined 
effort to elect only those who have 
demonstrated a sincere commit- 
ment to be as fair to the taxpayers, 
the library, and all aspects of the 
town, as they are to the children and 
the children’s needs and wishes. 

I suggested a few names here, but, 
because of a very logical editorial 
policy, was denied the privilege. To 
circumvent that reasonable prohibi- 
tion, I have resorted to a different 
strategy. Please look among the ads 
for political candidates in a subse- 
quent edition and you will see where 
I have decided to ‘‘put my money 
where my mouth is.”’ 

I hope and trust that all the pre- 
cincts in town — including my own 
— will take heed of my warning and 
make a determined effort to elect as 
many older, mature and uncommit- 
ted citizens to office as possible.

Weld proposal 


TO THE EDITOR: 

Governor William Weld is propos- 
ing to delete $852 million from the 
state’s remaining four months of 
fiscal 1991 spending to show us what 
a determined entrepreneur can do in 
very little time to straighten out the 
business. The program is called 
“The Weld-Cellucci emergency plan 
for fiscal recovery.” 

Before we sigh with relief at the 
prospect of a sound, conservative, 
financial planner at the helm at long 
last, let’s take a look at what the 
entrepreneur suggests. 

As any good manager would do 
first, he demands immediate spend- 
ing freezes, instant headcount 
reductions, tight program controls 
and strict policy enforcement to 
achieve hard currency, real-time 
savings of $235 million in a $13 billion 
organization. 

Next, Mr. Weld eliminates prog- 
rams that are unnecessary from his 
perspective and saves another $140 
million for the entrepreneur. 

Finally, looking at the balance 
sheet, the governor finds the biggest 
opportunity of all. Ignoring depress- 
ed real estate markets and counting 
on low interest rates, he elects to 
turn the Commonwealth’s assets 
and liabilities into cash by selling 
state-owned land and buildings, 
restructuring long-term debt and 
raiding pension funds. All for an 
inspringing one-time gain of $487 
million. 

Recognizing that substanital por- 
tions of the total $852 million repre- 
sent responsibility shifts from the 
state to the cities and towns and to 
the private sector, it’s hard to esti- 
mate how this will all net out for the 
citizen taxpayer. 

In any case, if Bill shows up in the 
personnel department looking for a 
finance job, remind me not to hire 
him.

for at least another year. 

T truly feel that our elected town 
officials must put a stop to their 
overspending and that we as a town 
must start living within our means. 
An override this year will not solve 
the town's fiscal problems but will 
lead to another override next year. 
No talent is required from the super- 
intendent of schools and the town 
manager so long as they have unlim- 
ited funds at their disposal. 

It is unfortunate that a majority of 
the School Committee stubbornly 
refuses to make even the smallest 
effort to control costs. The sugges- 
tion that throwing money at our 
schools will solve our educational 
problems is simply ridiculous. An 
example is the terrible need for 
curriculum change at the Winches- 
ter High School. Next year, without 
staffing changes at the high school, 
there will be approximately 71 
teachers (not all teaching full time 
but all drawing full salaries) for 786 
students. If, on the other hand, we 
had a reasonable student to teacher 
ratio of 17.5 to 1, namely 45 teachers, 
this would result in savings of over 
$1 million per year. 

I personally feel that class sizes of 
fewer than 18 students are neither 
educationally sound nor cost effec- 
tive. Over 180 courses will be offered 
at the high school next year (100 
credits — usually 20 courses are 
needed for graduation). In my opin- 
ion, 45 courses need to be eliminated 
while graduation requirements need 
to be strengthened in the areas of 
English, mathematics, and 
languages. 

Even more disturbing is the recent 
action by the School Committee 
when additional frivolous courses 
were added to the curriculum. (See 
memo from J.M. Ritchie to C.L. 
Mitsakos, dated Dec. 3, 1990 or The 
Winchester Star, Dec. 13, 1990.) 
These courses include ‘All 
Thumbs,’’ ‘Cooks N'Chefs,’’ ‘‘Sci- 
ence, Technology, and Society,” 
“Music in the United States,”’ and 
“Applied Business Mathematics.” 
At the same time, a very important 
and meaningful course, namely 
Advanced Placement in Computer 
Science, was eliminated. 

According to Principal Ritchie's 
memo, “you will perform oil and 
filter changes” in the “All Thumbs” 
course. It is an insult that we taxpay- 
ers are now being asked to override 
so that our students can be taught to 
change the oil in their Japanese and 
German built cars. We must 
demand that our students master 
the basics so that they can be trained 
to design and manufacture cars 
rather than just servicing them. We 
will not have a standard of living 
anywhere close to that enjoyed by 
Japan and Germany if we continue 
our excessive import practices and 
discourage manufacturing and the 
proper educational preparation for 
it here. 

Again from Ritchie's memo 
describing ‘‘Cooks N’Chefs”: ‘‘Stu- 
dents will learn commercial 
methods as they organize, plan and 
prepare food for an in-class restaur- 
ant project.”’ I know that I will not 
support an override so that some 
teacher can offer a cheeseburger 
course at the high school. This is just 
ridiculous. The only reason for these 
frivolous course offerings is to cre- 
ate employment for the teachers. 
Yet sadly, not only do such courses 
cheat the taxpayers, but they also 
cheat the students out of a sound and 
world-competitive education. 

This past year, the mean College 
Board Achievement Test score in 
English Competition was shameful- 
ly low (502), even below the Massa- 
chusetts average (507). More dis- 
turbingly, Winchester’s average 
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Senator Charles E. Shannon and Repr

achievement scores have consistent- 
ly for at least the past six years been 
below the national average (see 
Annual Report on Testing and 
Assessment, 1990 by D.B. Ackerman 
and C.L. Mitsakos). 

Winchester’s scores are especially 
weak in Biology, Math I, American 
History and Spanish. Literature and 
German scores were not even given 
in the Annual Report, but in 1985 
Winchester had a 407 mean score in 
Literature. It is probably best that 
these very low scores be ‘swept 
under the rug”’ since they interfere 
with the chest-beating by the School 
Committee and the Superintendent 
of Schools, 

In general, [it is my belief that] 
poor achievement scores are consis- 
tent with poor teaching. Yet, our 
School Committee does nothing to 
correct these serious deficiencies. 
Instead, they feed us full of propa- 
ganda on how great our schools are. 

Overriding will not improve this 
deplorable situation at Winchester 
High School. We already have more 
teachers than needed, and the 
School Committee is resorting to 
frivolous courses so that all of them 
have something to do. Let us elect 
School Committee members who 
deal responsibly with the education- 
al needs of our students, and who 
will not give questionable three- and 
five-year contracts to our superin- 
tendents in the darkness of the late 
night hour long after the viewing 
public has turned off the TV sets. 

If the wastes in the school system 
are addressed, there is absolutely no 
need to override.

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WHS-TV airs on 
cable Thursday nights 


High school students recently 
began producing a television prog- 
ram from the school called ‘‘WHS- 
TV”. The show, which airs on 
selected Thursday nights on TV-19 
Cable, has just begun working on 
episode four. 

The program began in November 
and has included three successful 
shows dealing with various topics. 
The first show was headlined by 
coverage of the teacher contract 
dispute, and was supported by other 
news and sports. Each show consists 
of a sports music video focusing on 
one sport and team. 

“We like to have some sort of 
variety on the show," said producer 
and WHS senior Darryl! Nash, who 


also co-hosts the show. ‘‘Since there 
are a number of cliques and groups 
in the school, we have to try to 
appeal to all of them. Otherwise, 
success of the show would be 
limited.”” 

The show, from a behind-the- 
scenes standpoint, has undergone 
some changes over the past month 
or so. Nash said; ‘Two of our three 
hosts have left in search of their own 
program on T'V-19. Originally, we 
expected that to be a minor setback, 
but it has just combined with other 
problems to make things worse. 
Obviously, the cast and crew of the 
show have other commitments, and 
right now those are really hurting 
the show.”’ 

As “WHS-TV" gets reorganized, 
Nash is producing a show to take its 
place for the near future. ‘‘I’m work- 
ing on a show called ‘The Way It Is’. 


This show is still about the school, 
but it's more like Barbara Walters 
instead of the six o’clock news.” 
Included in the show is a feature on 
basketball phenom Mike Morrison, 
who is what Nash calls a “school 
celebrity. If you haven't heard of 
him, you must be from out of town.”’ 

However, Principal Ritchie's 
“State of the School” address is the 
headline attraction of ‘The Way It 
Is,"" which airs tonight at 6 p.m. on 
Channel 19 Cable. Ritchie speaks of 
the many topics on his mind recen- 
tly, including graffiti and vandal- 
ism, drinking prior to school func- 
tions, and the teacher contract 
debates. Nash promises this will be 
a revealing and informative inter- 
view. ‘It gives everyone a chance to 
hear from a very important person 
that otherwise is rarely heard from. 
When I edited the piece, it came out 


very long, but it was so good, I 
couldn't cut it down,” 

“The Way It Is'' also features two 
other segments. The first, ‘‘Money 
and Demands,” reviews the teach- 
ers’ contract dispute. Second, a 
report on the senior prom focuses on 
the request by the class to take the 
prom out of town. 

Nash also gives a preview as to 
what is to come over the next few 
months. “We hope to get ‘WHS-TV’ 
back on track for two or three more 
editions, and ‘The Way It Is’ will 
most likely come back at the close of 
the school year. We also televised a 
volleyball tournament a while back, 
and a second one is in the planning 
stages. And we hope to air some 
Sachems baseball games this 
spring.”

Support for war 
not ‘inappropriate’ 
TO THE EDITOR: 

While characteristically not 
moved to outward action by the 
views expressed in this column, 
whether aligned with my own or not, 
I was incensed with the lament 
voicing condemnation of words and 
displays supporting the involvement 
of the United States in the Persian 
Gulf in the letter that appeared on 
these pages in your Feb. 14, issue 
and must make response. 

I have witnessed with dismay so 
many changes in our society over 
the last half-century, both lawful 
and otherwise, that have offended 
and troubled me ranging from a 
general decline of civility (formerly 
known as common courtesy that at 
one time was common), toa surge of 
irresponsible self-indulgence in 
debilitating drugs, lascivious beha- 
vior and disregard for human life 
itself, where the notion that with the 
exercise of “‘rights’’ goes personal 
responsibility for consequences is as 
curious a relic of an uninitiated past 
as is apparently the embrace of 
patriotism. 

Maybe the time has come to say 
“enough’’; no, it is past that time but 
certainly time for me and I trust 
others who have perhaps equally 
and unwittingly made the virtue of 
tolerance an abetting vice to cease 
being so tolerant. 

This is a Constitutionally major- 
itarian society. It is the majority 
that rules. This is the basic principle 
of democracy. This is the basic prin- 
ciple of the government of the 
United States. If anyone does not 
like what the nrajority has pre- 


Beginning Friday, March 8th, and continuing for one week — we’re 
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ferred, there are avenues available 
to each of us in this still-free country 
to voice opposition, (o make argu- 
ments to the contrary, to attempt to 
persuade others of the merit of 
another position and thereby possib- 
ly earn majoritarian status for it. 
But implicit in all of this is respect 
for the authority of the majoritarian 
position once it is duly established 
and while it remains the majorita- 
rian position, We are in the Persian 
Gulf not only at the behest of the 
United Nations, but more important- 
ly with the approval of the legisla- 
tive and executive branches of the 
United States government, As the 
legitimate majoritarian position on 
the subject of the involvement of the 
United States in the Persian Gulf, 
this position deserves the respect of 
all of us who would be citizens of this 
nation. 

It therefore follows that it is not 
“inappropriate” for the citizenry, in 
whole or in part, or for governmen- 
tal subdivisions in the course of the 
various activities and services they 
provide to manifest support for the 
country’s involvement in the Per- 
sian Gulf. Such manifestations are 
‘appropriate’ and quite proper. If 
anyone chooses not to join in such 
supporting displays, there are no 
legal sanctions on refraining from 
doing so and they are free to express 
personal views contrary to the wis- 
dom or utility of that involvement. 
but to castigate public institutions, 
or private citizens (like those who 
publish this newspaper), for demon 
strating support for the position our 
democratic government has duly 
taken is what is wholly 
“inappropriate”’. 

I take particular exception to the 
sentence, ‘The institutionalization 
of thought and patriotism is danger- 


ous: it tends to stifle diversity and 
the free exchange of views." This is 
sophomoric sophistry at its height. 
To adequately dissect this sentence 
would take longer than this column 
admits, but within the broad range 
of meanings its high-sounding mix- 
ture of buzzwords and meaningful 
phrase admit are couple worthy of 
short note. 

There are some thoughts that I 
and I believe most Americans want 
institutionalized, like human equali- 
ty, protection of personal privacy 
and yes, patriotism, as well as a lot 
of others. Since when has patriotism 
become an undesirable and 
“dangerous” thing? It is what pro- 
cured and preserved the opportunity 
to address this column without fear 
of a coercive response, along with a 
host of other rights and privileges, 
although some seem to have forgot- 
ten that fact. 

I find no fault with diversity or 
with the free exchange of ideas, in 
fact both are thoughts I would insti- 
tutionalize, but they are not abso- 
lutes, any more than patriotism is an 
absolute. These three concepts can 
co-exist in harmony when each is 
reasonably limited. It is only when 
one or more are in excess that they 
are antagonistic and it is wrong to 
attempt to throw them into conflict 
as the quoted sentence does. 

Let me conclude with two points. 
One, the writers of the article to 
which [ am responding take offense 
with the proper expression of views 
obviously contrary to their own and 
want that expression silenced, 
implying that it is no more than the 
oppression of the majority, but there 
is hypocrisy here: they just as obvi- 
ously see no evil in the silencing, nor 
do they recognize it as the oppres- 
sion of the minority which it clearly 


is. I find the end point of their 
reasoning unacceptable and 
inverted. There are a lot of tails that 
would like to wag the dog but it just 
does not work that way. 

Two, relates to the Editor's note to 
this letter. Why was The Winchester 
Star afraid to make a political state- 
ment in support of the government's 
position? What decent person wants 
our service men and women Killed, 
maimed or harmed in any way? No 
one with any sense likes war or 
wants war. War destroys property, 
consumes vast resources and 
injures people, noncombatants as 
well as combatants, in direct propor- 
tion to its scale. 

Even the victors are losers, but 
there are times when you just have 
to confront the bully; when it is 
better to do it now rather than later. 
The government and most Ameri- 
cans think now is just such a time. It 
is not a pleasant prospect, not some- 
thing rational people regard as 
desirable, but it is something that 
history has demonstrated time and 
time again proves necessary on 
occasion if the confronter is to pre- 
serve a position, a status or a way of 
life. 

Those without the fiber to fight 
almost inevitably lose that position, 
status, or way of life. I personally do 
not like the position we are in, but 
whether we could have otherwise 
avoided it is no longer an issue. We 
are there and legitimately so. If you 
would support those serving in the 
Persian Gulf, you eviscerate that 
support with your wimpish and eva- 
sive note. ‘Come home safe” is a 
hollow and non-committed nicety 
that does not express the kind of 
solid support our service men and 
women need, or want.

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New Horizons provides ‘community’

Senior citizens looking for an 
alternative living situation now have 
the option of community living at 
New Horizons at Choate. 

New Horizons, a_ not-for-profit 
facility located in the former Choate 
Hospital in Woburn, provides con- 
gregate housing for up to 54 senior 
citizens. At present, 37 seniors are 
either living in the facility or have 
reserved a unit. 

Cummings Properties Founda- 
tion, owned by Winchester resident 
William Cummings, opted to purch- 
ase the facility from the U.S. Bank- 
ruptcy Court when the former Cho- 
ate Hospital declared bankruptcy. 
Since that time, Cummings Proper- 
ties has worked to convert the facili- 
ty to house New Horizons residents. 
In addition, the 21 Warren Ave. site 
is home to a walk-in medical center 
for the community and to Windsor 
House, an adult day healthcare 
facility. 

According to Susan Nelson, assis- 
tant director, New Horizons pro- 
vides congregate living for senior 
citizens who want to maintain an 
active lifestyle. 

Residents at New Horizons have 
two options for payment. Under the 
first plan, a resident pays an all- 
inclusive monthly fee, which varies 


from $1,600 to $2,000, depending on 
the size of the unit. The second plan 
allows residents to pay a fully 
refundable entrance deposit plus a 
flat rate monthly fee of $950. The 
amount of the entrance deposit also 
depends on the size of the unit. 

Monthly fees cover a personal 
room, three meals a day, linen ser- 
vice, housekeeping and recreational 
activities. 

The cost, said Nelson, is reason- 
able, and fits into the budgets of 
many seniors. ‘‘With condo fees, 
taxes, heat, food... if you add all 
those up, the costs wind up being as 
much as if not more [than at New 
Horizons],”’ she said. “‘And again, 
they’re alone (in their own homes. ]”’ 

The reasons people have chosen 
the community living lifestyle vary. 
For some, living in a large home 
alone was no longer desireable. 
Others have medical problems, such 
as cataracts, which make living ina 
home more difficult. 

“The main reason people are com- 
ing here is they are alone and lone- 
ly,” said Nelson. While some resi- 
dents were at first hesitant about 
congregate living, Nelson said they 
soon were “really thrilled’’ at the 
idea. ‘‘They have all the privacy 
they want, but all they have to do is 
slep oul the door and have 
community.”’ 

At present, the average age of the

residents is in the mid-80s. While 
medical services are available at 
the walk-in center, residents pay 
only for medica] attention they 
receive. 

For Nelson, New Horizons has 
special meaning. Nelson previously 
worked at Choate Hospital, and also 
lives in the neighborhood. 

As a neighbor, Nelson said she 
shared concerns about the future of 
the Choate facility and the accessi- 
bility of medica] care in the area. 
While Winchester Hospital is close 
by, Choate had been “right up the 
street” for many Woburn residents. 

However, with the establishment 
of a walk-in center, accessible medi- 
cal care was no longer a concern. 
Nelson said residents ‘‘came in 
droves’’ to see what was going on at 
the old Choate, and are now comfort- 
able with the senior housing. 

New Horizons provides for an 
active lifestyle for those who desire 
it. 

“The community environment is 
important,” said Nelson. ‘People 
make friends here.” 

Nelson said residents are encour- 
aged to take part in the ‘‘sit-ercise"’ 
exercise class in the morning, and 
have a whole host of activities 
planned each week. Staff members 
plan an outing once a month, and 
have games afternoons, whist les- 
sons, sing-alongs, sewing circles, 


woodworking, and other activities. 

Nelson also said the staff plans 
various health clinics, such as blood 
pressure and flu clinics. 

“We try to have a real smattering 
of things to do,” she said. And with 
the recent opening of the Communi- 
ty Room, seniors have an even wider 
range of ‘activities. 

Residents have three community 
meals each day, prepared by Mar- 
riott Corporation food and services 
division. Families are encouraged to 
stay involved with their elder mem- 
bers at New Horizons, and are wel- 
comed into the dining area. 

New Horizons has a Sunday 
brunch which is also open to family 
members for a fee. Nelson said the 
staff first thought family members 
would ‘“‘come and scoop everyone 
up” on Sundays, but that the brunch 
has been a popular event for resi- 
dents and families. 

Also, residents are welcome to 
come and go as they please. ‘It’s not 
custodial at all. It’s simply a resi- 
dential facility with support ser- 
vices,’ Nelson said. 

And Nelson said there is a special 
bond between residents and staff 
members. ‘“They’re like an 
extended family for us now,” she 
said,

it happened so quickly with so few 
casualities. It just goes to show you 
how strong our military is compared 
to other countries,"’ Kenneth said. 
His enthusiasm was echoed by 
Michael Saraco, Senior Vice Com- 
mander of the Veterans of Foreign 
War (VFW). “I'm glad it's over, | 
think we're very lucky that they 
didn't go into hand-to-hand com- 
bat ... | worried a lot before the war 
began, | prayed it wouldn't happen, 
but it did; at least it got over fast.” 
Veterans at the VFW post were 
holding off on any official celebra- 
tion, citing the volatile situation that 
still exists in the Gulf. Their feelings 
were expressed best by Angelo Ami- 
co at the VF'W post in Winchester. 
“We're all very happy but we're 
awaiting a final decision before it’s 
really over... We're just keeping 
our fingers crossed that the cease- 
fire holds,"’ Amico said. 
Recent reports are that the Iraqis 
have agreed in detail with every 


point of the United Nations resolu- 
tions, allhough no date has been set 
for signing the permanent ceasefire. 

Pam Brickley summed up the feel- 
ings of many families as the fragile 
peace is worked out. “We haven't 
heard from (our son] Edward yet; 
he’s on a ship. So we're very 
relieved, but there’s still that little 
bit of anxiety until he’s home.” 

But in the face of all this worry, 
the phone rang in the Koprucu home, 
where family members awaited 
word from Lt. Mustafa R. Koprucu 
in Winchester. His father, Emile, 
was on hand to take the best possible 
news from his son. He told me 
“Don’t send any more mail, I may 
be coming home tomorrow. 

“It was so great. The relief is 
tremendous. The military service 
did an excellent job. Mustafa did a 
wonderful job. President Bush was 
so very determined. It’s all so won- 
derful ... in other words he could be 
home any day now,” Emile said.

for materials and repair costs for 
town equipment. For example, he 
said, loam for the ballfields costs an 
average of $8,000 a year; paint for 
lining the fields is about $4,500 each 
year and horticulture materials 
(seeds and fertilizers) cost about 
$14,000 a year. 

In addition, said Tofuri, his 
department repairs all fences in 
town and his employees help out at 
Wildwood Cemetery. The depart- 
ment is also responsible for the 
workings and upkeep of irrigation 
systems across town. 

“If we had only two employees, | 
don’t know how we could do it,” said 
Tofuri. ‘‘There will be a lot of voids 
out there. I don’t know if the school 
department realizes, but they will be 
the big loser.” 

During the winter, the crew works 
within other departments, usually 
the Highway Department on ice and 
snow removal. Richard Casali- 
nuovo, an employee of the Grounds 
Department, said parks and grounds 


around town should be considered an 
asset to Winchester. 

He noted too, that the Grounds 
Department in particular has many 
employees that have been with the 
DPW for more than 20 years, some 
more than 30. Those years of experi- 
ence could be lost if funding is 
denied, said Casalinuovo. 

Tofuri added, ‘‘When you put [fun- 
ding) to a popular vote, you're walk- 
ing a tightrope.” 

Library reaction 

Library Director Lynda Wills said 
the Winchester Public Library is 
required by state mandate to use 15 
percent of its operating budget each 
year toward the purchase of books 
and materials. Last year, that figure 
was $98,000. However, the library 
budget was level funded last year 
and in order to maintain services, 
the difference needed to buy books 
had to be made up by dipping into 
the trust funds, said Wills. 

Wills said if the override question 
fails this year, the library will have 
to spend all the remaining interest 


from trust fund accounts, which hold 
donations and bequeaths. She said 
that interest is to the library what 
free cash is to the town. Once it’s 
spent, the library will continually 
earn less interest, she added. 

Lane McGovern, chairman of the 
Board of Library Trustees, said the 
library has had to depend more and 
more in recent years on trust funds 
to retain the state accreditation. 


Wills said some of the bequeaths in 
the library's trust funds restrict the 
types of books that can be pur- 
chased. For example, one trust is 
specifically for books on the Civil 
War, another is for books on psychol- 
ogy. Therefore, not all the money in 
the trust funds is available to fill out 
the library’s required book purch- 
ases each year. 

“Clearly, the [book] collection 
suffers,” said Wills, ‘‘and we can’t 
meet the demand on best-sellers and 
research materials for school 
projects.” 

She added that many books go out 


of print within a year and the oppor- 
tunity for the library to acquire 
certain titles is limited. ‘The collec- 
tion really takes years to build,” 
said Wills. 

Wills said the books budget also 
includes funding for the purchase of 
audio visual materials such as tapes 
and compact discs. 

Wills added that the library is 
‘just making” the state require- 
ment of 50 hours of operation per 
week and any reduction in hours 
would cost the library its accredita- 
tion. Winchester Public Library is 
currently open 50 and one-half hours 
each week. 

Added McGovern, ‘“‘We’re looking 
ahead and realizing that things are 
tough ... In the future we'd like to 
bring [the library] back up to a 
regular workweek,”

The committee will wait until their 
next meeting to discuss a $54,000 
computer system for the police 
department, in order to give Chief 
Joseph Perritano a chance to outline 
the specifics.

The select- 
men had advised a capital budget 
ceiling of $458,000. 

In other discussions, the commit- 
tee easily approved a budget for the 
library.

recommendations: one, to move 
funds around within the budget to 
fund a full, eight-man crew; and 
two, for selectmen to publicly sup- 
port the override question. 

“The only [overrides] that stand a 
chance to succeed are those that are 
supported,” Johnson said. ‘‘I believe 
it's your responsibility. You know 
the finances. You say you don’t want 
these [services] to go away.”’ 

“We have had three years of over- 
ride proposals. The town is tired of 
override campaigns,” he said. “In 
my opinion, they need to hear it from 
you, the elected officials.” 

Three of four selectmen present 
later said they would personally sup- 
port the override, Chairman Stephen 
Powers, and Selectmen Robert 
Deering and Thomas Schmitt sup- 
ported the override. Selectman Wil- 
liam O'Leary did not comment. 
Selectman Judith Muggia was 
absent. 

Deering said the decision to place 
the grounds department budgel on 
the ballot was “‘not an indication we 
don't think that [service] is 
important.’ 

Deering pointed out the grounds 
department question would cost 
owners of a hypothetical $200,000 
home $28 per year. 

‘I'll support the question. I don't 
think that comes as a surprise lo 
anyone," said Schmitt. “It wasn’t an 
easy decision [to put the grounds 
division budget on the ballot), but

it’s the one that made the most 
sense.’ Schmitt said selectmen will 
continue to pursue ‘'an aggressive 
fee system.”’ 

“The town is at the point where, if

Powers pointed out there may be 
reversions from the energy budget, 
which could be used for the grounds 
department — in essence a capital 
expense. “The recreation depart- 
ment couldn't restored through [the 
capital budget|],'’ Powers said. That 
department's $125,000 budget was 
one of the options selectmen consid- 
ered putting to the voters. 

“I like the idea of a menu 
approach because I can support 
what makes the most sense for the 
voters,’’ Powers said. 

Other comments 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said he did not believe “‘rest- 
ing’’ the fields for a year would have 
a great impact on their condition. 

“It’s a quality of life issue, and I 
think it’s something we have to look 
at {as budgets get tighter],’’ said 
Maurer. 

Grounds department employee 
Norman Doucette, also a Town 
Meeting member, said eliminating 
six positions within the DPW will 
impact public safety in town. 

“During the last two years, the 
DPW has reached a level where 
maning is at the minimum level or 
below,’”’ Doucette said.

said the grounds division aids in 
snow and ice removal during the 
winter. With the elimination of six 
positions, Doucette said, ‘ ... you're 
talking about three trucks not being 
manned next winter,” 

Capital Planning Committee 
Chairman and candidate for select- 
man Peter Van Aken said he, too, 
was “concerned about what happens 
if you leave this asset [the fields] 
alone for a year. When you talk 
about decimating a depart- 
ment ... the assets represented by 
this are going to be very hard to 
bring back. 

“There are times when you need 
to spend money to prevent a greater 
cost in the future," he said. Van 
Aken also said the town would lose 
skills of employees who have been 
on the job for many years. 

Winchester Sports Foundation 
President Lucille Bourque asked, 
“If we are eliminating fields so they 
can rest for a year, what are the kids 
going to do? I don’t know many kids 
that want to rest for a year. 

“T really feel this is important ... I 
think we have to stand behind our 
kids. They work very hard and have 
to face tough challenges from oppo- 
nents [on the field). I'd hate to think 
our boys and girls have to face 
challenges from their own town,” 
said Bourque. 

Resident Fred Desimone called 
the fields ‘ta tremendous asset’’ to 
the town. You have to nurture what 
you have here,” he said.

With all eyes focused this season 
on Winchester High School’s tourna- 
ment bound varsity boys basketball 
team, little recognition has been 
given to a younger group of Sachems 
who have quietly, yet confidently, 
been destroying almost all opposi- 
tion in their path. 

Counting recent convincing non- 
league victories over the Arlington 
Spy Ponders (by scores of no less 
than 69-47 and 54-43), this hard- 
working group of new kids on the 
block now sports a 15-6 overall 
record, including a solid 10-4 second 
place finish in Middlesex League 
play. 


And just who are these collection 
of talented individuals? 

Well, if you haven’t guessed it by 
now, they’re the Winchester High 
School Junior Varsity boys’ basket- 
ball team of course, and, with such 
notable wins over league rivals 
Woburn and Wakefield, they've 
proven to be one of the best under- 
classmen squads Winchester has 
seen in years. 

“They really are a great bunch of 
kids,”’ said outstanding fifth year JV 
coach Mike Bridges. “From top to 
bottom, each player has excellent 
team spirit and shows a great desire 
to win every game. They're just a 
pleasure to coach." 

Similar to their varsity counter-

Boys end 


with loss

It was supposed to be the game of 
the season. Talented Middlesex 
League MVP Mike Morrison was to 
lead the upstart Winchester Sac- 
hems (14-6) into battle against 
dynamic Catholic Central League 
co-MVP Casey Arena and the power- 
ful Bishop Fenwick Crusaders 
(16-4). 

To add to all the hype, Morrison 
needed to score only 20 points in the 
contest to break the Winchester 
High School all-time scoring record 
of 1,004 points set by Bob Bigelow 
back in 1971. For hoop fans, this one 
appeared to have it all. 

But instead, the Sachems were 
convincingly ousted in the first 
round of the Division II North state 
tournament by the hot shooting Cru- 
saders 97-73. 

While Morrison did manage to 
shatter the school scoring mark with 
a three-pointer late in the first half, 
his game high 33 points (he finished 
with 1,018 career points) simply was 
not enough to offset the flashy play 
of Arena (28 easy points) or the 
deadly outside shooting of senior 
captain Todd Carpenter (15 points). 

To make matters worse, the Cru- 
saders played one of their best 
defensive games of the season, frus- 


running game and a tenacious full- 
court pressure defense. 

“We're not really a big team and 
are constantly overmatched down 
low,”’ said Bridges. ‘‘To offset this, 
we use our quickness and hustle to 
force our opponents into turnovers. 
Then, we get our running game 
moving, and it’s much easier for us 
to score baskets.” 

If the Sachems do set up into a 
half-court offense, they usually get 
the ball into the hands of talented 
sophomore center Todd Sundstrom. 
The team’s leading scorer at 13 
points per game, Sundstrom has a 
variety of low-post moves which 
enable him to score inside with ease. 
Defensively, he also stands out and 
is one of the team’s leading 
rebounders. 


Surprisingly enough, the team’s 
offense also relies heavily on two 
freshmen sensations, Mark Morri- 
son and Brian Keefe. Morrison (yes, 
he’s senior captain Mike’s brother) 
has a deadly jump shot, solid moves 
to the basket and is the team’s 
second leading scorer. Keefe (no 
relation to Chucky) is equally prolif- 
ic, having double-digit scoring 
nights on several occasions this past 
season. 

Rounding out the starting five are 
sophomores Pete French and John 
Rauseo. French, according to 
Bridges, is the team’s assist leader 
and one of the quickest players ever 
to put on a Sachem uniform. Rauseo, 
on the other hand, is the most 
aggressive and hustle-oriented play- 
er on the team, as he is constantly 
seen, game in and game out, diving 


for loose balls and aggressively rip- 
ping down many rebounds. 

Although these five players are 
extremely talented and complimen- 
tary to one another, they are not the 
only offensive weapons Coach 
Bridges has in his multi-talented 
arsenal. Sophomores Kirk Mina- 
hane, Matt Fuller and Josh Caroll 
have come off the bench on several 
occasions to light it up from the 
outside while junior Rhon Porter, 
who also saw time on the varsity, is 
a finesse player who uses his silky 
smooth moves to score consistently 
in the low-post. 

With all of these offensive threats, 
one might ask just who has time to 
play defense on this team? Well, for 
starters, there's backup center Mike 
Collins and forward Scott Impera- 
tore who are relentless defenders 
and immense on the boards. Then, 
there’s sophomore Mike McGinty, a 
hustling, hard-working player who 
helps out with the rebounding chores 
when needed. 

With these 12 players performing 
to the best of their abilities, the 
results, according to Bridges, have 
been more than satisfactory. 

“It’s just been a great season,” 
summed up Bridges. “‘The kids have 
worked hard to improve their 
games, and it shows through our 
winning record. I’m confident many 
of them will move on to the varsity 
level next season. 

Without a doubt, Bridges and his 
junior varsity Sachems are giving 
Winchester varsity basketball fans 
something exciting to look forward 
to next year and in the years to 
come.

trating the locals with a stifling 
full-court press that resulted in over 
12 steals and 20 forced turnovers. 

“Give Fenwick credit, they played 
exceptionally well,” said Sachem 
Coach Mike Boyages. ‘‘We came out 
nervous and a little flat, and they 
were able to build up a big lead from 
which we could not recover. They 
just proved that they were a better 
team than us tonight.” 

The difference in this game from 
the start was Fenwick’s deadly 
three-point shooting. By halftime, 
the Crusaders had already con- 
nected on eight of an eventual 12 
trifectas while Winchester’s normal- 
ly accurate outside shooters were 
ice-cold with only Morrison (21 first 
half points) answering the call with 
three treys. 

“We tried various defenses to shut 
them down, but they beat us offen- 
sively everytime,” said Boyages. 
“We concentrated on stopping Are- 
na at first, but then they hit some 
three’s, and we had to extend our 
defense. This made it easier for 
Arena and their low-post players to 
score. It was a difficult and frustrat- 
ing situation to be in.” 

Bishop Fenwick raced out to an 
early 14-5 lead on scores by Arena, 
Carpenter and Tim Corning (9 
points) before Adam Piandes (15 
quiel points) got Winchester within 


six with a long range jumper. The 
Crusaders then went on a scorching 
26-9 surge to take an overwhelming 
40-17 lead. 

Morrison, scoring 12 of his team’s 
next 14 points, got Winchester within 
15 points (43-28), but a 15-5 run by 
Fenwick at the end of the half gave 
the Crusaders a commanding 58-33 
lead as the two teams headed for the 
locker room. 

At the start of the second half, the 
Sachems went into their low-post 
offense in an attempt to somehow 
narrow the scoring gap. The result 
was three, quick scores by Rob 
Bourque (14 points while playing on 
an injured ankle) and seniors Dick 
Regan (2 points) and Joe Gordon (2 
points). 

Unfortunately, Winchester was 
still not able to get any closer than 23 
points, and the remainder of the 
game did not turn around, although 
E.J. Grant (3 points) Kris Oliver (2 
points) and JV player Todd Sunds- 
trom (2 points) all got a chance to 
score some points. 

“We were beaten by a good team 
tonight, and we don’t have anything 
to be discouraged about,” summed 
up Boyages. ‘Although we're a little 
disappointed right now, I think we'll 
eventually look back upon this sea- 
son and see that it was a highly 
successful and very satisfying one.”

Two go 


for Sachem team

Will Thilly placed second and 
Jeff Foster third in the New Eng- 
land IAA Wrestling Tournament 
March 2 in Coventry, R.I. 

A 30-point score placed 
Winchester 12th out of approxi- 
mately 129 schools which were 
represented. 

Tournament competition rose 
well above any single state’s 
championships. Teams from four 
different states, Plymouth, N.H. 
(57), Randolph, Vt. (55.5), Hand, 
Conn. (46) and Weymouth (44) 
led the team scoring. Franklin 
(38.5) and Dracut (32.5) were two 
Massachusetts teams which fin- 
ished ahead of Winchester. 
Franklin was the Massachusetts 
Division 2 champion while the 
Division 1 php Randolph, 
finished well back. 

The tournament procedures 
are somewhat complex. A total of 
19 regional state place winners 
were seeded in each of the 13 
weight classes: the first three 
finishers from New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Rhode Island and Mas- 
sachusetts Division 1, and Massa- 
chusetts Division 2, plus the first 
four place finishers from Connec- 
ticut. Early Friday evening the 
preliminary or “‘pig tail” match- 
es reduced the field to 16. 

The winners of eight first-round 
matches wrestled a second round 
Friday night. Losers of pig tail 
matches and first-round losers 
who lost to losers in the second 
round were eliminated. First- 
round losers to second-round win- 
ners and second-round losers 
wrestled repecharge matches 
Saturday morning and early 
afternoon until only two wrestlers 
were left. 

From the championship semifi- 
nals at noon March 2, two men 
advanced to the finals and two 
descended to wrestle off with the 
remaining repecharge survivors 
to decide the third through sixth 
positions in two additional match- 
es Saturday afternoon and early 
evening. Late Saturday evening, 
the finals began. 

Three Winchester wrestlers 
had qualified: Foster (135), Thil- 
ly (140) and Ebanks (145) by 
virtue of finishing second, first 
and first, respectively, in the 
Massachusetts Division 2 State 
Championships. 

Ebanks was caught in his first 
match and David Plouffe of Col- 
chester, Vt. scored four quick 
points from a slanding cradle 
that an Ebanks third-period Llake- 
down and a lol of hard work were 
unable to overcome. Plouffe next 
beat the MA Div. 1 champion 
(Camarra of Xaverian) so 
Ebanks qualified for the repe- 
charge matches. 

Taking on Willie McAllister of 
Stratford, CT, Ebanks opened 
with a spin counter for a take- 
down and extended the lead with 
an early second-period escape. 

But then he was taken to his 
back out of his own double-leg lift 


to mat 


for five points and McAllister 
poured it on for a reverse and 
another nearfall in the third for a 
9-3 win. McAllister advanced to 
the repecharge semifinal round 
but withdrew from injury before 
wrestling Freitag of Tewksbury. 

Freitag, who had been defeated 
in the state championship by 
Ebanks, finished third in the New 
Englands. Ebanks, a junior, fin- 
ished first in the Massachusetts 
Division 2 and 10th in the New 
Englands, with a 38-6 overall 
record, 19-0 in dual meets. 

Jeff Foster, a senior, opened 
with a wild one against Chris 
Roberts of Waterford, CT. Foster 
hit a double-leg takedown and 
nearfall with a cross-body ride. 
Roberts responded with a reverse 
and nearfall. This kind of give- 
and-take continued well into the 
third period with Roberts scoring 
a late takedown and nearfall to 
win 12-10. Roberts then defeated 
the Vermont champion, so Foster 
faced a grueling day of repe- 
charge matches. 

So tight was the competition in 
the 135-pound class that four state 
champions did not place in the 
final six. 

Foster’s season record of 
42-4, 19-0 in duals, includes the 
Methuen, Middlesex and Central 
Sectional championships. 

His gutsy New England repe- 
charge performance placed him 
ahead of all other Massachusetts 
competitors in his weight class 
and his leadership as team cap- 
tain maintained the Sachem 
squad throughout this very distin- 
guished season. 

Thilly, a junior, opened against 
his long-time wrestling colleague 
Mike Capone of Woburn, one of 
six Middlesex League qualifiers 
which also included Belmont’s 
Aaron Foster and Shamir Bag- 
daddy. Capone had beaten Chris 
White of Randolph, Vt. in a pig 
tail match and gave a good 
account of himself despite losing 
22-10 to Thilly. 

In the quarterfinals, Reed Suko 
of Hand, Conn., came on strong 
after his decisive win over the 
New Hampshire state champ. 

Thilly looked wobbly but fash- 
ioned a semblance of his custom- 
ary lead with two takedowns and 
three intentional escapes when he 
was caughl in a spinning counter 
lo suffer his contested takedown 
of the season and his first trailing 
situation 5-4. 

From standing in the third 
Suko avoided the singleleg shots 
that Thilly was simply not quite 
hitting. Thilly then dropped to his 
knee inviting attack and Suko 
charged as Thilly rose, spun 
under for a hip throw, takedown, 
nearfall and match 9-5. 

Things did not get easier. In the 
semifinals, Thilly faced Kevin 
Robertson of Warwick Veterans 
High School who was the Rhode 
Island champion and also the 
state's Oulslanding Wrestler 
award winner. Despite receiving 
a knee injury during the match 
and Robertson's two takedowns

which brought the score as close 
as 9-7 in the third, Thilly turned 
an attempted cradle into back 
points and sunk another deep 
single for a hard-earned 15-9 win, 

In the finals, Will faced Jason 
Lanoue of Ledyard, Conn., a 
senior 89-0 over two seasons, Con- 
necticut Outstanding Wrestler 
and last year's New England 
champion at 135. 

Thilly’s opening single leg 
caught Lanoue at the shoe laces 
but while Thilly lifted Lanoue, he 
failed to bring him down and 
Lanoue converted in a struggle 
for the takedown. Thilly stepped 
over a navy ride for an escape. 

Choosing standing in the sec- 
ond, Thilly attacked with single 
leg shots but was blocked and 
caught ina barrel roll on his third 
attempt. He escaped, was rolled 
again for another takedown but 
moved inside for a reverse which 
left the score 4-6 going into the 
third. 

Lanoue chose down and Thilly 
pushed him away to try to win on 
his feet as he had all season. 
After several single leg shots that 
fell short, Thilly was dumped for 
another lakedown and in moving 
inside in a risky reverse attempt 
was caught in the tightest cradle 
imaginable by a man who knew 
how to use it. 

Somehow Thilly managed to 
lift himself and Lanoue with one 
free hand and wrist just long 
enough to prevent the fall, break 
the cradle and escape. 

In the closing seconds, Thilly 
tried to set a shoulder throw, but 
Lanoue ducked under and took 
the match by a convincing 14-6 
margin. Lanoue received the 
New England Tournament Ous- 
landing Wrestler award for his 
performance. Thilly was 
awarded a swollen knee and a 
barrage of reporters’ questions 
about how good Lanoue was. 

Thilly’s record of 42-1 for the 
season includes the Milford, Low- 
ell, Methuen, Middlesex, Central 
Sectional and Massachusetts 
Division 2 championships, plus a 
score of 108 dual meet points in 18 
matches. 

Coach Larry Tremblay 
expressed his appreciation for 
Foster's solid repecharge perfor- 
mance, respect for Thilly's 
maturity in handling defeat and 
sympathy for Ebanks’ plight 
since the last, but for one second 
of inattention, could have placed 
high in the proceedings.

Two candidates seek assessor seat

Recently Eric R. Josephson of 41 
Salisbury St. announced his candida- 
cy for election to the Board of Asses- 
sors in the upcoming town election, 
on Tuesday, March 26. 

Josephson in a statement released 
this week, said his primary reason 
for seeking the position of assessor is 
the need to insure that the critical 
issues facing the board, state man- 
dated triennial revaluation and the 
need to make fair and equitable 
adjustments of the real property 
assessments are accomplished in a 
professional and knowledgeable 
manner. 

Josephson is a graduate of North- 
eastern University and Winchester 
High School. He is a native of 
Winchester, a current Town Meeting 


member and vice chairman of 
Winchester Cable Television Advis- 
ory Committee. 

The office of assessor is a very 
important position in the Town of 
Winchester. The position requires 
establishing the values of ail real 
and personal property. The values 
obtained in this process provide the 
tax dollars needed to fund the town 
budget. 

“This year the Board of Assessors 
are faced with the tremendous chal- 
lenge of assuring the taxpayers of 
Winchester that assessments are 
fair, unbiased and truly representa- 
tive of today’s marketplace. My 
priority on the Board of Assessors

An assessed value is an assessors’ 
estimate of market value assigned 
to a property for taxation or munici- 
pal revenue production purposes. 
The estimate of value is analyzed in 
a computer model using information 
regarding the individual properties 
such as square feet of building area, 
number of rooms, quality and condi- 
tion of the property, and neighbor- 
hood, to name a few factors of valua- 
tion. In order to value property, it is 
necessary to assign a date of 
valuation. 

Municipalities, including Winches- 
ter, generally use Jan. | of a particu- 
lar year as the date of valuation. 
When a property is valued, say for 
example for fiscal year 1991, the 
date of valuation is Jan. 1, 1990, and 


the property is valued using sales 
information gathered in the prior 
12-month periad, in this case during 
the period from Jan. 1 through Dec. 
31, 1989. 

The Board of Assessors, three 
elected, non-Salaried officials, in 
conjunction with a full-time asses- 
sor, supervised by the Massa- 
chusetts Commission on Taxation, 
are responsible for assigning value 
to property in Winchester. There is 
one seat available on the Board of 
Assessors for a three-year term. I, 
Susan Reenstierna Kelly, am a can- 
didate for the Board of Assessors of 
Winchester. I am a real estate 
appraiser with the firm T.H. Reen-

Last week, I, Jim Evans, detailed 
my experience as an educator and 
businessman and listed some of my 
goals. Since it is the primary mis- 
sion of the schools, I think it appro- 
priate to give some of my views on 
education. 

During my campaign I have often 
been asked why we can't run our 
schools as they were 30 years ago 
with much higher student-teacher 
ratios, minimal administration and 
no specialists. We could, but times 
have changed and what was once 
adequate preparation may now not 
be sufficient. 

We live in a rapidly-changing 
world. Some of the skills our child- 
ren will need have not traditionally 
been taught in our schools. Future 
employers will want workers who 
are skilled in working with other 
people. In traditional education this 
is called cheating. 


Our children will need to know 
how to use new technologies. Writing 
involves multiple drafts and revi- 
sions with the assistance of word 
processors. Our elementary school 
children collect information for sci- 
ence experiments from across the 
continent using computers commu- 
nicating over telephone lines. 
Spreadsheets allow the considera- 
tion of multiple scenarios. Students 
at the high school run simulations of 
many laboratory experiments in the 
time it would take to run one actual 
experiment. 

While we are updating our curri- 


culum in this area, the technology is 
changing faster than we are imple- 
menting it. We can do more. In the 
future our children will need skills in 
critical thinking. In addition to the 
facts and skills we have always 
taught and will continue to teach, 
workers will need to be able to 
analyze complex problems from 
multiple perspectives, evaluate dif- 
ferent approaches and draw conclu- 
sions. These are some of the new 
types of skills we need to be 
teaching. 


As for the content we teach, there 
are some aspects that need evalua- 
tion. Are we satisfied with all of the 
foreign languages we teach being 
European or do we want to see 
Japanese or Russian taught? Should 
the study of foreign languages be 
mandatory? Should our curriculum 
be more developmental at the ear- 
liest grades? Should we have a com- 
prehensive set of programs at the 
high school? Should we require four 
years of mathematics for gradua- 
tion? With leadership from the 
School Committee, these are issues 
that we as a community need to 
decide. 

Many of these initiatives can be 
done with little or no additional fund- 
ing. Staff development during early 
release days can focus on these new 
approaches and teaching methods. I 
want to lead an effort to have one or 
more of the large computer compa- 
nies donate hardware. I also want to 
lead an effort to have some major

A few weeks ago, I was struck by 
the wisdom of a late night aside. 
While editorializing about a waffling 
politician, Dennis Miller, in his 
Weekend Update segment on Satur- 
day Night Live, advised, ‘‘Hey, guy, 
grab the reins!" 

That sentiment is appropriate 
here. I'm running for this office 
because it’s time for the School Com- 
mittee to grab the reins — to steer 
and guide the system to renewed 
excellence. 

Grabbing the reins means accept- 
ing fiscal responsibility and full 
accountability. [t means marshall- 
ing the existing resources into pro- 
ductive programs and promising 
futures for our children. It means 
setting responsible policy, not just 
for this year or next, but for the 
long-term success of the schools. 
And grabbing the reins means act- 
ing reasonably, responsibly and 
responsively, without relying on last 
minute remedies and 11th-hour 
resolutions. 


Grabbing the reins means cutting 
through the rhetoric and defining 
our terms, starting with the ubiquit- 
ous catch-all: quality education. 
We've heard that phrase so often, in 
so many contexts, that it’s lost its 
meaning. I suspect that there are as 
many definitions of ‘quality educa- 
tion” as there are taxpayers in 
Winchester. Some might equate 
quality with cost: if we spend more 
per student than other towns in Mas- 
sachusetts then we must, by defini- 
tion, deliver quality. Others rely on 


test scores or college admissions 
statistics. 

Clearly these are incomplete mea- 
sures of the success of our schools, 
An administration that relies only on 
these indices is shirking its responsi- 
bility. The School Committee must 
take the lead in developing a 
community-wide standard for edu- 
cational excellence, one that incor- 
porates the values of all segments of 
the community. Once articulated, 
the School Committee must set poli- 
cy to achieve that standard. 

In short, 1 don’t want to parrot the 
term “quality education;’’ I want to 
help define the standards to achieve 
it with the full participation of the 
community. 

And just as I don’t want to hide 
behind popular phrases, I don’t want 
the School Committee to hide behind 
the promise of a Proposition 21% 
override. In good conscience and 
with a full understanding of town 
finances, I joined the majority of 
Massachusetts voters and supported 
Proposition 2'%. I hold fast to that 
commitment. 


The school system should not 
become the excuse for an override. I 
believe that the funding Town Meet- 
ing will appropriate for the school 
budget is sufficient and that it is up 
to the School Committee to protect 
the schools from those who would 
use our children as pawns in an 
override campaign. The financial 
health of Winchester is in question, 
the finances of the state of Massa- 
chusetts are in crisis and the nation-

The world is not about to end. In 
times like these we must steel 
ourselves not to give into despair. 
The simple truth is that, since its 
establishment as a self-governing 
municipality in 1850, the town of 
Winchester has always had a richly 
deserved reputation for providing an 
excellent educatianal system for its 
citizens.

This creation of ours is nat going to 
collapse because our state and local 
fiscal positions have worsened. It 
will survive and it will do the job and 
do it well because that is our collec- 
tive will.

Winchester Star our local historian 
Dan Chane reminisced fondly about 
the years he attended Winchester 
High School in what is now Lincoln 
Elementary School. Dan recalled 
there being 48 desks in a classroom. 
I am sure some citizens gasped 
when reading thal number, bul they 
did so without relating to the times. 

There was a time when 48 students 
in a class was an acceptable norm, 
but today we have moved far away 
from it. We were in the vanguard of 
educational improvement during 
Dan Chane’s schooldays and I fore- 
see (hat we shall continue to be there 
in the future. 

This does not mean thal we can 
ignore the reality of a declining 
economy. The school department, 
too, must be ready Lo take ils budget 
belt in a notch as the town makes 
necessary adjustments in accor- 
darce with the level of state aid 


received. lf would simply be unfair 
to expect the general purpose side of 
town government to absorb the 
entire amount of cuts that may be 
required. 

Tough times tend to overwhelm 
people who wring their hands and 
stick their heads in the sand. It is 
easy to reach decisions in the days of 
milk and honey, but it takes a little 
backbone when circumstances 
make unpopular decisions 
necessary. 

If it becomes necessary for the 
school department to take its share 
of reductions, I would propose that 
the School Committee budget be re- 
examined. In such an event, it would 
be my intent to achieve savings in 
administrative and support areas 
while safeguarding the status of 
classroom instructional personnel. 

In seeking re-election I want to put 
my unrivaled career in local govern- 
ment to work for the town during 
this demanding period. | trust that 
my record will inspire your confi- 
dence in my ability to analyze an 
issue, articulate a position, and 
demonstrate sound judgment and 
sense of fair play in the actions 1 
support. 

1 pledge to you that my commit- 
ment to quality education will be 
balanced by a realistic awareness of 
the town’s fiscal situation. Excel- 
lence in education is not a shelf item 
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corporations in Japan fund the intro- 
duction of Japanese into our curricu- 
lum. Money is not required for prog- 
ress. Educational leadership and 
vision are. 

An understanding of how to foster 
educational improvement is espe- 
cially critical in tight financial times 
when one has to allocate limited 
resources. If the plan is to use child- 
ren’s literature instead of readers to 
teach reading, then funding is 
needed for library books. If it is a 
priority to provide our students with 
more and wider exposure to the use 
of computers, then we will need to 
identify funds for software. 

If we want our staff to teach criti- 
cal thinking, the use of new technolo- 
gies, and collaborative work skills, 
then we should not slash accounts 
used for teacher and curriculum 
development. Budgeting without a 
vision of the direction in which we 
want our schools to move can lead to 
Stagnation, inefficiencies and 
ineffectiveness. 

The world is becoming increasing- 
ly complex with an explosion of 
information and global competition. 
Our children will grow up, work and 
live in this environment, and our 
schools must help to prepare them. 
Through its actions our Schoo] Com- 
mittee will set the tone for our 
schools. It is my goal to provide 
educational leadership and vision 
for our schools. Even in tight finan- 
cial times, this is one area we cannot 
afford to neglect.

School holds tribute 
to Elizabeth Murray 


The Lincoln School Parents’ Asso- 
ciation held a tribute on Feb. 13, in 
the Lincoln School library in remem- 
brance of Miss Elizabeth Murray, 
past principal of the Lincoln School, 
who passed away last February 
after a serious illness. 

While principal of the Lincoln 
School, Miss Murray stressed the 
importance of language and the 
written word, so it seemed like a 
fitting tribute to her memory to have 
an excerpt from her Christmas 
speech, ‘‘A Celebration of Light,” 
written in calligraphy and framed to 
be hung on a wall in the school 
library. The following is the excerpt 
from Miss Murray's intoductory and 
welcoming remarks on the evening 
of the Lincoln School holiday prog- 
ram held Dec. 20, 1989: 

‘Tonight we are gathered for a 
celebration which all of us have long 
awaited. If in very ancient times, 


people did not find a way to build, 
create, infuse light into darkness, 
winter would have indeed been a 
very frightening and sad season. But 
fortunately ancient people, who left 
us many of their traditions, found a 
way to pierce the darkness. 

“We think of light in so many 
ways. We think of the light of under- 
standing breaking through the dark- 
ness of fear, the darkness of mis- 
understanding. We think about the 
warmth of light spreading, being 
shared, among people in the com- 
munity. We think about very special 
lights which some of us for various 
reasons and in various ways are 
lighting throughout this season. 

“Tonight the children are cele- 
brating in song the whole concept of 
light. We’ve all heard about — it's 
better to light a candle than stare at 
the darkness, 

We can light them. 

We can make them. 

We can even be a candle — which 
means we might have to spend 
ourselves a little bit along the way.

ARTFUL CAREERS 


Many artists are finding creative ways to work and survive

rtists’ choices about 

striking a balance 

between making art and 

making a living are as 

varied as those they 
make about how to create a painting or 
piece of sculpture. 

Financial pressures also weigh more 
heavily on some artists than others, 
though most say the depressed 
economy has caused a dip in sales of 
their work and limited the amount of 
commissions available to them. 

Bay State artists are not alone in 


their financial struggles. Several 
closings of New York galleries over the 
past several months are evidence of a 
steep nationwide decline in the demand 
for the work of fine artists. 

But several local artists interviewed 
recently — many of whom are not new 
to worrying about how to pay the rent 

- say they have long since learned to 
get by juggling outside jobs with their 
artistic pursuits and family obligations. 

Those who make a living as artists 
say they spend much of their time 
marketing their work, traveling and 
preparing presentations. Some have 
also made personal sacrifices to 
concentrate full-time on art. 


‘In terms of what is happening 
during the recession, that is going to 
vary depending on their (artists‘) 
personal situations,”’ said Rachel Lafo, 
senior curator at the DeCordova 
Museum and Sculpture Park in Lincoln. 
‘'Many artists don’t depend on sellin; 
to survive ... I think artists in this area 
are used to supporting themselves in 
other ways.”’ 

Teaching is a common way for 
artists to supplement their incor 
but it is far from the only one. 

For Michael Wilson, a Waltham 
artist, his balancing act involves 
spending his days making sculptures for 
a set and prop production company and 


afternoons and evenings in his space in 
the Muody Street Studios working on 
abstract acrylic paintings and plaster 
sculptures. 

“To support myself, I've worked 
off and on as a waiter and a 

arpenter,’” said Wilson, 35 
end up quitting my job at a certain point 
and then go to work again when | nin 
out of money.”’ 

He said, however, that his current 
job is good for him because ‘'I get to 
paint and | get to sculpt."' 

Wilson, who is single, said his 
ultimate goal is to support himself a 
artist.

Many artists are finding creative ways 
to work and survive

'*T want to buy my own house as 
much as any salesman or businessman. 
My goals are more or less the 
American dream,”’ he said. 


Toward that end, Wilson said he has 


stepped up his marketing efforts in 
recent years, particularly since the 
onset of an economic downturn. 

He has worked with consultants, 
developed videotapes, traveled to 
galleries around the country and 


worked on improving his presentations. 


Wilson's efforts will pay off soon 
with a show of his work at Gallery 
NAGA on Newbury Street later this 
month, 

Framingham artist Lonny Schiff has 
found satisfaction dividing her time 


between being an abstract artist and art 


restorer for the past 25 years. 

‘I do my own work when I don’t 
have art restoration to do,"’ she said. 

Schiff said the art restoration 
business is ‘‘kind of slow right now,"’ 
though she is restoring a series of 
paintings for a church in Charlestown. 

Represented by the Randall Beck 
Gallery on Newbury Street for the past 
eight years, Schiff had a show there in 
December and will be doing another in 
Toronto later this year. 

Steven Gildea, 43, of Natick, a 
married father of two, teaches 
computer graphics at the New England 
School of Art and Design in Boston. 

He is also a fine artist who does oil 
paintings with space and astronomy 
themes. 

Gildea said he didn’t become 
interested in painting until after he 
graduated from college in 1971 witha 
degree in psychology. 

It was a life drawing class that 
peaked his interest and prompted him 
to keep a sketch pad and go on to get a 
master's degree in painting. 

Gildea said a major accomplishment 
for him recently was a December show 
that received a positive review in the 
Boston Globe. He has since sent slides 
to the DeCordova Museum and 
Danforth Museum of Art in 
Framingham. 

Ruth Ginsberg-Place of Boston also 
has a dual career, combining work as 
an artist and as a social worker. 

Although she was a full-time artist 
for 20 years, Ginsberg-Place said a 
divorce and the need to support two 
children prompted her to go back to 
school to get the social work degree. 

“‘Now I have both careers. For the 
past two years I’ve been doing painting 
and print-making and trying to juggle 
everything,’ she said. 

Ginsberg-Place, 50, said that while 
she would like more time for her art, 
she also wants to continue her clinical 
work,

She has a show of her watercolors 
this month with another artist/social 
worker at the Erik H. & Joan M. 
Erikson Center in Cambridge. 

Dorothy Arnold, who lives in 
Concord with her husband and works 
out of the Moody Street Studios, will 
also be doing a show in April at the 
Different Angles Gallery on Newbury 
Street. 

Although many of Arnold's wall- 
size, abstract paintings reflect her 
fascination with the sea and movement, 
some of her more recent work depicts 
her anger over [raq’s scud missile 
attacks on Israel through swirling white 
paint across a dark canvas. 

She said art sales are off, but 
acknowledged she is lucky enough to 


be a financially secure full-time artist 
who does not depend on selling her 
work, 

The mother of three and 
grandmother said she “dabbled” in art 
for years while raising her children. 
She became a serious painter after 
graduating from the Museum School at 
the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston in 
1980. 

In addition to concentrating on 
painting, Arnold said she chenshes her 
time at home with family. 

Gregg LeFevre, who also has a 
place in the Moody Street Studios, said 
he has worked diligently and planned 
carefully over the past 20 years to be a 
self-supporting artist. 

One choice LeFevre, who is 43 and 


married, made years ago was to not 
have children. 

“E can starve myself and not worry 
about it,’’ he said. 

Yet LeFevre is hardly starving 
these days. 

He is currently working on four 
different commissioned works ‘‘and a 
bunch of new pieces. I’m swamped."’ 

LeFevre does embedded works 
with natural materials to depict 
environmental themes. 

He also incorporates processed 
wood products with real trees and 
branches into some pieces. 

Another technique he uses is paving 
over pieces with tar to show 
environmental destruction. 

One such piece called ‘‘Paved 
Coconuts”’ sold recently in New York. 

“‘T have always worked real hard — 
both at my work and selling my work,”’ 
he said. ‘'I think if you plant lots of 
seeds, they sprout.’” 

For several years, LeFevre 
survived on doing large outdoor 
commissioned pieces but began to feel 
too much pressure from ‘‘other 
people’s agendas."’ 

So three years ago he took time off 
to concentrate solely on his work. 

This sabbatical gave him a chance to 
get his artistic priorities in order and 
produce work he had complete faith in. 

LeFevre said believing in his work 
has been important to his success. 

But he has also gotten a boost from 
having several consultants and gallery 
representatives promote his work 
simultaneously. 

He is now working exclusively with 
a New York agent who handles all of 
his work. 

Another artist who has been able to 
make a living from his work is David 
Judelson, who lives and works out of 
the Brickbottom artists building in 
Somerville. 

Judelson, 49, said he has been 
supporting himself as an artist for the 
past 10 years and before that worked 
as an architect — a vocation that 
prepared him well for the art he now 
creates, 

He has done a number of large 
commissioned works for area buildings, 
such as a series of ceramic tiles 
installed in the brickwork of a parking 
garage in east Cambridge. The tiles are 
images of ‘abstracted flags’’ meant to 
reflect the multicultural nature of the 
neighborhood. 

Judelson said he is now contacting 
architects and developers to discuss 
incorporating art into projects they may 
be planning. 

He said that while construction 
activity has slowed, he hopes to be ina 
good position when that work picks up 
again. 

““One of the things | began to 
realize early on was that if f wanted to 
support myself as an artist, I would 
have to concentrate some of my efforts 
on marketing. The world is not going ta 
stumble onto you,”’ he said, adding the 
image of a starving artist does not 
appeal to him. 

As a result, Judelson said artists 
need to be ‘‘as creative about their 
careers as we are about our work. If 
sales are off in galleries, then we need 
to find other ways to make things 
happen.”’

These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 


and dislikes. 
Here Is a simple project: 


List aff the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list alf the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 


strongest areas were math and mechanics. 


This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3. Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 


knowledgeable applicant. 


Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check:

On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 


Another good source ts the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

4 The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the job. but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure. play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 


Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minules. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 


When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You've analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don’t want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below

5. Follow-up 


When the interview ts over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview lf you don'l have anything to add. restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job.

Cherry Sheet figures 


Calls Weld’s proposed local aid cuts unfair

Calling Governor William Weld’s 
proposed hits to local aid unfair, 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur- 
er criticized the state’s preliminary 
Cherry Sheet figures. 


Based on that information, town 
officials anticipate a cut in local aid 
for fiseal year 1992 (F Y92). But until 
final numbers are in, town officials 
won't be sure how bad a hit the lown 
will take. At present, Maurer esti- 
mates the town could receive 
between $48,000 to $250,000 less than 
officials originally estimated. 


One of Maurer’s points of conlen- 
tion is the proposed 20 percent 
increase in Middlesex County 
assessments, which legislators put 
in place last year. In addition, the 
Cherry Sheet indicales the state 
plans to charge cities and towns a 
portion of the cost of the teachers’ 
retirement system. Together, the 
two will cost the town an additional 
$132,000. 

Maurer told selectmen Monday 
night the net negative impact of 
local aid cuts, coupled with 
increases in county tax assessments 
and contributions to the state teach- 
ers’ retirement system, could fall 
between $180,000 and $380,000. 

In preparing the FY92 budget, 
Maurer said the town planned for a 
10-percent reduction, or about 
$300,000, on local aid figures. But 
Cherry Sheet figures indicate 
Winchester's conservative figure 
may not have been enough. 

Maurer expressed anger and 
frustration at the state’s process, 
which he says “‘is not consistent with 
Proposition 212.” 

“[Proposition] 2!2 is fine as long 


as that's the complete rule of the 
game,” he said. “If you can’t change 
Proposition 2'» to increase revenue 
[for the town], you can't change 
Proposition 2'» lo increase expenses 
to the commonwealth.” 

Maurer said the state should only 
be allowed to increase charges 
above the 2!2-percent level through 
an amendment to Proposition 2'2. 

“If [the state is] going to keep 
adding taxes on lop of Proposition 
2!2, other adjustments have to be 
made to make up for cuts to local 
budgets. I hope Senator [Charles] 
Shannon and Representative aul] 
Casey understand that, because if 
they don’t | make adjustments], they 
have to come back and tell us where 
they would cut local budgets to make 
up for items they approve on the 
(stale] budget,"’ he said. 

Cherry sheet 

Cherry sheet figures indicate 

Winchester will receive $2,438,000 — 


$250,000 less than the anticipated 
figure. However, Maurer said final 
figures for some ilems, which could 
add $216,000 to the town's coffers if 
funded at the same level as last 
year, are still unavailable. 

In addition, aid to public libraries 
is estimated at $13,600 on the stale’s 
cherry sheets, which would bring 
Winchester’s total to $2,640,000. 

“The [county lax increase) was 
voted last vear by legislature, so it's 
already in place,” he said. ‘‘The only 
way to change that is if the legisla- 
ture goes in and revises it.” 

Winchester will be required to pay 
10 percent of its share of the state 
teachers’ retirement system. 

“| The budget picture] doesn’t look 
that good, but there are other things 
we're considering,’ Maurer said, 
citing the projected surplus in the 
town’s energy account. He noted

For the fourth time in as many 
years, townspeople on both sides of 
the tax issue will face off at the polis 
March 26, with the bone of conten- 
tion once again Proposition 2'2. 

Adopted in 1981 as state law, Prop. 
212 places constraints on the amount 
of the levy raised by a city or town 
and, on how much that levy can be 
increased from year to year. Under 
Prop. 242, a community cannot levy 
more than 2.5 percent of the total full 
and fair cash value of all taxable 
real and personal property in the 


community. 

Prop. 2!2 does provide communi- 
ties with some flexibilily however, in 
the form of an override. With a 
genera! override, which is a perma- 
nent increase lo the the tax levy, the 
town’s levy limit for the year is 
calculated by including the amount 
of the override. In the case of 
Winchester, if all the override ques- 
tions passed, the override would 
have the value of $924,00v. 

Therefore, the owner of a hypo- 
thetical $300,000 home would pay an 
additional $129.36 in pruperty taxes 
in the coming year. The next year,

Tenure in offing 
for 13 teachers

Thirteen teaching staff members 
in (heir third year with the Winches- 
ter Public Schools will gain tenure 
Sept. 1 — if their positions survive 
potential budget cuts facing the 
schools. 

Although tenure elections regular- 
ly take place between the employ- 
ee’s third and fourth year with the 
school system, School Committee 
members simply approved the reap- 
pointment of these candidates. 

Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Robert Fitzgerald explained 
that the distinction between reap- 
pointment of third year staff and 


tenure elections is a fine line, but 
distinct. 

“tThe teachers] will continue to 
be viewed as non-tenured until the 
end of the year,” said Fitzgerald. It 
those positions are still in the School 
Committee budget by Sept. 1 and the 
teachers still with the system, they 
will have gained tenure, said 
Fitzgerald. 

The School Department maintains 
a degree of flexibility in this case, if 
cutting staff should prove neces- 
sary, according to Superintendent 
Dr. Charles Mitsakos. 

Mitsakos said the review of third- 
year teachers is a long and detailed

“We both give a reasonable 
amount of money to charity each 
year, and we thought, ‘Why not 
throw a party and everyone can 
have a good time,’ ’’ Keane said. 

“A lot of people over {in the Per- 
sian Gulf) are getting one-third of 
their salary or less,’’ Lane said. 
“There's definitely a lot of need out 
there.” 

And residents supported the 
effort. More than 300 people turned 
out for the event at the Knights of 
Columbus. 

Lane said he thought families 
appreciated the support of fellow 
residents. ‘I think this whole thing 
will get bigger as we get closer to the 
Fourth of July,’’ he said. ‘‘A lot of it

nents claimed mausoleums would 
take away from the cemetery’s 
“tranquil’’ nature. 

But a number of proponents con- 
tacted the board by letter in the past 
few weeks, expressing their dissatis- 
faction with the manner in which the 
board handled the hearing process. 

“It is asad day in America when a 
family has to wail many months 
before laying lo rest a loved one,” 
wrole local businesswoman Marie 
Qppedisano, who said she supported 
the Ciroli's request. ‘‘We are not 
lalking about sadistic burials, but a 
mausoleum which is just as normal 
as being buried in the ground or 
being cremated." 

Resident Paula Martin said she 
was ‘‘appalled’’ at the selectmen's 
Feb. 25 hearing on mausoleums. 
Wrote Martin, “I feel we have lo put 
this into perspective and realize we 
would only be talking about ‘several” 
mausoleums. I also strongly believe

the manner in which someone 
chooses to pay respect when a loved 
one dies is a highly personal 
choice ...

The Ciroli family could not be 
reached before the Star went lo 
press. 

In voicing their opinions Monday 
night, some selectmen expressed a 
desire lo close the matter.

Muggia said she 
would not refuse such a review, but 
(hat doing so did not mean the board 
would eventually approve it. 

Muggia publicly apologized for 
any distress the waiting period 
caused to the Ciroli family.

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Health dept. reacts to possible cuts

Health Director Joseph Tabbi says 
his office will be hard-pressed to 
keep up with food service inspec- 
tions, investigations of pollution 
complaints and a plethora of public 
health duties with a reduction in 
funding. 

The Health Department's budget 
faces a $41,000 cul without an over- 
ride, which, among other things, 
would result in the elimination of hte 
health inspector/agent. 

Voters will have an option to over- 
ride Proposition 2'2 and provide 
$41,000 to the Health Department for 
Inspector/Agent Cheryl Bouchard’s 
position ($32,000) and Winchester’s 
contractal obligation to the Central 
Middlesex Assocation of Retarded 
Citizens (CMARC) and the Mystic 


Valley Mental Health Association 
($9,000). 

Selectmen placed this question 
and three other municipal line items 
on the March ballot in a menu-style 
override. 

Tabbi said the loss of Bouchard’s 
position “would have a great impact 
on the health department. Because 
of the size of the department, when 
you lose anyone it has a great 
impact.”’ 

In addition to Tabbi and Bouch- 
ard, the department employs Rose- 
marie Gangi as a full-time clerk and 
a part-time public health nurse on a 
contractual basis without benefits. 

Bouchard says she devotes the 
majority of her work week to the 
inspections of the town’s 65 food 
service establishments, which 
include restaurants, food stores, 
hospitals, churches, schools, nursing

‘We're trying to make it clear that 
certain groups will have that burden 
on them,’’ said Greenwald. He cited 
the seniors group, which could lose 
$12,000 in the form of rent from the 
town’s agency, the Council on Aging. 

Greenwald added that $27,000 for 
library books also hangs in the 
balance. ‘The library has suffered 
more than any other department,” 
said Greenwald. ‘‘I don’t think | this 
request] is out of line.’’ He said 
further cuts could cost the library its 
state accreditation. 

‘We'd like to get information to 
the volers,”’ said Greenwald of the 
Alliance, which was formed two 
years ago. ‘‘We've offered to work 
with groups in town.” 

Greenwald hopes these groups 
that could be affected by the over- 
ride questions will form action com- 
mittees to work for its passage. The 
Alliance will in turn provide support 
through help with mailings and 
phone campaigns, said Greenwald. 

He said the Alliance backs the 
override questions for two reason: 
the sum tolal is below $1 miilion and 
the funding is for ‘valid 
expendilures.”’ 

“We can’t continue the degrada- 
tion of services,’ said Greenwald. 
He said continued cuts in the school 
budget have forced the “privatiza- 
tion’’ of the public schools. User fees 
and contributions for classroom 
materials have put the burden of 
providing education on those whose 
children are currently in the schools, 
Greenwald said. 

“Overrides only pass if there is a 
clear perception that the leaders feel 
it is necessary, and thal the groups 
affected have very few alternate 
Sources of revenue. I believe we are 
at that point,"’ said Greenwald.

Anthony Conte, chairman of the 
Winchester Taxpayers’ Association, 
which has successfully led cam- 
paigns against the override of Prop. 
21, in past years, says his group will 
also provide information to voters on 
override issues. 

Conte said the cost of an override 
would be an overwhelming burden 
on some people. He said that some 
areas of town government can be 
adapted to fit with current economic 
times. 

He said the ‘“‘beauty of Prop. 2!2 is 
that it forces people to do things 
differently. Voters have a say and 
can force change.” 

Conte cited the schoo! department 
as the ‘‘bulk of the problem.” For 
example, he said, the high school 
has a large pool of course offerings, 
with some classes that “some feel 
are light... or not academically 
rigorous. 

“I don’t have a problem with forc- 
ing some economies,” he said. 

Conte however, was pleased that 
the override question will come 
before voters again this year. ‘I 
have no problem with the vote. 
That’s democracy ... If residents 
vote for it, that’s fine,”’ he said 

Conte said a large appropriation 
for the energy budget, which was 
based on prices after the invasion of 
Kuwait, could potentially cover 
proposed cuts in the Department of 
Public Works. 


homes and function halls. 

Although the state requires that 
these establishments are inspected 
ata mininum of twice a year, Tabbi 
said Winchester’s Board of Health 
has required that these siles be 
checked at a minimum of four times 
a year. 

“We have found that cleanliness, 
sanitation, proper handling of food 
products, prevention of cross conta- 
mination and other basic food ser- 
vice safety issues do not get the 
attention they truly require absent 
constant surveillance,” said Tabbi. 

Bouchard said what is known as a 
critical violation, such as any poten- 
tially hazardous food contamination, 
is not a rare occurence in the town. 
She says she requires the immediate 
rectification of such a situation and 
re-inspects the site within a weck. II 
an establishment has numerous non- 
critical violations, she revisits the 
site within one to two weeks. 

Also, three months of the year, the 
department focuses much of its 
energy on selling transfer station 
stickers. Tabbi says this brings in 
$300,000 a year for the town, and his 
staff deals with some 5,600 residents 

In addition to inspections, Tabbi 
said the department is regularly 
engaged in investigations of air. 
water and noise pollution. He said 
several time-consuming projects 
have been investigated because the 
Health Department currently has 
the staffing and expertise. 

Within the last year, said Tabbi. 
his department has isolated a sewer 
pipe leak that caused contamination

flow into the Mystic Lake; investi- 
gated the clean-up of Wedge Pond; 
and followed up a series of odor 
complaints from Winchester resi- 
dents stemming from Woburn's 
Atlantic Gelatin Company. 

Tabbi says without the inspector/ 
agent position, similar projects in 
the future will be delayed, or entire- 
ly redirected to the state’s Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection, 
which already has a lengthy waiting 
list. 

‘People demand that these com- 
plaints be investigated,” said Tabbi. 
“If the staff is reduced, it will be 
difficult to do everything." 

Other duties of the Health Depart- 
ment include: organizing and imple- 
menting the local emergency plan- 
ning committee; providing health 
safety lraining for restaurant 
employees; sponsoring a hazardous 
waste collection day each year: and, 
licensing and inspecting public and 
semi-public pools. 

Also, at all lown fairs, such as 
Enka and Town Day, Tabbi's 
department must inspect the food 
vendors. He added that the town’s 
strict Jandfill regulations require 
that permits be obtained before 
dumping in town occurs. Tabbi says 
the regulation is well worth the time 
spent in investigating the materials; 
however, the regulations also 
require additional time from the 
staff, he said 

“By climinating the position of 
inspector/agent, all of these prog- 
rams will suffer in one way or 


another,” said Tabbi.

On cooperation 


Negativism won't help Winchester solve its financial 


problems. 


Sunday's ‘‘Day at the Races’’ sponsored by the League of 
Women Voters had an underlying negative tone — through no 
fault of the league. It appeared to be more a forum to see if 
candidates would falter, rather than an opportunity to obtain 
useful information in the political process. 

But this is only one example of a tone that has been set 


across town over the last year. 


Some don't want to let go of last year’s proposed Vinson 
Owen School closing. There is no doubt is was a divisive and 
difficult issue, and that we should all remember the lessons 
learned, But it is time to let the old wounds heal and move 


forward. 


In the coming weeks and months, Winchester could poten- 
tially be faced with a $1.1 to $1.4 million problem. 

With local aid cuts potentially totalling between $180,000 and 
$382,000, and a series of override questions facing voters, 
totalling $924,000, it’s time for residents to focus on problems, 
not personalities. It's time to work together. 

Only through cooperation can Winchester maintain its 
strong reputation for quality programs and positive volunteer- 
ism. And, only if we move beyond personal attacks and 
pettiness can we hope to solve the town’s problems.

The House and Senate — ‘‘Beacon 
Hill Roll Call records local senators’ 
votes on 7 roll calls from the week of 
Feb. 4-8. All roll calls are on amend- 
ments to the proposed rules packuge 
of three minor changes sponsored by 
the Senate leadership. There were 
no roll calls in the House. 


Approve Package (H 1326) — Senate 
23-16, approved the leaderships 
package of three minor rule changes 
for the 1991-92 session including a 
requirement that the Senate meet to 
adopt rules within three weeks of a 
session. Another provision requires 
the President to consider both par- 
ties and their proportional! represen- 
tation in the Senate when he makes 
committee appointments. 

Supporters said these minor 
changes are good and defended most 
of the current Senate rules. Oppo- 
nents said the changes are almost 
meaningless and argued major 
reforms are necessary to dilute the 
power of the Senate President and 
make the Senate more democratic. 

A Yea vote is for the leadership 
package. A Nay vote is against it. 

Senator Charles E. Shannon voted 
no. 


Discharge (S 1326) — Senate 23-16, 
rejected an amendment allowing 
bills to be discharged by a majority 
vote from the Committees on Ways 
and Means. Rules and Steering and 
Policy after 21 days instead of the 
current 4 days after referral. It also 
allows a majority vote to discharge 
from Bills in Third Reading Com- 
mittee after 21 days instead of 30. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will make it easier to force bills out 
of committee and onto the Senale 
floor for a vote. Opponents said 
there is no reason to change the 45 
day rule which was adopted a few 
years ago and has worked well 

A Yea vote is for the reduction to 
21 days. A Nay vote is against the 
reduction. 

Shannon voted no.

Supporters said these and several 
ather changes in the package are 
true major rules reform which will 
open up the Senate and reduce the 
President's power. Opponents said 
this unwieldy package is not neces- 
sary and argued there was no 
groundswell of public support for 
major rules reform. 

A Yea vote is for the new package. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Shannon voted yes. 

TV (S (326) — Senate, on a 20—20 tie 
vote rejected an amendment allow- 
ing TV and radio stations to broad- 
cast Senate sessions immediately. 
The measure would require a major- 
ity vote of the Senate to allow cover- 
age and requires that disruption of 
the Senate be avoided. It also pro- 
vides that coverage continue to be 
allowed unless a majority votes to 
cease it. 

The Senate voted in April 1989 to 
authorize TV and radio coverage of 
its formal sessions, but the arrange- 
ments have yet to be completed. 

A Yea vote is for allowing immedi- 
ate coverage. A Nay vote is against 
immediate coverage. 

Shannon voted yes. 


Midnight (S 1326) — Senate 23-16, 
rejected an amendment striking a 
Senate rule requiring a majority 
vote to meet after 8 p.m. and replace 
it with one prohibiting sessions 
before 9 a.m. or after midnight 
unless Authorized by a two-thirds 
vote, 

Amendment supporters said the 8 
p.m. rule is meaningless because it 
is always suspended and claimed the 
amendment will stop late night ta8 
hikes and other actions when the 
voters are asleep. Opponents said 
the current rule is adequate and 
simply allows the Senate to decide 
whether to work additional hours. 
They argued the Senate met beyond 
midnight only four times last year. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment 
A Nay vote is againsl it.

Today's subject is self-confidence 
-— that quality which we all wish to 
project, whether we deal with busi- 
ness associates, or check-out girls, 
or even dogs that scuttle crab-like 
oul of bushes snarling and writhing, 
bared fangs dripping with foam. 

Books on this subject are all the 
rage these days. The interesting 
thing is they were all the rage back 
in 1910 too, as I learned when I 
picked up a slim volume entitled 
“How to Build Self-Confidence,” by 
one Professor Grenville Kleiser. 

“The purpose of this book is to 
inspire in men lofty ideals,’ the 
Professor begins in his Preface. “It 
is particularly for those who daily 
defraud themselves because of 
doubt, fearthought and foolish 
Uimidity.”” 

Now granted, ‘‘fearthought" is not 
a word you hear every day of the 
week — it’s nol even in the diction- 
ary — but Mr. Kleiser goes on to 
elucidate: Men are afraid of lots of 
things, he says on the next page 
(again it’s “men’’, you notice. With 
the exceplion of the stray cantanker- 
ous Carrie Nation or Susan Bk. 
Anthony, we women were by and 
large invisible to the Prof.) 

They fear “poverty, darkness, 
ridicule, microbes, insomnia, dogs, 
lightning, burglars, cold, solitude, 
marriage, lawyers, death, accidents 
and ghosts.”’ [ know what he means. 
I fear all that stuff loo, especially 
microbes and marriage. 

What a man must do in the face of 
this fear is to build up his confi- 
dence. Thus does the author devote a 
large section of the book to “Daily

Steps in Self Culture’ with a full 
month’s worth of exercise and 
meditation. 

See for example what he advises 
“For the Twentieth Day": 

“Geniality: Cheerfulness wins 
friends. The mind is lighted by men- 
tal sunshine, and reflects itself in the 
face. One cannot be deprest (yup: 
deprest) while the corners of the 
mouth turn up. Make yourself 
attractive, magnetic and interesting 
to others. Constantly influence and 
attract friends. 


“Exercise: Say these words 
smilingly: 

1.) 1am always cheerful. 

2.) My life makes for happiness 
and success, 

3. I smile in the face of trouble. 

4.) 1 am brighter and happier 
every day. 

5.) 1 am smiling even now.” 

Isn't that persuasive? And, ‘‘For 
the Twenty-Second Day’’: 

“Speech: Today use the deep 
tones of the voice. Speak deliberate- 
ly and clearly. Let the aim he to use 
simple, direct English. Avoid slang 
terms. Investigate every word 
where meaning or pronunciation is 
doubtful. 

“Exercise: Practise these aloud: 

1.) Repeat c,a,aw,ah,o,oo, 

2.) Strike sharply he,ha,haw,ho 
hoo. 

3.) Sing ‘bell’ sustaining the ‘‘1’'. 

4.) Repeat rapidly be-ba-haw-bah- 
bo-boo, 

5.) Burst the voice on ba, baw, bo, 
boo.” 

In general, Professor Kleiser 
advises, you should develop yourself 


daily to be — and here he presents 
three lists of words, with 60 words 
per list — ‘resolute, influential, 
mighty, exultant ...’’ from List I; 
“expeditious, assiduous, expedien- 
t... "from List IT (not simple direct 
English, you say? It is too, you 
Neanderthal); ‘‘renowned, famous, 
notable, conspicuous ... ’’ from List 
Ilf, Also, ‘‘avoid the common faults 
of nasality, throatiness and speaking 
through half-closed lips.” 

“The businessman who is desirous 
of gaining a high degree of self- 
confidence should begin by assum- 
ing the physical aspect of the man he 
would be. His walk should be brisk 
and elastic, but not hurried. As a 
special exercise, he may say men- 
tally at each step, ‘I-am-a-strong- 
dignified-magnetic-self-confident- 
wea 

The Professor was on to some- 
thing, all right. I can feel the truth of 
his words all the way over here in

myself in a few minutes — at the 
bank, which has churlishly refuses 
to cover certain checks writlen on 
my account simply because of a 
temporary paucity of funds.

While 
New Horizons was sponsored and 
originally funded by Cummings 
Properties Foundation, it is today a 
totally independent not-for-profit 
corporation which has been classi- 
fied as an ‘‘operating foundation” by 
the Internal Revenue Service and 
has no owners or stock holders. 

Bill Cummings is president, and 
both he and his wife, Joyce, are 
directors. Other directors include 
Winchester residents Dr. James E. 
McDonough, Ms. Janet M. Pavliska, 
and Ms. Mary Ann Outwater, R.N., 
as well as Woburnites Dr. Arthur 
Veno and Dr. David E. Fitzpatrick 
who practice at Winchester Hospi- 
tal. None of the directors, however, 
have any ownership interest of any 
sort,

they have an active interest or are 
simply curious, guests typically find 
it fascinating to tour the completely 
rebuilt facility and meet some of the 
dozens of charming, delightful peo- 
ple whose home il is.

faces major cuts 


TO THE EDITOR: 

As chairman of the Winchester 
Arts Lottery Council, I am writing 
an open letter to Winchester’s two 
legislators, Rep. Paul Casey and 
Sen. Charles Shannon, and the resi- 
dents of the town of Winchester. 

When Gov. William Weld 
announced his 17-month recovery 
plan for the Commonwealth, he 
emphasized continued state support 
for the environment, public safety, 
education and the truly needy. The 
intention of this plan was to cut the 
state’s budget by 7 percent. Unfortu- 
nately, the FY92 budget proposal of 
$3.6 million for the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council which includes the 
Massachusetts Arts Lottery Council 
will be a cut of 71 percent from the 
FY91 budget base and an 87 percent 
reduction from the MCC’s peak 
funding of $27 million in FY88. 

Proposed funding for FY92 would 
go to “cultural programs for inner- 
city youth and to expose children to 
the arts.” No distinction is made for 
funding arts, humanities and sci- 
ence programs or arts lottery prog- 
rams. In this budget, arts lottery 
programs are no longer protected. 
In the past, funding for the Massa- 
chuselts Cultural Council which 
offers support to the cultural resour- 
ces of the Commonwealth has come 
from lottery revenue, nol from Gen- 
eral Fund revenue. In fact, the FY91] 
MCC budget is only 1/800th of 1 
percent of the revenue from ‘‘Mega- 
bucks,”’ a lottery originally created 
to fund only cultural programming. 

In November 1990 I wrote to the 
local papers expressing my concern 
that funds for the January 1991 Cycle 
represented a cut of 40 percent in 
Winchester’s portion of the Arts Lot- 
tery funds over those for the imme- 
diately preceding cycle. Now funds 
are to be cul more than 70 percent 
with no guarantee that any of these 
funds will be funneled to the Arts 
Lottery program. 

Since 1987 the Winchester Council 
has awarded grants of more than 
$25,000 for many diverse programs, 
organizations and individuals, 
including: programs for seniors — 
recorder and arts and craft lessons; 
programs for youth designed and 
provided by the CSA Enrichment 
Committee and the art and music 
departments for the Public Schools: 
programs for the celebration of the 
town’s 350th Anniversary; open 
sight sings of choral masterworks 
sponsored by the Winchester Music 
Society; equipment and artist fees 
for the Co-op Theatre for Children, 


the Winchester Unitarian Players, 
the Winchester Ballet Theater, the 
Winchester Concert Series and 
Winchester’s Grand Piano; and, last 
but not Jeast, funding for the ‘Duck 
Pond” concerts. 

All of these programs, organiza- 
tions and individuals have made 
Winchester a better and more civil- 
ized place to live and, 1 believe, 
support in the form of seed money 
from our local Arts Lottery Council 
has been significant in making prog- 
rams possible and helping organiza- 
tions, individuals, ideas and dreams 
become more viable. 

I also believe that the Massach- 
suetts Arts Lottery program is 
severely endangered or, perhaps, 
even mortally wounded. It is a greal 
shame, for so little monetary input 
produced so much. I beg our legisla- 
tors to consider the posilive impact 
of this program on the town of 
Winchester and do everything in 
their power to save and strengthen 
the Arts Lottery program.

Though our 1887 Town Hall 
seems to hold pride of place 
among Winchester public build- 
ings, civic history echoes deeply 
within the brick walls of Central 
Fire Station. 

Seven years subsequent to the 
incorporation of Winchester as a 
town, a rectangular structure 
with a peaked roof was built on 
Vine Street to serve as our first 
fire house. This building housed 
the ‘‘hand tub,"’ Excelsior No. 1, 
which was manned by volunteers 
whenever the bell tolled urgently 
in the belfry of First Congrega- 
tional Church alerting the town to 
a fire. 

The cellar of the little wooden 
building — ultimately torn down 
in 1930 — served as the town 
lockup until a rudimentary police 
department was fitted up in the 
basement of the new Town Hall in 
1887. 

By 1872, Winchester felt the

necessity of purchasing a steam 
pumper and found the Vine Street 
house inadequate for the Hunne- 
man steamer lovingly dubbed 
“Mary Ann.” Consequently a 
new house was built on Winches- 
ter Place to house ‘“‘Mary Ann” 
and the hook and ladder wagon — 
also horse drawn. 

Although the 1873 fire house 
had provision for horses, the 
Highway Department horses 
headed for the central station 
whenever the new whistle atop 
Loring and Avery’s Tannery 
announced a local fire. 


For 40 years, the old wooden 
building on Winchester Place, 
with its fashionable mansard 
roof, served as a central fire 
station, but by 1900 town reports 
urgently requested funds for the 
construction of a new building. 

Firefighters sleeping in the sec- 
ond floor quarters were bothered 
by the fumes rising from the 
horse stalls in the cellar — and it 
was becoming increasingly more 
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diffcult to keep the decrepit build- 
ing weather tight. 

The 1912 Town Meeting appro- 
priated funds for the purchase of 
a Knox Chemical Engine, 
Winchester’s first piece of motor- 
ized fire apparatus, and a new 
fire house finally became 
mandatory. 

[In 1914, Winchester architect 
E.R. Wait was appointed by the 
town to draw up plans for a new 
“Central Fire Station.” It was 
considered expedient to combine 
fire and police services in one 
building, and in the summer of 
1915, the two departments moved 
into their present building on 
Mount Vernon Street.

The entire complex cost 
Winchester $84,708.71 and was 
turned over to the town on June 
17, 1915 by E.K. Jewett, Roland 
Simonds, Vin Farnsworth, F.W. 
Reynolds and James H. Dwinell 
of the building committee. 


Recent unfortunate alterations 
have seen the character of this 
dignified Georgian-style building 
sadly weakened by the removal 
of the multi-paned windows and 
the installation of inappropriate 
glass apparatus doors. 

What has remained constant, 
however, is the unwavering dedi- 
cation of those who have served 
within these historic walls over 
countless years.

Most superintendents in the state, 
like me, were struggling with 
parents and school committee mem- 
bers alike over the concerns inhe- 
rent in closing schools and paring

be reached with the communily. As 
educators, my staff and I had to 
work closely with School Committee 
members to ensure that decisions 
were made in an orderly fashion and 
within the full view of the 
community. 

We were indeed fortunate to have 
the strong leadership capabilities of 
Connie Papas as a member of the 
committee from 1976-1985. With her 
willingness to listen and her strong 
background in business, Connie 
worked with the schoo! administra- 
tion and all of the boards and com- 
mittees in town to constructively 
guide the process of school closings 
and budget reductions. 

Connie always did her homework, 
including extensive research on edu- 
cational issues, always made herself 
available and took the time to listen 
to every point of view.

Fair treatment needed 
by elected officials 


TO THE EDITOR: 

William Shakespeare said it much 
better than I ever say it, sol take the 
liberty of quoting from his ‘Julius 
Ceasar" (Act I, scene 2) where Cas- 
sius says to Brutus, ‘It is not in our 
stars, but in ourselves that we are 
underlings.” 

By the same logic, it is not the 
fault of our elected School Commit- 
tee, nor our chosen representatives 
of Town Meeting, that our taxes 
threaten to go through the roof. The 
fault lies, instead, with each of us, 
due to the fact that we, as voters, 
have consistently failed to exercise 
due vigilence in choosing people we 
elect to represent us. 

The ‘‘we’' [ speak of is that group 
(by far the largest tax-paying group 
in this, or any other comparable 
town), that comprises the elderly 
(those over 60) and all, or most, or 
those under 60 who have no children, 
or whose children never were or no 
longer are in our public schools. 

This is the group that is obliged to 
pick up the tab, year after never- 
ending year, for the insatiable extra- 
vagance of each succeeding School 
Committee striving to outdo its pre- 
decessor.

Alliance explains 


override impact 


TO THE EDITOR: 

The Alliance for Winchester’s 
Future (AWF) has recently com- 
pleted a study of ballot questions 3 
through 5 related to override issues. 
A very brief outline of each question 
and our position follows. Please note 
that each $100,000 of question value 
will cost the average Winchester 
homeowner $14 per year: 

Question 3 permits $41,000 to be 
raised to help fund the Board of 
Health inspector agent’s inspections 
to ensure food qualily compliance of 
56 facilities at 64 locations, including 
restaurants, hospitals, schools and 
food sales establishments. These 
inspections are to a large degree 
mandated by state law and the AWF 
recommends a “Yes”' vote. 

Question 4 permits $27,000 to help 
fulfill state required expenditures 
for book purchases at our library. 
The AWF recommends a ‘‘Yes” 
vate. 

Question 5 would raise $12,600 to 
help defray a portion of the Jenks 
Center’s $80,000 operating budget. 
This amount would fall directly on 
the seniors if not passed. The AWF 
recommends a “‘Yes’' vote. 

Question 6 would raise $200,000 for 
the maintenance of our public 
grounds, including the fields, monu- 
ments, common and other area. Let- 
ting these areas lie fallow and grow 
wild would destroy a valuable town 
asset. The AWF recommends a 
“Yes” vote. 

Question 7 would raise $664,000 for 
the School Department budget. 
Despite disagreements within the 
School Committee and cuts of over 
$500,000, allocation of this amount is 
the only means of assuring the main- 
tenance of five elementary schools 
and avoidance of divisive town 
alliances. It is also the key to main- 
taining property values in a free- 
falling real estate market. The AWF 
recommends a ‘'Yes”' vate. 

Voting in accordance with ail of 
the AWF’s recommendations would 
cost (he average homeowner $137 
per year. Use your voice — use your 
vote, no matter where you stand on 
the issues.

“but that on the floor of 
Town Meeting, that money wil] be 
put back.’ She said funds from the 
capital planning account could go 
toward maintenance of the parks 
without forcing personnel reductions 
in that department. 

Powers, however, said he sup- 
ported (he Parks funding override 
question and noted thal there is ‘‘no 
guarantee” that money would be 
reinstated by Town Meeting mem- 
bers. Van Aken also said he would 
support the override, and said the 
town would benefit from the $200,000 
expenditure. 

Another resident asked the candi- 
dates to identify ways to raise 
revenue, other than with tax 
increases. 

Van Aken ciled measures identi- 
fied by the Ad Hac Revenue Commit- 
(ee. and said these possibilities, and 
specifically quarterly tax bills, 
should be considered. 

Matarese said the fact that only 55 
out of 351 communilies in the state 
have adapted quarterly Lax bills, ‘is 
nol a good endorsement."’ She said 
residents on fixed incomes, who 
count on the interest from their 
savings, would be adversely 
affected by the change. Powers also 
said the quarterly bills were a 
revenue source Lo be considered, but 
questioned the hidden expense, such 
as more work for the Treasurer's 
office. 

As a Town Meeting member for 
hing years, Matarese said she has 
been a consistent leader and champ- 
ion of “fiscal responsibility.”

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man” and work to maintain present 
staffing levels in public safety; sup- 
port a comprehensive evaluation of 
all management personnel; and look 
at the possibility of department 
consolidations. 

Powers called his service to the 
town as a former School Committee 
member and current selectmen, ‘a 
labor of love.” He noted that he is 
the only candidate lo have held 
elected office, and cited his respect 
for the office and for opposing points 
of view. 

Powers cited revenue sources for 
the town from the adoption of a 
revised pension account for town 
employees; energy savings: the sale 
of land to Purity Supreme; and the 
adoption of a water and sewer enter- 
prise system. 

Van Aken said his business and 
leadership experience would be use- 
ful to the town. He called for a 
“middle ground” in solving the 
town’s fiscal problem, which would 
include long-term planning, expense 
reductions and hard work from town 
boards and town employees.

Eric Josephson and Susan Reen- 
stierna Kelly will go head-Lo-head in 
the race for a spot on the Board of 
Assessors.

The “Day at the Races" candi- 
dates’ forum is sponsored annually 
by the Winchester League of Women 
Voters. 
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School Committee, and for the 
fourth time, to give in to another 
override, They just haven't got the 
message yet. We'll have to do it 
again on March 26 with even more 
force, ‘‘No, No, No!’’ 

Each of the previous override 
attempts has used a different 
scheme to trap the unwary taxpay- 
ers. This time they have a new 
scheme. A series of ‘‘menu items"’ 
will appear on the ballot so you are 
supposed to choose the ones which 
appeal to you, But, the selectmen 
and the School Committee do not tell 
you, and they don’t want you to 
know, that you will really be voting 
for a general override. 

This type of override means that 
the total value of all properties will 
be increased by 2.75 percent plus 
normal increase of 2.5 percent 
(Proposition 2'4) for a total of 5.25 
percent. Your assessed valuation 
will increase also and therefore your 
taxes. More importantly, your new 
assessed valuation will be applied 
each year thereafter. 

What does this mean to you and 
your family?

Therefore, the 
FY-92 tax rate may reach $13.75 if 
the override is successful and values 
are lowered in town. 

The annual increase determined 
by Proposition 214 will add 40 cents 
to the tax rate. If the entire override 
menu is successful, an additional 50 
cents will be added to the rate. The 
possibility of lowering values mod- 
estly to reflect market conditions 
adds another $1.25 to the rate. The 
board does not believe additional 
increase of taxes is warranted, nor 
can the majority of Winchester tax- 
payers young and old alike afford 
such a dramatic increase,

TO THE EDITOR: 

As a town we have chosen to 
provide a minimum of services; at 
the same time, we have maintained 
a commitment to perform these ser- 
vices well, with a clear purpose, 
with continuity, and with sufficient 
funding to fulfill that purpose. I 
worry that by failure to keep pace 
with inflation, we abandon our com- 
mitment to the community, to child- 
ren, to seniors, and to those who 
simply want to live in a clean and 
safe place. 

My focus is the schools. We have 
an implicit vision that our schools 
should teach not only academic sub- 
jects, but should also provide tools 
for understanding the world and for 
controlling our own destinies. That 
vision includes a variety of 
advanced academic subjects as well 
as hands-on manual labor. There’s 
nothing like getting your hands dirty 
to understand how things really 
work or to acquire a sense of manag- 
ing one’s way in the world. 

Our commitment to schools 
includes teachers who make time to 
instill kids with a love of learning, 
and instructional specialists who 
give children a chance to charge 
ahead or the confidence that they 
can keep pace with the rest of the 
class. 

By any standard, our town service 
systems, particularly the schools, 
are efficient and well-run. As a 
small town, the miracle is that

economies-of-scale associated with 
larger systems have not made our 
systems more expensive on a per 
capita basis than they are. The mir- 
acle is that we still have top-notch 
faculty who have stuck with the 
system despite fiscal uncertainty. 

The miracle is that an incredibly 
large fraction of our students per- 
form well on standardized tests, 
attend college, and make productive 
lives for themselves. Our bang-for- 
the-buck, whether measured in dol- 
lars per National Merit Scholar or in 
dollars per Ivy League admission or 
in low rates of drug usage are terrif- 
ic compared with any other schoo] 
system around us. Whatever 
inflation-adjusted yardstick we 
choose, not only have real education- 
al costs dropped, they are lower than 
those of any comparable communi- 
ties having even a modicum of such 
success. 

Do we agree with every decision of 
the School Committee or the super- 
intendent? Absolutely not. Even the 
best organizations are not problem- 
free and require tinkering. But we 
should understand how the whole 
system works, and that anecdotal 
incidents cannot stand against over- 
whelming evidence of the success of 
our school system as a whole. Let's 
resist the temptation to microman- 
age the schools or to use isolated 
examples as a reason to disapprove 
of the whole. 

Institutional excellence is fragile; 
once shattered, it takes years to 
rebuild, and then only with the 
greatest of effort. Obsession with 
short-term bean-counting guaran- 
tees long-term mediocrity. For a 
fraction of what most families spend 
on Christmas presents, we can give 
our town, our children, and 
ourselves the most valuable of 
assets: a town worth living in. Let’s 
vote for this override and for town 
candidates who see that we are 
already among the best and most 
efficient, and that there’s no more to 
cut without sacrificing excellence.

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Museum plans 
come into focus

Plans for the Arthur Griffin photo- 
graphy museum are being pulled 
into focus as town boards have 
another go at detailing the landscap- 
ing and construction plans. 

William Martin, who is a represen- 
tative of the project, spoke at a 
Conservation Commission meeting 
March 11. He introduced Peter 
Ogren, an engineer with Hayes 
Engineering, and Deborah McCart- 
ney, a wetlands biologist with same 
company, who highlighted recent 
changes made in the plan. 

Griffin, 88, is a nationally- 
acclaimed photographer, who has 
made his home in Winchester for 
many years. He has proposed the 
museum as a tribute to photographic 
art, with his own works and the 
works of travelling artists to be 
housed there. The museum will be 
located on town land on Shore Road 
near Judkins Pond and has been 
designed as a replica of a New 
England gristmill, complete with an 
enclosed waterwheel. 

Several points in the plan have 
been adjusted to meet requests from 
the Conservation Commissioners, 
noted Ogren. Commissioners had 
asked that the need for a compensat- 
ory flood storage be explored, t 
offset the displaced water from the 
building’s excavation. 

Ogren said the development would

include a small excavated area near 
the building, to compensate the 
water storage of the building itself. 
He also noted two berms, or ledges, 
could be built up on the site and 
surrounded by plantings if Town 
Engineer Jake Ciarcia deems the 
elevation of the site requires it. 

Ogren also said the project would 
tap into a large metropolitan sewer 
available near the site. Commission 
Chairman Joshua Alper questioned 
how much sewerage would be pro- 
duced each day on the property, 
citing the present federal court- 
ordered moratorium on sewer con- 
nections of 2,000 gallons or more. 
Ogren said the site would produce 
approximately 15 gallons per pat- 
ron, per day, a figure he said would 
fall under the 2,000-gallon limit. 

Alper also said developers of the 
site had been concerned with some 
landfill around the excavation site. 
Martin had previously identified 
some of the fill as ash, and possibly 
toxic, said Alper. 

Ogren said no specific tests had 
been conducted on the fill, but that 
the area had tested negative for 
petroleum. He also said the fil] was 
most likely municipal landfill and 
said the excavation would not dis- 
turb it. 

As for the landscaping, McCart- 
ney said the area near the edge of 
the pond would be trimmed and 
pruned, but not mowed. This mainte- 
nance would not disturb the roots of 
the already existing plants, she said. 

McCartney also said by opening 
these areas to more sunlight, the 
plants would become more adapted 
to the annual, or biannual, trim- 
ming. Heavy machinery would not 
be required to maintain the land- 
scaping in this area, she added. 

Ogren also said the water wheel 
would be enclosed by a 2'2-foot stone 
wall, and would not be connected to 
Judkins Pond.

Pupil costs are below consortium level

Winchester spent an average of 
$583 less than contiguous communi- 
ties on per-pupil costs in the 
1989-1990 school year. 

The town is $520 — or 10 percent — 
above the state average, and $1,033 
below spending in the Lincoln Sud- 
bury Consortium. (See chart.) 

“You'd expect Winchester to 
spend more [than the state average] 
because Winchester isn’t average. 
For most people, it’s a conscious 
decision [to live in Winchester] 
because it's an above-average com- 
munity,’’ Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Charles Mitsakos said. 

According to Mitsakos, the state 
Department of Education requires 
communities to file reports on edu- 
cational spending. This figure 
reflects the costs of teachers’ sala- 
ries, books, supplies, maintenance, 


health insurance, etc. — any cost 
associated with educating children, 
“irregardless of where it falls in the 
budget,”’ he said. 

“An important facl that (people) 
often don't catch is there is more 
money being spent than what's in 
the school budget,"' Mitsakos said. 

Mitsakos said there has been a 
concerted effort on the part of the 
school department to keep costs 
down, and he believes lower costs 
are a resull of these efforts. 

“One of the major reasons we 
have been able to keep costs down is 
our commitment several years ago 
to put efforts on the early childhood 
program — to be sure every young- 
ster got off to a good start,'’ Mitsa- 
kos said. He said the philosophy of 
the school department is that by 
giving program support to children 
early on, problems can be detected 
and corrected, and fewer services 
are needed later on. 


“Research is very clear that if you 
get kids off to a good start, every- 
thing else falls into place,” he said. 
As a result, there has been an effort 
to keep kindergarten and grade one 
classes smaller, to give students 
needed attention. 

Winchester’s pre-school program 
and K-1l readiness class also are 
aimed at this goal, he said. 

Mitsakos also said Winchester’s 
approach to special education has 
kept costs down. By providing sup- 
port services in the community, few- 
er students will need to be placed in 
programs outside Winchester. 

“The emphasis is on prevention 
rather than intervention,” he said. 

Finally, Mitsakos said through 
some of the school department's 
collaborative memberships, such as 
SEEM (a regional special needs col- 
laborative) and EdCo (Educational 
Collaborative of Boston) the town is 
able to save money on purchasing 


everything from computers to class- 
room furniture. 

“With so many people involved. 
we get a better price than if we went 
out alone,” he said. 

With only a fixed amount of fund- 
ing for education, Mitsakos said it is 
important to keep costs down where 
the schools can. ‘If you pul money 
into compensatory programs. you 
have no money for anything else,” 
he added. 


“Absolutely, positively the best 
value for public education in Massa- 
chusetts is the Winchester public 
schools,’ Mitsakos said. 

Mitsakos cited the accomplish- 
ments of Winchesler students, rang- 
ing from athletics to academics and 
art awards to test scores. 


“Winchester does very well We 
think we deliver,” he said. *Educa- 
tion isn’t cheap.”

Although closing an elementary 
school is an option suggested by 
Superintendent of Schools Dr, Char- 
les Mitsakos as a possible budget 
reduction, O'Connell said targeting 
a school closing as a budget cut was 
not appropriate. He said that since 
the “final financial predicament” 
the town will face is not yet known. 
“Whatever that is,’' said O'Connell, 
"it will not be necessary to clese an 
elementary school in my book.” 

He said when the new School Com- 
mittee is in place, following the 
March 26 election, the budget should 
be reopened with a better awareness 


of the town’s financial picture. 
O'Connell said there are “hundreds 
of thousands to cut, before you cul a 
teacher.” 

Papas said schools had been 
closed during her tenure on the 
board (from 1976-1985) only because 
of declining enrollment, She called a 
school closing a one-time savings 
and did not favor that action this 
year to address budget problems. 
She said reductions could come from 
transportation and indirect services. 

Evans however, said with pending 
local aid cuts, ‘'Sadly, I’ve come to 
the conclusion that unfortunately we 
will have to close a school."’ 


He said he would rather see a 
building cut from the budget, than to 
lose teachers. He added too, thal an 
“open and fair process, working 
with the community" should in place 
to make an evaluation of which 
schoo! would have to close. 

Evans went on to suggest cuts in 
the transportation budget, non- 
instructional personnel, custodians 
and clerical aides, reorganization of 
the adminstration and reduction of 
the special education support staff.

“Developers and builders deve- 
loped, economisls made it easy to 
borrow money,” Syron said. Ia addi- 
tion, many mutual thrifts turned to 
stocks. With additional revenue 
available, hanks had more money to 
lend. 

“There was an incredible influx of 
money because of it,’ explained 
Rena DeSisto, Syron’s assistant, ina 
phone interview. 

Also, Syron said, commercial 
banks became more involved in the 
real estale market. 


While DeSisto said the two were 
“not necessarily related.’ because 
they happened at the same time, 
they served to further blur the actu- 
al situation. 

“It was dollars dialing for deals 
instead of deals dialing for dollars.” 
Syron told Rotary members. “It 
became what was really a gross 
erosion of lending standards by 
many institutions.’ 

Underneath ongoing and increas- 
ing construction, per capita income 
was on the rise, along with relative 
wage rates. ‘We became a very 
expensive place to do business, 
Syron said. 

But Syron was hopeful about the 
future of the state’s economy. He 
estimates the national economy will 
recover ‘‘by early summer, and the 
turn around in the New England 
economy will begin by the end of this 
year.” 

Syron predicts a gradual recov- 
ery, due to an excess inventory of 
structures. ‘‘I think that overhang is 
going to take a while to get rid of,” 
he said. “It’s going to act as a drag 
on the rest of the economy. That 
doesn't mean we're not going to 
have a recovery. It's just going to be 
more saucer shaped instead of a 
wineglass."’ 

Syron said one of the state’s favor- 
able characteristics is its reputation 
as an ‘intellectual powerhouse.” 

“It's also important to remember, 
this business of New England dying 
is nol a new story,” he said. 

The moral of 4his mosl recent 
recession? “It's very strongly 
desireable to avoid boom periods 
because they're inevitably followed 
by bust periods,” Syron said.

not fair, since other towns are 
seeing increases in their local aid 
payments.

Senator Charles Shannon (k- 
Winchester) reacted similarly. In 
a statement issued by his office, 
Shannon said, “The worst way to 
balance the state budget deficit is 
to decrease the local aid to cities 
and lowns. With decreased aid 
and additional slate charges, the 
communilies of Somerville, Med- 
ford and Winchester will lose 
over $6 million in needed 
revenues for local educalion and 
public safety. This Joss on the 
local level, where services lo the 
public are most needed, is totally 
unacceptable lo me.’ 


In his statement, Shannon attr 
buted the problem to “massive 
overspending and miscalculation 


by the previous administration, 
especially during the Presiden- 
tial campaign. 

“How can we continue to 
finance thousands of jobs and 
salaries that were added during 
the last three years? [t is grossly 
unfair to the people of Massa- 
chuselts, both young and old, to 
lay-off teachers, lo cul back on 
elder services and to shackle 
public safety, while keeping 
employees on the payroll,” Shan- 
non said in his statement. “It is 
likewise unfair to furlough all! 
state workers, so that a bloated 
bureaucracy can continue to 
thrive from the public payroll.”’ 

Shannon called for the elimina- 
tion of “high paid management 
positions that the state cannol 
afford,” which he said would 
allow local communities to main- 
tain teacher, police and tire 
resources (hey need,

Still a sore spot for many Winches- 
ter residents is the memory of the 
proposed closing of Vinson Owen 
School last year.

He said there 
had been no public discussion on the 
issue before the budget was pre- 
sented and noted, “That's not the 
way that Winchester town govern- 
ment works,” 

He recalled, ‘'l was involved in a 
significant way in the fight lo keep 
Vinson Owen open and maintain a 
fleet of five elementary schools.” 

Evans said the plan to close Vin- 
son Owen was not properly reviewed 
in advance and ‘‘should not have 
seen the light of day.” 
Redistricting 

Candidates were queried on the 
disproportionately high number of 
special services at Lynch Elemen- 
tary School, and the relatively high 
number of students who transfer 
from that school each year because 
their families move from the area. 

Evans said, “This problem is not 
new. It as been ignored by the School 
Committee for decades.”’ He said 
the only solution to the problem 
would be “‘nothing short of a major 
redistricting.” 

O'Connell however, said solutions 
discussed amongst School Commit- 
tee members thus far, have not been 
long-term solutions. ‘‘When you 
engage in redistrictin’’, it should not 
be piecemeal, but global and 
longterm.” 

He said the plan before the School 
Committee to move a section of 
students from Lincoln to Lynch, was 
“not a solution to anyone's 
satisfaction.” 

Papas said resources could be 
reassigned to address needs at 
Lynch, She called for long-term 
planning of redistricling and said 
demographics, priorities and goals 
would have to he first identified. 
“Major redistricting may not be 
necessary,’’ said Papas. 

In his opening remarks, Evans 
cited his professional experience in 
education and business. He said, ‘‘I 
am a new face with new ideas for the 
School Committee. The experiences 
of an innovative educator, of a 
businessman accustomed to making 
difficult decisions and of a parent 
concerned with the long-term excel- 
lence of our educational system are 
needed ... "' 

O'Connell cited his many years of 
service on the Library Trustees, 
Board of Selectmen and School Com- 
mittee. “This privileged record of 
public service enables me to view 
our political and fiscal issues 
through the prism of a townwide 
perspective.” 

He nated, “The issue of the day is 
the appropriate cost of education” 
and said economies could be made 
within the $14 million budget ‘that 
will not diminish the integrity of 
classroom learning.” 

Papas said her desire to run for 
School Committee this year, after 
completing nine years on the board 
in the late 1970s and early 1980s, 
resulted from the need to change the 
public’s view of the committee. 
“Public confidence has eroded," 
said Papus. ‘‘It is the time to restore 
that.” 

She also said that within Prop. 2'2, 
the town ‘“‘has to make every tax 
dollar count.”’ She called for review 
of the budget to make reasonable 
reduclions and reduce the cost per 
pupil, which she said has risen from 
$2,000 per pupil in 1980 to $5,000 in 
1990.

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Coaching, fans, aid 
in wrestling victories

Yes, wrestling fans, the high 
school wrestling season is over. Loc- 
al wrestlers fought 468 matches 
since the opener at Pentucket in 
December. Together they lost about 
120-pounds and missed about 2,160 
meals. 


What they didn't lose in inordinate 
numbers was wrestling matches. 
Overall they were 317-149-2 with a 
17-2 dual meet record, champion- 
ships at the prestigous Lowell Holi- 
day Tournament, the Westford Invi- 
tational Team Tournament and the 
Middlesex League Tournament. 


They also have the Runner-Up 
Trophy from the Division 2 State 
Tournament and finished 11th out of 
the some 440 wrestling high schools 
in New England. They crushed Mid- 
diesex League teams, going 7-0 in 
dual meets. 


Early in the season it was clear 
that three juniors with strong pros- 
pects were not returning for various 
reasons and one Middlesex League 
pundit observed, ‘‘The present Sac- 
hems are not the same group the 
rest of the league saw at the end of 
last season.” It was clear that 
Winchester’s middleweights were 
strong but only five returning star- 
ters had winning records and five 
Starters were rookies out of a total of 
13. 


A few things worked in Winches- 
ter’s favor. The most important was 
superior coaching in wrestling tech- 
nique. Coach Larry Tremblay, 
assisted by Mike Kelley, is a skilled 
wrestler himself and can teach the 
manly art. He also has an under- 
standing of the adolescent psyche 
that rivals some very good shrinks. 


Secondly the Sachems had family 
support. This year the Sachems 


could count on a couple of dozen 
partisans al every away match to let 
the refs know that someone was 
watching. Third the middleweight 
strength was complemented by win- 
ning seasons by Chuck Held at 103 
and Bill Branley at heavyweight and 
the good show pul on by varsity 
rookies Chubb Baldwin (119), Jeff 
Do (125) and Campbell Foster (171). 


That the wrestlers rarely had any 
other local fans showing up is mere- 
ly a reflection of the lack of wres- 
tling tradition in New England. The 
good home crowd for the Woburn 
match for the League championship 
was terrific for the leam and maybe 
next year some more citizens will 
show up for the state 
championships. 


There seems to be a spirit building 
among next year’s probable starters 
that a spring and summer season in 
junior amateur wrestling would be a 
good idea, and it certainly would. 

Next year’s team will be without 
co-captains Jeff Foster (135) and 
Mike Britt (152), who on average 
were good for 10 points in a dual 
meet and were an important part of 
all the tournament wins. However, 
six men with winning records will be 
returning as will four others who 
were looking precocious at season’s 
end. 


At 103 the Sachems wil! have to 
forfeit if Rich Held's knee problems 
keep him off the mat. If not, a 
break-even rookie season could be 
expected. At 112, Chuck Held should 
go undefeated in dual meets and be 
better than even money for tourna- 
ment championships and the state 
title. Three contenders for the 119 
slot will be senior Karl Munroe, 
sophomore Tucker Bradford and 
freshman John Worthen. 


At 125, Baldwin could aspire to a 


very good season if he builds experi- 
ence in the junior amateur ranks. 
The same goes for Do at 130. David 
Byrne and Javier Ovalles will prob- 
ably wrestle off at 135 and either 
could have a winning season. Sorting 
out where Hugh Turcotte, Will Thilly 
and Chris Ebanks wrestle will not be 
simple but their three weight classes 
140, 145, and 152 should he unde- 
feated at seasons end and two, prob- 
ably three state champions should 
emerge. 


Rookie Joe Bustamonte will also 
be a winner if he hits the USA 
wrestling circuit at 160. Campbell 
Foster will show us that he can beat 
anybody in the league at 171 and 
returning junior Jeff Edmands will 
probably do better than fifteen wins 
in dual meets at 189, Bill Branley 
CHWT) will place high both in the 
states and New Englands. 


One of the problems faced by Sac- 
hems will be lack of serious competi- 
tion for Lheir best wrestlers. Sche- 
duling rougher teams in 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island should be considered 
and some of the patsies in this year’s 
schedule should be dropped even if 
they are in the division section or 
Middlesex League. 


Building impressive leam records 
without paying attention to the needs 
of the top competitors who make 
them possible wouldn't be fair. 
Chelmsford, Lowell and Methuen 
would make good local opponents as 
would Billerica, Dracut and Nashua 
or Weymouth. 


In summary next year looks ta be 
an even better year &or Winchester 
wrestling. Coaches Tremblay and 
Kelley deserve the thanks of all 
wrestling supporters for a job well 
done. The wrestlers as always get 
what they deserve all alone on the 
mat.

In previous releases, | have out- 
lined my reasons for running for 
School Committee at this time. Cen- 
tral lo those reasons is the fact that 
public confidence in the School Com- 
mittee has eroded and it's now time 
lo restore, and re-earn, that 
confidence. 

I have the three essential qualifi- 
cations: common sense, competence 
and commitment. My common 
sense leads me to believe that we 
can continue to operate an outsland- 
ing school system within the existing 
budget, using the wealth of resour- 
ces that exist in our town.

To balance this experi- 
ence and expand my perspective on 
town governance. I have served for 
16 years as a Town Meeting 
member. 

To develop other educational 
resources in Winchester, I served on 
the Library Board of Trustees for 
three years and have been a mem- 
ber of the Winchester Scholarship 
Foundation since 1987, serving cur- 
rently as Vice President. 

But even these years of service 
are not the full expression of my 
commitment to the Winchester 
schools and the value of public edu- 
cation. I entrusted the education of 
my three children to the Winchester 
schools.

To achieve this we must develop an 
overall plan for our schools and 
budget options. As I have continual- 
ly supported, this should be a regu- 
lar part of our budget process, not a 
response to a crisis. To achieve this 
goal it is essential that the school 
committee adopt new procedures for 
conducting its affairs. 


Doing business until 1:15 a.m. and 
holding an important meeting on a 
Sunday night are not illustrative of 
good government operations. ] have 
recommended weekly meetings and 
limiting the focus of some meetings 
to a single topic when necessary 
instead of sandwiching important 
issues into an already crowded 
agenda. 


Another concern is the admi- 
nistration’s methods of recruitment 
and promotion. On several key 
appointments, the administration 
has selected individuals for positions 
for which they were not certified. On 
seven consecutive appointments of 
principals, the Superintendent 
selected outside candidates while 
passing over in-house applicants. 
The fact that no one from within the 
system applied for the last vacancy 
underscores the awareness among 
our present staff that upward mobil- 
ity is a term unknown in Winchester. 
I have continually opposed these 
practices and will continue to do so. 


In closing, I would like to say that 
the School Committee must take a 
leadership role. The Schoo! Commit- 
tee must direct the administration 
on important issues, not the other 
way around as it is now. I believe 
this will restore public confidence in 
the School Committee. I trust that 
my proven performance record, and 
the sound judgement and sense of 
fair play I have demonstrated in the 
past, will inspire your confidence in 
my ability. | would be honored to 
have your support on election day, 
Tuesday, March 26.

lar for services which they believe 
are needed by this community. 

On the other hand there is what I 
would call the ‘‘No” solution. The 
“No” solution suggests that all 
revenue shortfalls can be managed 
by culling staff and services. This is 
also a simple solution to Winchester’ 
financial problems and I believe it is 
equally wrong. It does not take into 
account that major cuts in staff and 
service levels have already 
occurred. 

It does not take into account the 
fact that there is a growing backlog 
of deferred maintenance in the capi- 
tal plant, including the water and 
sewer system.

Let me briefly explain lo you some 
of my background and preparation 
for this office: I am current chair- 
man of the Beard of Selectmen; and 
a former member and past vice 
chairman of the Winchester School 
Committee, 1984-1987: | was a mem- 
ber of the Capital Planning Commit- 
tee from 1986-87; and a member of 
the Winchester Council on Youth 
from 1984-87.

In six years of elected service on 
the two major boards, while every- 
one may not agree with my decisions 
and positions on every issue, it is 
always my hope that most will rec- 
ognize and respect the rigor and 
inlegrily of my service. | have (ned 
to be objective, Lo be thorough, to be 
well-informed, to respect opposing 
views, and, most of all to be certain 
that the interests of the town of 
Winchester are best served. 

During my three years on the 
Board of Selectmen — and particu- 
larly the last year as chairman — I 
have learned that what we want as a 
town, we do not always need. 

Last Saturday, at a local forum 
concerning state-aid cuts held in

surrounding communities and local 
mayors — I learned that most towns 
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Stephen Powers 
and cities are on level funded 
budgets. not level-service, as we 
continue to maintain and strive for 
here in Winchester. 

Also, the bargaining groups are 
seltling contracts at either 2'» per- 
cent per year or 0 percenl per year, 
in order to attempt to maintain 
existing services and jobs. Further- 
more, many municipalities are 
being forced to order unpaid man- 
dated leaves. 

] am proud of the leadership exhi- 
bited by the seleclmen these last 
three chaolic years in Massa- 
chusetits. We have wilhstood the 
illegal withholding of Chapter 70 
funds, the loss of lottery funds, the 
continued formulas designed by the 
state to punish well-run communi- 
ties such as Winchester. 

My experiences on the School 
Committee and Board of Selectmen 
enable me to adjust the budget year- 
ly until the state and federal govern- 
ments support or reduce the man- 
dates annually endangering our 
budget. I pledge to you my continued 
effort on behalf of the town and 
respectfully ask for one of your two 
votes on March 26. Please vote.

Prine discusses healthcare system 


A national health program like 
Canada’s could cap escalating medi- 
cal costs and offer care to America’s 
37 million uninsured, an area physi- 
cian told the Winchester League of 
Women Voters last week. 

Meeting at the home of Ann and 
Charles Miller, members and guests 
were addressed by Dr. Linda Prine, 
of the 3000 Physicians for a National 
Health Program (PNHP), Prine 
detailed her own experiences treat- 
ing the uninsured who had had no 
prenatal care, seeing uninsured 
patients shifted from emergency 
room to emergency room — expert- 
ences leading to her advocacy of this 
program, She showed a number of 
statistical graphs illustrating the 
health care crisis here and the Cana- 
dian alternative. 

The talk was scheduled by the 
League's committee on the new 
national study, “Delivery and 
Financing of Health Care,"’ consist- 


ing of Marcia Wood, Barbara Leaf, 
Sandra Henderson and Pat Wells, 
chair. 

The PNHP has detailed a proposal 
modeled on Canada’s one-payer sys- 
tem, federally funded and adminis- 
tered by the states. It would provide 
access to all and, at the same time, 
eliminate huge administrative 
expenses. Canada’s costs, which 
started at about our level in 1960, 
now run about $700 per capita under 
U.S. costs. About half of thal is due 
to billing and other administrative 
savings. 

Canadians choose their own doc- 
tors; most hospitals remain private. 
Prine ciled some glitches in the 
system (i.c., no long-term care, no 
dental care). 

{n this country, states could lead 
the way, she said. At present eight 
states have bills in the works to fund 
all medical care through one state 
agency, Prine added.

In Vietnam, he 
flew the UH-} Huey that carried 
about 10 people, “the one you see in 
the war movies,"’ said Kennedy. 

For a while in the 1960s, he was the 
designaled helicopter pilot for Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey. 

Drafted into the Army in 1952, he 
served in the Transportation Corps 
in Texas, later graduating from 
Officer Candidate School at Fort 
Benning, Ga. 

Lt. Col. Carlisle enjoyed sailing 
and he and his son, “Skipper,” sail- 
ed their 30-foot sloop, the }lonlual If, 
up the Intercoastal Waterway from 
Norfolk, Va., to New York Harbor 
for the Tall Ships Celebration of July 
4, 1976. They ended that journey at 
the family summer cottage at Ken- 
nebec Point in Georgetown, Maine. 

He was a recipient of the Bronze 
Star, the Meritorious Service Medal 
and the Air Medal with four oak leaf 
clusters, as well as other 
commendations. 

In 1977, he moved from Fort Eus- 
tis to Yarmouth and later to Curtis 
Road in Freeport, Maine. 

Born in Medford, he was @ son of 
Ralph . and Lavina Johnson Carli- 
sle.

New England Center for Autism teachers specialize 
in helping students find ways to thrive

hen Knsten Bndges 

was offered a teaching 

job at the New 

England Center for 

Autism in Southboro 
four years ago, she questioned whether 
she would be able to handle the 
environment. 

Fresh out of Tufts University, 
Bridges was eager to be a teacher but 
had only taken courses in normal child 
development. 

“To be honest, [ really went home 


and had to think about it,”’ said 
Bridges, a 25-year-old Westboro 
resident. ‘*What struck me was ... The 
noises you hear here are not typical."' 

Now a team coordinator at the 
center after holding several jobs there, 
Bridges said she is barely aware of the 
noises made by the autistic children. 
She is also an enthusiastic supporter of 
the nationally renowned facility's 
efforts to help residents learn various 
tasks and stop aggressive or self- 
injurious behaviors through positive 
reinforcement. 

Bridges is working toward a 
master’s degree in severe special 


education at Fitchburg State College — 
a benefit paid for in full by the center 
for all of its staffers. 

Scott Barnes started working at the 
New England Center three years ago 
when he moved to the area from Ohio. 
By that time, he was working in 
retailing and wanted to retum toa 
career in human services. 

Like Bridges, he said working with 
autistic children — and the range of 
difficult behaviors and problems they 
exhibit — is ‘‘a little overwhelming at 
first.”” 

Yet he is also happy with his job as a 
team coordinator and is pursuing his 


master’s degree. 

Team coordinators are responsible 
for about nine children, spending half 
their time in the classroom and the 
other halt developing behavioral 
programs for the students. 

“Our primary goal is to work 
toward the enrichment of student lives 
and to make them positive members of 
the community,’’ said Bames, 28 of 
Westboro. ‘‘If you want to be in this 
field with these students, this is the 
place to be.”

My father-in-law was one of those 
people who thought of himself as non- 
artistic. 

Then he bought a book that taught 
him how to draw by copying sketches 
of upside-down subjects. It was 
amazing how the simple step of turning 
common ideas around helped him learn 
how to sketch. 

We can use the same principle for 
unlocking creativity. Many of the 
following suggestions involve louking at 
problems in unusual ways. Try them 
when you need some fresh ideas. 

@ Keep an idea list. Always have a small 
notebook handy for recording ideas that 
pop into your head. Review them 
penodically to see if any are ripe for 
use. Tell your supervisor that you keep 
such a list. 

@ Go ahead and doodle. Jt can activate 
creative juices. 

@ Broaden your ideas by being a 
generalist. Cultivate curnosity in many 
subjects. Adopt a hobby that seems 
unlike you. Spend time with people 
different from you. Propose to your 
boss that you spend two days next 
month outside your usual work area. 

@ (itchthe myths about creative people: 
They are not all sophisticated, worldly, 
witty, exciting, cultured, well-read and 
snobbish. But they are cunous, 
knowledgeable about their fields and 
organized. Don't tell yourself that 
you're not creative; it will become a 
self-fulfilling prophecy. 

B® Look for more than one right answer. 
Play with the wording of the question. 
Ask different questions to get different 
answers, Think of all the possible 
meanings the question could have. As 
an exercise, think of different uses for 
acommon object, such as a pencil. 
Allow your ideas to be illogical, 
Exercise: Try finding coramon qualities 
in two dissimilar objects, such as a 


lamp and a mushroom. Also, create 
similes. For example, finish this 
sentence: Life is likea... . 

@ Break rules. Let your motto be: Every 
rule here can be broken except this 
one. 

@ Spend time what-iffing. Take acurrent. 
project and come up with three what-if 
statements to help you think of new 
solutions. For example: What if we 
dropped that product line? 

B® Avoid conformist thinking. When 
you're at a meeting where everyone 
agrees on a course of action, table the 
issue for a few weeks until different 
approaches surface. 

@ Let humor and fun free your 
creativity. Read the funnies, listen to 
comedy routines, do something 
fnivolous. 

@ Think positively. Look at what has 
gone night, not wrong, Avoid 
complaining, worrying and talking down 
to yourself, 

B® Help others churn out good ideas. Ask 
lots of questions, offer information, 
share your ideas, praise unusual ideas. 
® [)on't become too attached to your 
ideas. Occasionally re-examine them. 
Do they still make sense? Should you 
tinker with them? 

B Stop fearing failure. List three big 
failures in your life and how they helped 
you.

12 facilities on the grounds. Residents 
come from eight other states besides 
Massachusetts and each has a learning 
program designed specifically for his or 
her needs. 

Vincent Strully Jr., the autism 
venter’s executive director, said the 
agency attracts researchers and 
behavionsts from around the country. 

‘We're a dissemination site for a 
five-university consortium for a study 
of non-aversive teaching in the 
classroom,"' said Strully. 

He said many facilities still view 
punishment programis as the most 
effective way of teaching people with 
autism — a severe neurological 
disorder with no known cause that 
usually manifests itself in early 
childhood. “Aversive” techniques 
range from mild shocks to pinches and 
slaps, Strully said. 

Some children exhibit only a few 
traits of autism, while others are 
severely dysfunctional, cannot speak 
and may be aggressive with others and 
injurious to themselves. Autism also 
causes some children to rock or pace

repetitively. 

And about 40 percent of the children 
at the center have seizure disorders, 
and 40 to 50 percent are also diagnosed 
as being retarded. 


Strully opened the center in 1975 
with sites in Framingham and Taunton 
after being awarded a state contract to 
take six to 10 autistic children ‘mixed 
into the back wards of state hospitals."’ 

Even at that time. many children 
with autism were being misdiagnosed 
or not being diagnosed at all, Strully 
said. 

Working with emotionally disturbed 
kids at the Spaulding Youth Center in 
New Hampshire in the early 1970s, 
Strully started a unit for those with 
autism and found many of the children 
came from Massachusetts. 

That discovery prompted Stmully to 
draft a proposal for the New England 
Center and submit it to the state 
Department of Mental Health. 

But as demand for the center's 
programs continues to grow with a 
waiting list extending through 1992, 
state support for the agency is 
dwindling. 


At the same time, the center is 
buoyed by enrollment of students from 
outside Massachusetts, who pay 
according to programs deternuned by 
their home states, and has been able to 
maintain its current staffing level of 
some 300 people. 

In Massachusetts, the school 
districts that refer students pay 40 
percent of tuition and the state pays 60 
percent of the bill. 

Strully said the state has not 
approved a tuition increase at the 
center for two years and acknowledged 
there is ‘tremendous controversy’ 
over the cost of its programs. 

It costs $100,000 a year for one 
child to enrull and $165,000 for those 
with the most severe problems. Strully 
maintains, however. that the programs 
are cost-effective in the long run. 


He said this is because most of the 
center's residents could not live at 
home and will always need state 
assistance. The New England Center 
saves the state money, Strully said, by 
preparing many students for some type 
of employment and a degree of 
independence as adults. 
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For the teachers and specialists who 
work with the children at the New 
England Center, this challenge is what 
drives them and gives them satisfaction 
they have trouble putting into words. 


Strully emphasized the center’s jobs 
are not for everyone and require 
teachers to deal with all the children's 
daily needs, such as toilet or personal 
hygiene problems. Teachers, who get 
annual starting salaries of $18,000, 
work night and weekend shifts all year. 
and get five weeks vacation. 


Staffers also occasionally deal with 
violence. 

‘‘Working with these kids requires 
bravery. We do find people get hurt 
from time to time,"’ said Strully. 


Rebecca MacDonald, a licensed 
psychologist and clinical director of the 
center who also oversees teacher 
training, said most of the teachers stay 
an average of two to five years but 
leave with ‘‘unmatched"’ teaching 
experience. 


‘*This is one of the best 
experiences a teacher 
can have. We produce 
very, very Skilled 
teachers. I think it’s 
really good when our 
teachers can go on to 
the next place and share 
that experience.”

‘This is one of the best experiences 
a teacher can have. We produce very, 
very skilled teachers. I think it’s really 
good when our teachers can go on to 
the next place and share that 
experience,"’ said MacDonald, a 
Holliston resident. 

She said intensive teacher training 
involves graduate-level behavioral 
analysis, learning positive 
reinforcement and observation 
techniques as well as methods of 
physical intervention, medical training 
and even cooking. 


MacDonald said, for example, that a 
child who slaps his hands, would be 
taught to do another task to replace the 
hand-slapping, such as a vocational job 
or emptying the trash. 


Each teacher is also responsible for 
the case management of one student. 
overseeing implementation of his or her 
program and communiciting with 
parents. 


Bridges said there is ‘‘nothing more 
satisfying’’ than watching one of the 
children learn something new or 
achieve independence, though she said 
the job is not without its frustrations. 

“Personally. I’ve learned a lot about 
myself. I'ma lot more patient with the 
students than | am in other areas of my 
life,"’ she said.

@ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need heip. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 


Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

4. The Interview 


Don't underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won t get you the job. but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it 

It's often hard to know exactly whal is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure, play it safe Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 


Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 


When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU RE ON! Most interviewers wanl you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You ve analyzed your 
strengths: tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are. but keep It brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed. do tt in a factual manner and without 
emotion 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there 1s to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below

When the interview Is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete 

A thank-you note shouid be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don’t have anything to add, restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job.

| gets pay hike

Town Counsel Wade Welch will sec 
a $10 per hour pay increase in the 
next fiscal year. 

Selectmen voted 3-1 Monday night 
to grant Welch a raise, bringing the 
counselor's hourly fee from $75 per 
hour to $85, a 13.3-percent hike. 

Welch, appointed Town Counsel in 
1989, works on a contractual basis al 
the will of the selectmen. 

Selectmen Chairman Steven Pow- 
ers and Selectmen Thomas Schmitt 
and William O'Leary voted in favor 
of the contract. Selectman Judith 
Muggia opposed it. Selectman 
Robert Deering was absent due to 
illness in the family, but apparently 
favored the contract. 

Muggia told the Star she had prob- 
lems with the hourly rate as well as 
the “basis of other kinds of 
charges.” 

“T think 13'2 percent is too much,” 
Muggia said. ‘‘This agreement is so 
open-ended. Some provisions are 
absolutely unacceptable.” 

‘| disagree with the salary, I dis- 
agree with the other provi- 
sions, ... thal concern the manner in 
which [ Welch] is paid,”’ she added. 

However, Powers said he believes 
the contract is fair. 

“We hired Wade on the low end of 
{the pay scale for] municipal attor- 
neys, ’ Powers told the Slar Tuesday 
morning. “I happen to think he’s 
done a good job.”” 

Powers also cited the pay scales of 


the town’s labor attorney ($85 per 
hour) and the school department's 
atlorney ($. per hour). 

Powers also said he believes some 
of the services for which the town is 
not charged, such as Welch's atten- 
dance at Town Meeting, office over- 
head, and health insurance, are 
pluses for the town. 

In addition, Powers said he 
believes there are balances in place 
to ensure Welch's hours are kept in 
check. All requests for Welch's ser- 
vices must be approved by the 
Board of Selectmen. 

“Tt probably means we'll be using 
him less hours ... It’s up to us how 
many hours we use him,”’ Powers 
said. 

‘Most lawyers are retained not by 
salary but |an] hourly [rate], Pow- 
ers added. ‘It’s no different than 
any other increase in town,” 

“In two years, if you don't give 
someone a raise at all, what kind of 
message are you sending to him?" 
Powers said. ‘A majority of the 
board felt the raise was fine.” 

Selectmen Monday night went into 
executive session for approximately 
20 minutes to allow Schmilt to voice 
his opinion on the contract. Schmitt 
was absent during the March 11 
executive session, at which lime the 
contract was discussed. 

“Personally, I think any contract 
paid for by the taxpayers’ money 
shouldbe open to [ public] scrutiny,” 
Muggia said. Selectmen did not dis-

renewal of the building's two-year 
lease. 

The Faith Fellowship has occup- 
ied the former Mystic School since 
1988. Pastor Jonathan Del Turco 
said his flock has increased from 150 
to 500 members during their time at 
the Mystic.

Jews have hope 


with war’s end

Despite bombing by Saddam Hus- 
sein’s Iraqi troops, Israel has not 
retaliated with military action. 

For a country that has traditional- 
ly defended itself by responding to 
military force, it was that restraint 
Jewish Jeaders believe gained 
increased respect for Israel in the 
world community, and perhaps 
aided in opening a window to peace 
between Israel and Arab states. 

For much of the Jewish communi- 
ty in Massachuselts, the war has 
triggered volunteer efforts to help 
those in Israel. For others, it has 
been a call to reaffirm roots. 

Aceording to Nancy Kaufman, 
execulive director of (he Jewish 
Community Relations Commission, 
the war has “re-enlivened (he com- 
munity’s commitment and concern 
about the state of Israel, 

“As for identifying with Israel, for 
a period of years, for whatever rea- 
son, people fell into being somewhat 
passive,” she said. “1 think people 
were so appalled by watching night 
after night as (he seud missles fell on 
Isvacl — there's just been an ineredi- 
ble resurgence of interest.” 

Calling the response of the Jewish 
comininity “Vamazing,” Kaufman 
said her office has received more

phone calls than usual from people 
wanting informatiin, and wanting to 
help. 

Sheila Decter, executive director 
of the American Jewish Congress, 
said the Persian Gulf war height- 
ened awareness of the on-going ten- 
sion between Israel and Arab states. 

But Decter voived concern that 
awareness would be short-lived. 
Saying she feared people had 
become “war weary,” Decter said. 
“1 don't know how long people paid 
attention,” she said. “People tend to

Question 2 proposes that the Board 
of Selectmen would be required to 
cal] a a special election with 10 days 
of a cilizens’ petition and that spe- 
cial election would be held within 35 
days. However, if a regular or spe- 
cial town election is set to be held 
less than 60 days following the peti- 
tion date, then the selectmen can 
pose the question at thal time.

Effort aims to halt rug thefts

Winchester police are working 
with area law enforcement depart- 
ments to track down rug thieves. 

Through this cooperative effort, 
Detective Lt. James Pierce believes 
his squad may be moving closer to 
nabbing one or more suspects in 
relation to loca! oriental rug thefts, 

Pierce recently hosted a joint 
meeting of detectives to share infor- 
malion relating to housebreaks. 
Winchester, like many surrounding 
towns, has been hit wilh a slew of 
housebreaks since last July. 

As a result of the joint meeting, 
Pierce said the group ‘‘determined 
there are possibly one or two groups. 
We feel they are interconnected [as 
a result of information] dealing with 
methods of entry and what they're

doing at the crime scene. We're 
looking into possibilities and we 
have several leads.” he said. 

Pierce was quick to add that 
“(hese don't necessarily tie into any 
particular crime here in Winchester. 
They tie into possibilities.” 

Winchester was hil by more than 
30 housebreaks between July and 
December, 1990 — 12 of which 
involved the theft of oriental rugs. 

Although there had heen no activi- 
ty reported in Winchester since 
before Christmas. two homes were 
struck in early March, according to 
Pierce, 

“We put oul teletypes when we 
have breaks,”’ Pierce told the Star. 
“We do it to share knowledge."

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Newsletter vexes Lombardi

As school administrators awail a 
decision on the override, some mem- 
bers of the School Committee are 
questioning whether school newslet- 
ters should be used lo press a point. 


School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi expressed his concern 
with the “intent and wording" of a 
Muraco Elementary School newslet- 
ter. Lombardi questioned a segment 
of the newsletler called ‘‘Principal’s 
Notes,”’ which expounded the views 
of Muraco head Andrea Wong. 


According to Lombardi, Wong had 
intimated in her column that without 
funding from an override of Proposi- 
tion 2!2, the school would take big- 
ger hits in the “other expenses” 
category, which helps fund mater- 
ials such as construction paper, 
crayons and pencils. 

Lombardi said such a newsletter 
column “‘borders on political ...1 
would hope that we as a school 
committee would at least tell the 
building principals that is not the 
way to inform the public.” 

Calling the newsletter piece ‘‘one- 
sided,’ Lombardi said, ‘‘It's not the 
way we should be doing business.” 


Knife-wielding 
suspect sought 


Police are on the look-out for a 
man who allegedly atlacked a 
Winchester woman early Tuesday 
evening near her Grove Place home. 

Police said the incident occurred 
on March 19 at 6:15 p.m. and 
sparked a manhunt that continued 
well inlo the night.

Police report however, the 
woman did not see her assailant’s 
face during the attack. 

According to police reports, the 
woman said she believes the man 
ran toward the railroad tracks after 
she broke away. 

Sgt. Richard Fisher, Inspector 
James Gray and Officer James 
Covino arrived immediately al the 
scene and the K-9 officers from Med- 
ford were dispatched. Back-up units 
from Winchester, Medford and Met- 
ro Police also arrived at the scene, 
according to police. 

The Medford K-9 picked up a 
scent, but lost the trail near the train 
tracks, Pierce said. 

According to Detectives Lieuten- 
ant James Pierce, the case is under 
investigation and Inspector Gray 
will conduct a second interview with 
the victim.

Information on potential budget 
cuts withoul the override of Proposi- 
tion 21. was received by principals 
and other school administrators sev- 
eral weeks ago from Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos. 
Asked to develop a contingency plan 
for cuts, Mitsakos outlined 13 areas 
that might be reduced, including the 
“other expenses" category. Those 
potential cuts have nol been voted on 
by the School Committee. 

Lombardi said the newsletter 
piece added a footnote that the con- 
tingency plan was ‘“‘subject to 
change by the School Committee.” 
But Lombardi said the column ‘‘insi- 
nuated that the line item would be 
cut.”” 

He suggested that his own conting- 
ency plan would differ from the 
superintendent's, and that other line 
items might be reduced, which could 
prevent further cuts in the “other 
expenses” category. 

School Committee Chairman Don- 
na Brandt Landry said the produc- 
tion of the schools’ newsletters are 
each handled differently. Some are 
published solely through the 
parents’ associations, while others 
are a group effort with the school 
staff, said Landry. 

But Lombardi again stressed that 
the section was under the heading 
“Principal's Notes” and said, “The 
average person puts credence in a 
letter from the principal.” 

Mitsakos said that while school 
officials cannot promote a position 
on the override, they can provide 
information. He said the difference 
can be a fine line, and that a case 
could be made for the override with 
the right information. However, 
school officials are repeatedly being 
asked, “‘ ‘What is the impact,’ " said 
Mitsakos. 

“It is a question that the communi- 
ty raises,’’ he added. 

School Committee member 
Edward O'Connell said a function of 
the School Committee is to be con- 
cerned with the formation of public 
policy. He said the committee should 
be wary of causing unnecessary con- 
cern amongst residents. 

Mitsakos added that at the begin- 
ning of his tenure, he had encour- 
aged parents to work with the 
schools to put out weekly, or month- 
ly newsletters. He suggested the 
School Committee develop guide- 
lines or some sort of policy, if they 
wished to have a handle on the 
content of the publications. 

Chairman Landry called the news- 
letters’ issue ‘thot territory. 

“You should be careful when you 
move into this territory,” said Land- 
ry. ‘‘{ Newsletters] have been done 
on a volunteer basis for many 
years.”

As Winchester voters journey to the polls March 26, they will be confronted 
with a series of important decisions. 

In addition to making a choice on override questions. there is the 
opportunity to vote for two of five slots on each of the town's two major 
boards — the Board of Selectmen and School Committee, as well as a 
number of other board seats. 

There is no doubt those that have and those who are willing to serve 
deserve to be commended. Being in public office can at times be a thankless, 
trying job, but can also be very rewarding. But town boards have moved 
away from working wilh each other, and have become confrontational 
instead of cooperative. 

As we look to the future, we believe it is time for new faces on our boards, 
and a lime for cooperation. Those we have endorsed provide a balance of 
views. While we may not agree with their stands on a variety of issues, we 
believe they best represent the wide spectrum that makes up Winchester’s 
electorate. 


School Committee

Board of Selectmen 


The Star also recommends two new faces be added to the rolls for the 
Board of Selectmen 

The Star endorses Peter Van Aken. Van Aken’s service on the Capital 
Planning Committee has proven indispensable. While he will be sorely 
missed on that committee, it is time for Van Aken to serve the town ina 
broader spectrum, and to bring his planning expertise to the Board of 
Selectmen. His professional experience gives the town an added bonus 
through his abilities in financial planning. We believe Van Aken is capable of 
defining a middle ground between those who believe tax increases are the 
way to fund the budget and those who don’t. Winchester would be wise to 
elect Van Aken, 

Ann Matarese offers a conservative attitude about fiscal spending. In the 
coming months. Winchester could face more than $1 million in local aid cuts 
and budget reductions. Matarese’s concern for the community and its future 
has been evident through her years in Town Meeting and on the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. We also believe Matarese will respect opposing views 
without becoming confrontational. The town would do well to elect 
Matarese. 


Board of Assessors 


The Star endorses Eric Josephson for the open slot on the Board of 
Assessors. A life-long resident of the town, Josephson has shown his 
commitment to the quality of life through service on the Cable Advisory 
Committee and in Town Meeting. Josephson's experience as a real estate 
broker gives him the knowledge to do the job well. Josephson’s election to 
the Board of Assessors would be a plus for the town. 


Ballot Questions 


Residents have always favored Winchester’s quality services. Further 
cuts would no doubt diminish the quality of life as we know it in town. 

There has been talk of using surplus funds from the energy account to fund 
some of the proposed reductions. But with a shortfall that could reach as 
much as $1 million as a result of local aid cuts, there may be nothing left in 
the till into which the town can dip 

It is dangerous to assume Town Meeting will reinstate funds, particularly 
when those funds may be non-existent by the time the meeting convenes. 

There is no doubt this is a difficult time to ask voters to reach deeper into 
their pockets. But well-plowed streets. neighborhood schools and access to 
libraries are important. In total. the ballot questions would cost the owner of 
a hypothetical $300,000 home approximately $130 next year 

Question 3 would raise an additional $41,000 for the health department's 
inspecting functions. The importance of performing health inspections in a 
timely manner should not be underestimated. This questionn would cost the 
owner of a hypothetical $300,000 home $5.70 next year The Star believes 
voters should support Question 3. 

Question 4 would provide an additional $27,000 for the library to be spent on 
books. Without additional funding, the library could potentially lose accredi- 
tation, and loss of access to the Minuteman network. This would cost the 
owner of a hypothetical $304).000 home $3.60 next year. The Star urges 
support on Question 4. 

Question 5 would proposes raising $12.000 for rent for the Jenks Senior 
Center. The town enjoys the use of space at the Jenks Center for mandated 
programs at a more than reasonable cost The cost to the owner of a 
hypothetical $300,000 home next year: $1.80. The Star encourages support of 
Question 5. 

Question 6 would garner $200,000 for the grounds division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works Without funding. the staffing levels of that division 
would be seriously depleted.

One hot Fourth of July evening 
just subsequent to the centennial 
of the birth of our nation, the big 
wooden bandstand on Winchester 
Common was consumed in 
flames. That fire ended concerts 
presented there by the Winches- 
ter Brass Band on those legen- 
dary summer evenings so often 
praised by our fathers. 

The bandstand was never 
rebuilt, but local sensitivity to 
Winchester common lands, and 
their improvement, was to be 
raised to cult status over the next 
century. 

The results are all too often 
taken for granted — the perennial 
“small town’ just seven miles 
from Boston with its languid 
waterways and scenic parks dot- 
ted with substantial homes. 

March 26, 1991 may well be a 
turning point in this small town 
“mystique’’ as voters are asked 
to consider Questions 6 — the 
funding of the Department of 
Public Works Grounds Division 
for the next fiscal year. 

Two years ago our D.P.W. lost 
the advantage of summer help, 
Not only did the extra manpower 
adequately maintain local parks 
and Wildwood Cemetery during 
the summer months, il also gave 
useful employment to many 
Winchester men and women of 
college age. 

The local observer recalls with 
affection many a steamy sum 
mer day pushing a heavy cast 
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Winchester 


iron lawn mower over the rough 
terrain at Wildwood Cemetery 40 
years ago. 

Last year the Winchester 
D.P.W. lost three more full-time 
workers in the Grounds Division. 

Presently there are eight full- 
lime employees in the Grounds 
Division. If Winchester voters 
reject Question 6 that number 
will be reduced to two workers 
during the next fiscal year. 

Consider what will be required 
of those (wo people charged with 
the maintenance of 130 acres of 
public parks, school grounds and 
playgrounds. 

The summer season is not the 
only consideration. Next winter, 
three trucks will sit idle in the 
town barns, for the Grounds Divi- 
sion is also called to keep our 
roads and sidewalks open during 
winter storms. 

The observer noted in Septem- 
ber of 1989 the tawdry appear- 
ance of the Common, and Sandra 
Rodgers, chairman of the Beauli- 


ficalion Design Review Commit- 
tee, reports she has received 
numerous complaints of the 
unkempt appearance of the publ- 
ic plantings over the last few 
summers. This is really a reflec- 
tion of the value we, the citizens, 
place on public plots — and can 
never mirror the hard work 
repeated over the years by our 
D.P.W. 

It was mentioned in The Square 
this week that for the price of 
three home deliveries of pizza per 
household in Winchester it would 
be possible to retain the staff of 
eight in the D.P.W. Grounds Divi- 
sion for 1992. 

It seems to be a small price to 
pay as we keep faith with the 
visions of Forrest Manchester, 
Lewis Parkhurst and the thou- 
sands of earlier citizens of 
Winchester who, with great sacri- 
fice, paid for the civic assets we 
cherish today.

1976: 15 years ago 

The Winchester Historical 
Commission convinced the Board 
of Selectmen to help set up meet- 
ings with the Knights of Colum- 
bus and Seniors Association. The 
purpose of the meetings was lo 
detemine if the Knights of Colum- 
bus Hall, built in the 1880s, could 
be saved from demolition. 


The Board of Selectmen turned 
down an application from an 
Arlington man to operate a sea- 
food restaurant at a sile on 
Thompson Street. The Board 
cited potential loitering and park- 
ing problems on the already con- 
gested street. 


Storm number 22 left Winches- 
(er under a foot of snow that 
week, but the warm tempera- 
tures following the storm held 
cleanup efforts to a minimum. 


In elections, about 31 percent of 
Winchester’s voters turned oul to 
east their ballots. Edward F. 
O'Connell and Harry Chefalo 
were both overwhelmingly 
elected to the Board of Select- 
men. And, in the School Commit- 
tee race, Constance 1), Papas 
won handily over the two remain- 
ing candidates. 

The Winchester School Com- 
mittee voled sweeping changes in 
elementary school administra- 
tions as an alternative to closing 
schools as a way to cut the fiseal 
year 1977 budget. The changes 
include a single principal for Noo- 
nan and Washington schouls and 
additional duties for the other 
seven principals. Those changes 
would amount to savings of 
$38,255, according to Superinten- 
dent of Schools William 
MacDonald. 


At a meeting. the Winchester 
Finance Committee presented 
the School Committee with a 
laundry list of personal service 
budget cuts totalling $215,320. 
The Finance Committee intro- 
duced the reductions and 
approved a school budget for per- 
sonal services alone totalling 
$6,842,536. The School Committee 
had requested $7,057,856.

TO THE EDITOR: 

In this letter I want to review the 
history of salary increases in the 
school system, discuss the issue of 
efficiency and productivity in teach- 
ing and then look at how the school 
system has become much leaner in 
the years since 2'y. Finally, Pll talk 
about how a good school system 
benefils everyone in town by main- 
taining properly values. 

Salaries 

When the recent teachers’ con- 
tract was being debaled before town 
meeting, many of the people oppos- 
ing the contract said teachers should 
be like businesses — take it when it’s 
there in the good times and in the 
tough times, seltle for less. This 
ignores the fact that since 22, 
there’s been no good times for any- 
one involved in municipal govern- 
ment. Teachers’ salary increases 
were below inflation in 7 of the years 
since 2's and above it in only six of 
the years. As a result, salaries are 
less in real terms now than they 
were before 2'». The current scale 
maximum salary of $44,641 would 
have been $46,098 in 1978/9, a drop of 
over 3 percent. At the low point, 3 
years after 2'2, salaries were 12 
percent lower in real terms. Thank 
heavens we have been able to make 
up some of the shortfall since then. 
Productivity 

Teaching unfortunately is not an 
area where technology can increase 
productivity. Computers and video 
don't allow teachers to increase 
their classroom size and still give 
the same attention to each child’s 
abilities and needs — teaching will 
always be a one-on-one activity. This 
isn't true in many other areas of 
both school administration and town 
governance, where new technology 
can allow elimination of clerical pos- 
itions. Looking again at the school 


system, the ratio of administrative 
staff to pupils is 8 percent leaner 
than it was before 212 and the ratio 
of non-instructional staff to pupils is 
a whopping 18 percent leaner. Much 
of these savings was put into teach- 
ing and teaching support staff, the 
ratio of which to pupils is now 13 
percent, better than before 2'z. How- 
ever, this key ratio has been deter- 
iorating for 3 years — it is down 10.5 
percent from its level in 1988/9 in 
response to override failures and 
budget cutbacks. 
Efficiency 

Winchesler’s school system is the 
lowest cost among our peer group 
communities in the only figure that 
counts — what does it cost us to 
educate a child and how they do.? In 
Winchester it costs $5,550 a year. In 
the rest of the Lincoln/Sudbury con- 
sortium it costs $6,729, 21 percent 
more. Lexington spends 26 percent 
more, Weston 45 percent, more, 
Compared with nearby towns — 
Arlington, Woburn, Medford and 
Stoneham — we spend 9 percent 
less. Yet our children achieve more 
than these higher spending towns — 
in the 1990 Massachusetts Educa- 
tional Assessment Program, 
Winchester students outscored the 
Consortium in 4th and 8th grades 
and system-wide. We oulscored the 
nearby towns by 13 percent. What 
better value for money can you ask? 
*Town-wide benefits 

It’s obvious why those of us with 
children in the school system want to 
see adequate funding voted for 
maintaining the school system. But 
we're only 20 percent of the town. 
What's in it for the rest of the town? 

The answer is property values. 
Maintenance of Winchester’s prop- 
erty values depends on people want- 
ing to go on moving here to educate 
their children. When we moved to 
the north end of Yale Street in 1983, 
we were the only family in the four 
block area with elementary school 
age children. 


There were three with high school 
age children. Two of those families 
have since sold to families with 
much younger children and five 
other “empty nesters’ have sold lo 
families wilh elementary school 
aged (or younger) children. How 
long will this occur if Winchester 
acquires a reputation as a town 
intent on running down every activi- 
ty and service in town. 

Summary 

Yes, we could save a few percent 
of our tax bills by voting down 2'2 
overrides. Bul don’t let the Taxpay- 
ers Association fool you. This years’ 
override would be 3.6 percent or $110 
on the average tax bill of around 
$3,100 this year. How quickly these 
savings could be wiped out when we 
ultimately sell if we continue to let 
2'2 cut back every service this town 
provides. Last year, the median 
price of a house in Winchester 
dropped 6 percent. In Lexington it 
dropped 16 percent. | wonder how 
much of this drop was due to the 1989 
teacher's strike in Lexington shak- 
ing people’s confidence in that 
school system. 

Please, let's start to vote for qual- 
ity. This is a quality of life town, with 
quality people who have quality 
children that deserve and respond to 
a quality educational system. We 
can afford qualily. We've all had a 
big break from the 10 years that 2?» 
served a useful purpose. Now it’s 
time for the reality of municipal 
economies to be recognized. Vote for 
the override.

on paper" in terms of investment in 
schools, ‘appearance, amount of 
open space, dedication to recycling

employees who currently maintain 
the town's 130 acres of parks, play-. 
grounds, schoolyards, athletic fields 
and other open spaces. Under this 
proposal, the fields will not be mow- 
ed or otherwise maintained. This 
will result in the quick deterioration 
of these open spaces, as well as 
extremely costly rehabilitation 
expenses when the fields are eventu- 
ally restored. 

These fields are used by over 1,200 
groomed open spaces. In addition, 
this is not merely a ‘'Quality of Life”’ 
issue. Our fields, town common, and 
other open spaces contribute much 
to the property values of homes. If 
we allow our public open spaces to 
deteriorate, property values may 


suffer. 

However, there is a solution to this 
problem, On Tuesday, March 26, 
there will be an override on the town 
election ballot. Question 6 provides 
for a $200,000 override to restore 
funds to maintain the fields and 
other open areas. This question is 
being supported by a majority of the 
Board of Selectmen; Peter Van 
Aken, Chairman of the Capital Plan- 
ning Committee; William Colella, 
Winchester Athletic Director. It will 
cost ee average taxpayer only $30 
per y 

We “need the help of all the voters 
of Winchester. There is no fat left to 
be cut from the Department of Publ- 
ic Works: staffing levels have gone 
from 120 to the current 57 in recent 


years. The eight employees in the 
Grounds Division are the bare mini- 
mum necessary to maintain the 
fields at even their current level. 
The Soccer Club each year makes a 
substantial financial donation to 
purchase fertilizer and grass seed 
and will continue to do so, but the 
club cannot maintain the fields. 

If Winchester’s youth are to con- 
tinue to enjoy the wholesome activi- 
ties of the soccer and baseball/ 
softball programs, and if all citizens 
are to continue to enjoy these valu- 
able resources, we need a yes vote 
on Question 6 for passage of this 
override.

There is absolutely no 
doubt in my mind whatever, but that 
they could manage very well with 
$19 million, (But just listen to them 
scream! ) 

With that million, we could have 
busing for adults. (We now have 
busing for children only.) We could 
keep the library open, we would not 
have to pay $50 to go to the dump and 
it would be open Thursday morning, 
too, and the Senior Center could get 
a decent rental for the use of their 
property. My district, (which now 
has the lousiest drinking water in 
town), could be hooked up, like most 
of the rest of town, directly to the 
Quabbin system. There is no end to 
the things an extra million bucks a 
year could enable us to buy and do, 

But, as I said, the roar of protest 
would be deafening! The children 
would grow up in ignorance, real 
estate values would go down, 


Winchester children would fail to get 
into college, etc., etc., etc. 

Well, don’t you believe a word of 
it. The kids might even be better off 
if they had to learn to work a little 
harder. I for one, feel that it would 
actually be good for them. They 
might as well learn to work hard 
while they are still young. The 
chances are that, for most of them at 
least, they will have a lot of hard 
work to do before they are able to 
retire, and they might as well get 
used to it. They might even grow to 
like it! 

So, please do the town a favor, and 
vote only for those who, as | have 
said, are mature enough to be able to 
realize thal there are other people in 
town besides the schoolchildren. 

People who, having no personal 
conflict of interest, are able and 
willing to give those other people in 
town a break, for a change.

restrictions or no restrictions on the 
property. He said the church main- 
tains the building well and added 
thal limitations on use of the proper- 
ty would decrease its financial worth 
to the town, Suhrbier also said he 
believes problems could be lessened 
if existing traffic and parking laws 
were enforced by police. 


Del Turco said he has asked 
church patrons to not park on Madi- 
son Avenue and for members to exit 
from the main door, thus reducing 
noise from chatting church mem- 
bers outside the church. 

Church member Denise Darling- 
ton of Rock Avenue confirmed the 
pastor’s requests to parishoners to 
lessen parking and noise problems. 


“We're trying,” said Darlington. 
“We can understand the neighbors’ 
frustration.” 

Del Turco also said parking lot, 
which is not paved, becomes unus- 
able when it snows or rains heavily, 
thus pushing the cars into the 
streets. Provisions in the lease pro- 
hibt the church from paving the 
area, said Del Turco. If the drain 
area were fixed, he added, the lot 
would not flood as easily. 


Sandy McCarthy, who lives on 
Madison West, said although the 
cars have moved from Madison 
Avenue, they now park on her street. 
And although she is five houses 
away from the building, she can still 
hear the church music in the sum- 
mer, she added. 


But several residents said they 
had no problems with their church- 
going neighbors. Mary Scott Wagner 
of Madison Avenue said she enjayed 
the music and likes to see the child- 
ren walking to school. 


“We're not living next to a big 
empty building,” said Wagner. “I'm 
confident that we can address the 
concerns of the neighbors and keep 
these people as our neighbors.” 

Faith Fellowship holds two ser- 
vices on Sundays and one mid-week 
service on Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. 
On Tuesdays and Thursdays, about 
45 students take part in a Bible 
training course at 7:30 p.m. in a 
classroom setting, said Del Turco. 

The school is run Monday through 
Friday and children are picked up 


by 3 p.m. An afterschool program 
for about 10 children is held until 
5:30 p.m., said Del Turco. 

But early evening and weekend 
noise and traffic in particular cause 
problems with the neighbors, 
according to Burdick. 

The School Committee voted at a 
previous meeting lo limit the next 
lease to two years at a cost of $37,500 
per year. According to School Com- 
mittee member Michael Ronayne, 
this decision was based on the 
‘tremote” chance the property will 
be needed as a school building in the 
future. 

Del Turco said Faith Fellowship 
hopes to have a permanent facility 
built within the next two years and 
says the proposed lease would be 
ideal for his church.

cuss the contract in public prior to 
voting Monday night. 

“[ am not comfortable taking a 
vote in opposition to the majorily, 
whether it’s a yes or no vote, without 
the opportunity to explain myself 
{ publicly |." Muggia said. However, 
Muggia said her efforts to get Pow- 
ers’ attention Monday night in order 
to speak on the issue were to no 
avail. 

Powers said the contract was basi- 
eally the same as the one voted on in 
1989 when Welch was hired and 
accepted again last year, with the 
exception of the hourly fee hike. 

The wording, he said, comes 
“directly from the Supreme Judicial 
Court.” 

Because there were what Powers 
said were minor changes to the 
wording of the contract, a copy was 
not available before the Star went to 


print Tuesday night. 

“T think he’s done a good job for 
the town, I think it has been a good 
relationship,’ Powers added. Pow- 
ers said Welch’s knowledge of the 
town as a resident are a “big plus for 
the town."’

Sobkowiez), a beautiful, cight- 
legged spider who encourages Wil- 
burn lo ‘Chin Up.” 

But the Old Sheep (Margot Noor- 
zij, Brooke Estridge) and Lamb 
(Annie Rotondi. Elizabeth Malcolm) 
warn Wilbur the only reason the 
Zuckermans are feeding him so well 
is to fatten him up for their winter 
feast, 

Wilbur is heart broken, until Char- 
lotte pledges to save his life.

When Lurvy (Chris DeSimone, 
Stephen Gilpatric) arrives to feed 
Wilbur in the morning, he sees the 
words “Some Pig’’ woven into the 
web. Alarmed, he calls to 
Zuckerman, 

Word travels fast, and people 
travel! from miles around to see 
Zuckerman’s famous pig, ‘Terrif- 
ic. says the web one day, and 
“Radiant.” the next, (Thanks to 
Templeton the Rat who was busy 
digging at the dump for magazine 
clippings, Charlotte's spelling is 
correct.) 


Soon after, Zuckerman decides he 
will bring his famous pig to the 
country fair, hoping to win a blue 
ribbon. At first, Charlotte thinks she 
had best stay home to take care of 
some work — laying her eggs.

The United States, say Jewish 
community leaders, will now play a 
significant role in peace efforts in 
the Middle East. 

Said Decter, “ft would be very 
helpful for the United States to use 
its strength with the coalition to get 
| Arab countries] to sit down in bila- 
teral negotiations. That would be 
more helpful than general 
conferences.” 

Decter called for the United States 
to pul pressure on Middle Eastern 
countries for democratic change. 
“Countries that are democratic are 
less likely to make war than coun- 
tries that are dictatorships,’ she 
said. But Decter said Israe} will 
need time to rebuild its (rust in other 
groups, particularly the 
Palestinians. 

“The Uniled States is in a key 
position right now,” Kischel said. 
However, he added, “The Jewish 
community doesn't want lo see the 
United Stales muscle Israel, 

“T think the bottom line is, can (he 
United States ... bring |Arab] state 
and Palestinians to the peace room, 
so the goals can become real. It 
thal starts toa happen, it would be 
good for Israel and good far (he 
economy of the area,” Kischel said. 

Decter said her organization 
recently placed an advertisement in 
the New Vork Times, in the form an 
open letter promoting the message 

Seize the moment.” 

“Use this moment to try to work 
out differences belween Arab states 
and tsrael,” Decter explained “Use 
the moment to try to change the 
status quo.” 

“TY think the hope is that, maybe 
this time, with the United States 
leadership and help, 20 Arab nations 
suill in a state of war will sit down 
across (he table, one-on-one, and 


discuss peace,’ Kaufman said. 
“The United States ... has the 
clout domestically and internation 
ally to bring each Arab nation to the 
table with Israel," said Kaufman 
“Tt would be an enormous contribu 
tion to the peace of the world,” 

But one factor that may hamper 
peace efforts, with Palestinians ir 
particular, is the vision of the latter 
group dancing on rooflops as scuc 
missles struck [srael. 


For people in the peace movement 
- or “Doves” — who had beer 
working with Palestinians, it was a 
“kick in the face’ when the latter 
were cheering and praising the scuc 
missle allacks, Decter said. 

“T think that was a great disap- 
pointment, People were upset with 
the Palestinian community, that 
there were no individuals who were 
able to separate themselves out and 
say, ‘Don't bomb civilians,’ ’' she 
said. 

Kischel said there is concern inthe 
Jewish community that Israel's mil- 
itary restraint not undermine that 
country’s ability lo negotiate issues 
with the Palestinians. 


“We are watching carefully 
[everyone agrees it's a tremendous 
opportunity [10 open] a window or 
friendship,” Kischel said. “It may 
ease the path for discussion." 

However, Kischel warned Arat 
countries must pive proof olf their 
acceptance of Israel. “You need 
more than a piece of paper for 
peace," he said. 


And according to Kaufman, the 
first step is for Arab countries tc 
accept Israel, “Just say, “We recog 
nize you're right to exist.” ‘That's 
all,” Kaufman said,

Although the race to Election Day 
began several months ago for most 
candidates, a few residents have 
just recently jumped into the melee 

Four hopefuls had publicly 
announced their write-in campaigns 
before the Star went to press on 
Tuesday. They are: Donna Marie 
I Agostino of Everett Avenue, for 
Planning Board; Nicholas Reed of 
Canal Street, for Planning Board: 
Frank Sopper of Canterbury Road, 
for Housing Authority and Pat Wells 
of Madison Avenue, for Housing 
Authority. 

Town Clerk Carolyn Ward said 
most residents are not aware thal 
they can write in candidates on the 
lever voting machines that Winches 
ter uses. Add to that the fact (hat 
Most years, each seal is contested 
by candidates on the ballot and 


write-in campaigns are rare. 

Bul Ward says her slaff of election 
officers is prepared to answer ques- 
tions from voters at the polls. “We 
want to make sure people know they 
can (write in candidates],” said 
Ward. 

In order to vote for a candidate nol 
listed on the ballot, the voter must 
find the numbered write-in slot that 
corresponds with the number for 
that particular office 

The write-in area is located at the 
lop of the voling machine above the 
“Question” row, suid Ward. 

The voler then pushes up on a 
metal slide, which exposes a picce ol 
paper. The vater must then write the 
name and address of the candidate 
of their choice. Ward noted thal once 
the metal slide is pushed up, the 
voter can only choose to wrile in a 
candidate, as the levers for that 
office will lock up automatically 
when the slide is raised. 


While the address of the candidate 
should be included, il is not neces- 
sary, and as long as the intent of the 
voter can be determined, a mistake 
in spelling of the candidate's name 
will not invalidate the vote 

Ward also noted that stickers are 
used only with paper ballots, and 
will jam Winchester’s lever voling 
machines

Wells and Sopper are running for 
the two-year seal on the Housing 
Authority left vacant with the death 
of former member Joseph Riga. 

H. David Roth of Lincoln Street is 
running unopposed on the ballot for 
a five-year seal on that board. 

“felt it was important that some- 
one who is in favor of encouraging 
low and moderate, elderly and fami 
ly housing in Winchester run for the 
Housing Authority,” said Wells. She 
says there is a real need for these 


options in the town as well as hous- 
ing for handicapped individuals. 
“When possible,” said Wells, “‘my 
preference is for reuse of existing 
buildings {for affordable housing ]."" 

She also said she would encourage 
the preparation of a five-year hous- 
ing plan as mandated by the 1990

registration begins 


The Winchester Public Schools 
host pre-kindergarten drop in/mail 
in registration the week of April 1-5. 

To be eligible for kindergarten, 
children must be five on or before 
Sept. 1, 1991. There are no exeptions 
to this policy. 

Parents of children listed in the 
1990 town census and eligible for 
kindergarten next fall should 
receive registration materials by 
March 20. Parents will be required 
to mail in or drop off, the registra- 
tion materials the week of April 1-5 
to their neighborhood school. 

Information regarding the process 
will be included in the registration 
packet. Also, as part of the packet, 
parents will receive a registration 
pamphlet on the Winchester After 
School Program. Any parents who 
do not receive this information or 
have moved to Winchester since 
January | should contact, Cynthia 
Papoulias, Early Childhood coordi- 
nator al 721-7015. 

A kindergarten orientation will be 
scheduled for parents and children 
in the spring after registration. 

Traditional kindergarten screen- 
ing will take place in the fall during 
the child's first weeks of school. The 
screening mandated by Massa- 
chusetts state law examines a 
child’s vision, hearing, speech coor- 
dination and cognitive development. 

During the month of April the 
early childhood coordinator will 
offer consultation and informal 
interviews with those parents who 
have concerns over their child's 
readiness to attend kindergarten. A 
spring screening will be offered hy 
the early childhood coordinator for 
only those children deemed at risk 
for potential learning difficulties in 
kindergarten. 

A copy of the child's birth certifi- 
cate and immunization record will 
be required at registration. This 
information must be part of the 
child’s record no laler than 
September.

Recently, five sixth graders from 
the McCall Middle School spent a 
Saturday at Brandeis University 
with their teacher, Marty Whitney. 
competing in an academic super 
bowl. 

Chosen by their classmates to rep- 
resent them, John DeStefano, 
Brooke Estridge, Masahiro Ueno, 
Cra Stryker, and Elizabeth Breuer 
were the only team from Winchester 
competing at the Massachusetts 
Future Problem Solving Regional 
Bow] held on March 2. 

Present were 20 teams in the 
junior division, plus another 20 in the 
intermediate and senior divisions. 
representing Newton, Danvers, Mil- 
ton, Framingham, and many other 
towns. 

The format was to have each team 
assigned to a room with no one but a 
proctor present, Simultaneously. for 
a two hour period, the teams worked 
on solutions to a problem thal was 
assigned to all. The exact problem 
cannot be revealed at this time 
because competitions are still going 
on in other regions. However, the 
general assignment each year is to 
find a solution to one of society's 
major problems, such as ozone 
depletion. commuter congestion, or 
air pollution. 

The teams had readied for this in 
their classroom work, learning how 
to rate possible solutions to prob- 
lems using criteria such as feasibili 
ty, cost efficiency, adaptability, and 
practicality. They also met after 
school and at recess lo research 
news and magazine articles on cur- 


rent events in these fields. 

Within a preseribed amount of 
time the teams had to come up with 
a variety of solutions and be pre- 
pared to promote one of them as 
their best. All of the paperwork was 
then collected in envelopes marked 
with secret codes. so that the judges 
would not know which solutions 
belonged to which schools. 

The brainstorming done in that 
two-hour period had to be put on 
paper and analyzed in a scientific 
way in order to be considered. Crea- 
livity and originality were highly 
valued, but tie process was almost 
as important as the solution. 

The students were then given 
another period of time to develop a 
skit to perform as a way of selling 
their solution of the master problem 
to the other teams, teachers, and 
parents in the audience. 

The judging for the skit competi- 
tion was separate from the written 
segment, and equally challenging 
Given just a few basic props that 
could be ued by all. some extremely 
ingenious skits were performed. 

While the Winchester team did not 
place in the skit competition, for 
which awards were given that day, 
their hopes are high for continuing 
on to the stale competilion for their 
writlen work They will learn the 
results at the end of the month. 

During the awards presentation al 
the end of the day, many school 
superintendants, principals and 
other administrators and state level 
educators present as speakers re- 
iterated how invaluable teacher and 
parent support is for this program. 
Student interest and enthusiasm to 
compete abounds, yet the program

“Retirement is not what it used to 
be,” said Hollinshead. ‘Now a reti- 
ree can look forward to one-third or 
more of his life {after retirement- 
) ... It's a whole new way of life.” 

Hollinshead says the program was 
conducted in 1984, 1986 and 1989 and 
drew a large number of residents, 
who were concerned with making 
retirement plans. 

She says the program attempts to 
answer the most often-asked ques- 
tions of seniors. For example, in the 
area of long-term healthcare, Hol- 
linshead says many people are una- 
ware that Medicare does not cover 
nursing home or long-term hospital 
stays It’s information like this that 
is vilal to the planning of a retire- 
ment, according to Hollinshead. 

She also points to the section on 
psychological and physiological con- 
cerns as an important facet of the 
program, ‘There's the importance 
of keeping involved and not retiring 
to a recking chair.’ said Hollins- 
head. “The chureh, commu- 
nity ... there are all kinds of things 
where a person can feel needed. And 
there's a desire [on the part of the 
reliree| to feel needed.”

Environmental 
companies look 
forward to steady 
industry expansion

“@ xperts are predicting a surge in business 
for environmental firms in the coming 
decade, and with it, this state has an 

4opportunity for more jobs and profits and 
=x a boost for its recession-mired economy. 

The country is now spending 1.5 percent of its 
gross national product on the environment — as 
compared to "next to nothing" almost 15 years ago, in 
the words of one expert. And Massachusetts, the 
experts say, is in good shape to capitalize on the 
growing trend. 

“It is my best guess that what minicomputers were 
to the 1980s, environmental technology will be to the 
1990s,’’ said Paul Conover, managing director of the 
International Environmental Technology Association, a 
Cambridge-based group with about 400 members 
around the world. 

Erik Skoug, who heads that group, said that based 
on U.S. Environmental Protection figures, some 
50,000 to 55,000 people in Massachusetts work in 
environmentally related jobs. Skoug estimates those 
figures will rise to 90,000 to 100,000 by the year 
2000. 

Rebecca Calahan, a member of the board of 
directors of the Environmental Business Council in 
Boston, reported more conservative figures, but said 
there are few available industry statistics. Calahan's 
company — Rackemann Environmental Services in 
Boston -~ is in the process of compiling data front a 
survey commissioned by the state Office of 
Environmental Affairs and the Office of Economic 
Affairs. 

Calahan said the environmental industry, which 
includes manufacturers, service companies and lab 
facilities, generates an estimated 30,000 jobs at a 
minimum of 1,300 firms.

How to deal with the 
people you don’t hire

B® Ask qualified but rejected candidates if 
you can keep their applications in an 
active file for future job openings. 


B Don't feel obligated to give specific 
reasons for not choosing an applicant. 
They can be very complex. But do give 
some explanation ifan applicant asks. 
Be honest and courteous. 

@ To make the rejection job easier, tell 
job applicants early on that you're 
interviewing several well-qualified 
candidates to see who meets your 
requirements, Then you can tell 
rejected applicants that another person 
met the criteria more closely. The 
message is that someone else was a 
better fit, not that the rejected 
applicant was below standard, 

@ Sometimes you'll need to reject a 
candidate inthe midst of an interview, 
For example, don't waste time with a 
belligerent applicant. Remain calm, 
avoid getting into an argument and 
close the interview as diplomatically 
and quickly as possible.

She said environmental companies 
have created three times as many jobs 
as the biotechnology industry, Experts 
believe most new jobs will be for highly 
skilled people with scientific training or 
engineering degrees ina variety of 
specialized areas, such as improving 
water quality or developing cleaner 
production methods. 


Yet Skoug said other workers are 
needed to do the ‘‘mucky’’ work of 
surveying and monitoring sites, 

One local company that grew 
substantially during the 1980s is 
Groundwater Technology in Norwood. 
In 1984, the company had 130 
employees and now has 2,000 in more 
than 60 offices around the world, 
according to Peggy Bliss, the firm's 
advertising manager.

But Calahan said it is dangerous to 
characterize environmental businesses 
or any other industry as economic 
saviors. 

“The key toa healthy economy is 
diversity,’’ she said. 

Calahan said the seven-month-old 
business council was formed to help 
environmental companies compete in 
domestic and international markets and 
to shape governmental policies, which 
play a major role in creating 
environmental business, 


“T think that there is a lot of growth 
potential for them (environmental 
companies),"’ said Calahan. "This 
industry is driven very much by 
regulations. A lot of those are changing 
and affecting more areas of commerce 
and everyday life.’ 

In addition, the U.S, government is 
spending more than ever on 
environmental protection. Calahan said 
such expenditures now constitute about 
1.5 percent of the gross national 
product, compared to ‘next to 
nothing’’ 15 years ago, 

Other counties are also looking to 
the U.S. for environmental services.

Taiwan, fora variety of political 
reasons, has a ‘buy America” policy 
focused on environmental products and 
services. 

Calahan said a group of Taiwanese 
companies will be in Massachusetts at 
the end of the month to shop the 
environmental market. 

And the general public's increasing 
concern about the environment has 
helped set the stave for a Ubriving 
environmental industry, 

Calahan cited recycling as an 
example of changing attitudes and 
noted that the thought of a viable 
recycling industry would have been 
unrealistic five years ago. 

Conover said the public's attention 
has also been captured by such issues 


as destruction of rain forests and global 
warming, 

“The public perception is that these 
are big problems contributing to the 
real issues we worry about.” he said. 

It remains unclear, however, what 
specific jobs will be created to fill 
environmental needs over the next 
several years, Calahan said the 
business council hopes to answer that 
question through a joint project with 
the Bay State Skills Corp... a quasi- 
public group. 

The organizations are surveying 
environmental employers about the 
type of people they hired five years 
ago, what type they are hiring now and 
what kinds of workers they expect to 
hire over the next several years 
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“We don't know what the answers 
are, but we do know there is a lot of 
demand for highly skilled workers 
particularly in the service industry 
said Calahan. 

These companies provide a variety 
of engineering consulting and planning 
services, helping firms do hazardous 
waste and solid waste assessments, 

Manufacturers are also key to the 
environmental industry. They are 
making pollution control equipment, 
waste water treatment plants as well as 
water quality and pesticide monitors. 

A third environmental sector is 
comprised of research labs that analyze 
air, soil and water samples to 
determine what chemicals are present. 
They actually monitor sites and assess 
the progress of cleanup efforts. 

Some large firms combine elements 
ofall three types of companies. Calahan 
said, for instance, that a company could 
hire a firm to plan, build and run a 
waste water treatment plant. 


Skoug said the bulk of new 
environmental business will be in 
cleaning contaminated water and soil. 

“You will also find business for 
people who have anything to do with 
improving sewage water treatment,” 
he said. 

Another growth area, Skoug said, is 
in the manufacture of various 
monitoring devices. This demand will 
then fuel high tech expansion because 
computer software will be required for 
the equipment. 

James Webber, vice president of 
human resources at GZA 
GeoFnvironmental Technologies Ine. in 
Newton Upper Falls, said he expects 10 
have an increasing need for 
environmental engincers due to an 
expected shortage in that field over the 
next 10 years, 

Webber said engineers specializing 
in such areas as waste water 
treatment, ground water engineering 
problems, remediation systems and 
water resource problems are among 
those who will be in demand. 

“What happens is that everyone in 
the industry is trying to hire the perfect 
individual ... and that person is 
probably very difficult to find,” said 
Webber. 

Asaresult, he said, GZA and other 
firms are going to have to pay more 
attention to developing good training 
programs. 

Calahan said colleges are expected 
to respond to training needs by 
establishing two-year degree programs 
allowing students to gain substantial 
technical knowledge in environmental

1. The Resume 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume Is an introduction. !t should be cancise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age, height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.)

2. Personal Assessment 


What can | do? What do | want to do? What do I do best? 


These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 


and dislikes. 
Here Is a simple project: 


List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 
strongest areas were math and mechanics. 


This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3. Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 


@ Standard and Poor's Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

@ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

Moody's (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

&% The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 


Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the job, but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it's safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure. play it safe Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Exampie: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt 


Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
Office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 


When called In, stand up, smite and shake hands, YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You've analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don't have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 


emotion. 


Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below 


Questions to ask the employer 


@ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

@ What are the job responsibilities? 

@ What skills are most important for the job? 

@ What kind of training is provided? 

@ What is the company’s history? 

@ What are the company’s goals? 

@ Where does the job lead? 

@ What is the salary range? 

@ What benefits are offered? 

i Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

@ What are the strengths and weaknesses of

the supervisor? (Don't be afraid to ask.) 
@ What Is the management style of 
the company?

@ If moving to another location. does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don’t have anything to add, restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 


the job.

What can they expect when it’s all over? oa oa

Making the transition from military 
fatigues to blue jeans can often be diffi- 
cult, but a myriad of benefits and services 
await the soldiers of Operation Desert 
Storm now slowly returning from the 
Middle East. 

And once state and federal laws are 
adopted to designate the troops of Opera- 
tion Desert Storm as veterans, Persian 
Gulf soldiers will be eligible for those 
benefits and services veterans of prior 
military conflicts now enjoy. 

The range of federal and state benefits 
that should be in place for America's 
“new family” of velerans are as diverse 
as the 500,000 soldiers sent half way ar- 
ound the world to drive Iraqi President 
Saddam Ilussein's forces from Kuwait. 

“The benefits will be the same as those 
that are available for veterans of World 
War H, Korea and Vietnam. We don't 
separate benefits,’ said Newton vet- 
eran’s agent Carleton Merrill. “We will 
assume the same benefits will be avail- 
able for our new family of veterans.” 

State and federal benefits run the gam- 
bit of educational assistance, health care, 
property tax exemptions, housing assis- 
tance. employment preference and psy- 
chological counseling, just too name a 
few. Massachusetts is the only state in the 
nation to offer its own program of bene- 
fits. along with assistance is filing federal 
claims. 

The first line of defense for the new 
veterans will be local service agents like 
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Merrill. “We are in fact an outreach 
center,” Merrill said. ‘‘We can cover 
anything from A to Z, and if we can’t help 
we'll find out who can.” 

State and federal veterans affairs offi- 
cials, however, are not anticipating any 
new programs for Desert Storm soldiers, 
who started heading to the Persian Gulf 
last summer. 

“The benefits really won't change.” 
said Larry Devine, spokesman for the 
federal Veterans Affairs Department. 
“The whole spectrum of veterans’ bene- 
fils are expanded and adjusted almost 
every year. There are so many current 
benefits that we feel we are meeting the 
needs of veterans,”’ he said. 

Walter Ryan, chief authorizer for the 
commonwealth’s Veterans’ Services 
agency, agreed. ‘‘We are lucky with whal 
we have,” Ryan said. ‘‘We would look at it 
from the other angle: What could they 
take away?” 

Unfortunately, Ryan suspects the big- 
gest problem facing soldiers returning 
from the Middle East will be making 
mortgage payments, which he said is not 
addressed by either state or federal bene- 
fits.'] don't know how in the name of God 
they could ever keep their mortgages,” 
Ryan said, 

Besides, Ryan said ‘‘a good majority” 
of the Persian Gulf soldiers did not see 
combat during the 100-day Gulf war so 
they should not suffer from the same 
psychological problems that Vietnam vet- 
erans experience. 

Meanwhile, Devine says Congress is 
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now considering legislation aimed at giv- 
ing soldiers of Desert Storm the same 
benefits other veterans now enjoy. The 
congressional actions, which he expects 
will take place within the next couple

Ready to come home 


NORWOOD — A week before 
the ground war began, Sgt. Mi- 
chael J. Perkins, a member of 
the Third Armored Cavalry Divi- 
sion stationed in the Gulf, was 
already dreaming of his return. 

“T can’t wait to to turn on a 
faucet, flick a light switch and 
drive a car again,’’ he told his 
brother a week before the 
ground war began in a half-hour 
conversation taped on the an- 
swering machine. 

But Perkins said he was deter- 
mined to do the job President 
George Bush had set out for him. 

“It is a job we have lo do,” he 
said. “If we don’t do it somebody 
else will.” 

He told his brother to tell his 
mother not to worry about him. 
And he asked them to contact his 
wife and children in Kentucky 
and play the phone tape to them, 
in case he wouldn't be abie to 
make another call from the 
front. 

Perkins was stationed in Fort 
Knox, K.Y., prior to being called 
up for duty in Operation Desert 
Shield in October. He is an ob- 
server on a Bradley Personnel 
Carrier. otherwise known as an 
M3. His job is to ride topside and 
look for mines and enemy 
planes. These carriers are de- 
signed to move fast, bul not to 
engage in battle. Information is 


then gathered and given to their 
commander or allied forces in 
charge which is then used for the 
battle plan, according to Master 
Sgt. Ken Distler of Fort Knox,

DEDHAM — Dennis C. Coga- 
vin, who hopes to be a police

Batin, about 50 miles from the 
Kuwait border during most of 
Operation Desert Storm. 

Cogavin’s duties included 
guarding weapon transporation 
to the frontline troops, process- 
ing enemy prisoners of war and, 
on a few occasions, escorting 
troops and supplies between 
Dhahran and Riyadh. He is cur- 
rently in Kuwait City and his 
family anticipates his return 
within the next few weeks. 

He is the son of Eileen Cogavin 
of Dedham. 


In the best tradition 


NORWOOD — Sgt. Patrick J. 
Egan is a citizen soldier in the 
best tradition of the United 
States military. 

When the conflict in the Per- 
sian Gulf broke out in August, he 
put down his college books and 
went to fight for his country, 
shuttling Patriot missles as well 
as troops and supplies to the Mid- 
dle East. 


And though he is just 20, the 
University of Massachusetts stu- 
dent had already demonstrated 
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his willingness to answer his 
country's call when the conflict 
with Iraq broke out. In 1989. he 
participated in the U.S. invasion 
of Panama, his father. Patrick J. 
Egan Sr., said. 

Sgt. Egan served on the flight 
crew of the Patriot Wing, which 
flew out of Westover Air Force 
Base, flying about 25 missions to 
the gulf.

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For members of 972nd 
still plenty of work

It took allied armies only 100 
hours to liberate Kuwait, but for 
the men and women of the 
Newton-based 972nd Military Po- 
lice, the ordeal of defeating 
Saddam Hussein’s forces began 
months before the ground war 
was launched. 

Members of the the Army Na- 
tional Guard’s 972nd Military 
Police Company of West Newton 
were among thousands of reser- 
vists and guardsmen called up 
by President Bush to support a 
massive deployment of US. 
troops in the months leading up 
to the Persian Gulf conflict. 

On Nov. 22, the 180 men and 
women of the military police unit 
turned in their blue jeans for 
combat fatigues and made the 
transition into the regular Army. 

Within two days of being 
placed on alert. the far-off con- 
cept of mobilization became re- 
ality. Students left class, em- 
ployees left work. and parents 
and spouses left home. The civi- 
lians became soldiers. 

The unit spent three rainy 


days packing at their West New- 
ton armory before shipping out 
to Fort Devens for predeploye- 
ment training. 

As diplomats and world lead- 
ers worked to prevent a shooting 
war in the Middle East, the sol- 
diers of the 972nd spent their 
days sharpening their combat 
skills at the lonely Ayer military 
post. 

Families were able to be with 
the military policemen when 
they were granted weekend pas- 
ses, but life just was not the 
same. 

The families of the 972nd 
pulled together and formed a 
support group that began to 
meet regularly at Newton City 
Hall. Help poured in from rela- 
tives, friends, and even helpful 
strangers. 

Tina Marchi of Newton, began 
to attend the family support 
nights to do whatever she could 
to help. 

“People were out halding signs 
saying ‘Support the Troops,’ but 
they weren't doing anything for 
the families. I just felt like I 
wanted to do something,”’ she 
said,

Marchi helped collect 500 
pieces of baby clothing for the 
soldiers’ spouses,introduced one 
dependent to a family counsel- 
lor, and cleaned the home of a 
soldier's mother who had suf- 
fered a stroke. 

“The need was overwhelm- 
ing,”’ she said. “I was glad I did 
it. I feel pretty good.” 

After having their departure 
date changed three times, the 
soldiers of the 972nd finally 
shipped out on Jan. 13, just three 
days before allied air units 
launched a massive air offensive 
against Iraq. 

Laden with combat gear and 
armed with assault rifles and 
automatic pistols, the military 
police left the United States from

chilly Westover Air Force Base 
in Chicopee, a major staging 
area during the war. 

According to Pvt. Wayne Gag- 
non, who left his wife and four 
children, the long flight was 
made easier by flight attendants 
who showed plenty of movies 
and volunteered letters by a civi- 
lian postal service that moved 
messages home faster than mili- 
tary channels. 

Gagnon, of Lowell, who in- 
jured his back while in Saudi 
Arabia, was evacuated to the 
United States and became the 
first member of the 972nd to 
make it home when he arrived at 
Fort Devens last week. 

Gagnon said his outfit landed 
at King Fahd Airport and was 
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transferred to ‘‘Cement City,” a 
factory that was used as a hold- 
ing area for about 6,000 troops 
awaiting their orders to move to 
the front. 

As troops began to move tow- 
ard the Kuwaiti border and war 
planes soared overhead enroute 
to bombing destinations, the 
972nd began to prepare for com- 
bat. Platoons, squads and rifle 
teams were dispatched indepen- 
dently to rehearse operations 
with the ist Cavalry Division, 
the 82nd Airborne Division, and 
Great Britain’s famed Desert 
Rats. 

“They were great. ] got the 
idea these guys would be lost 
without a war,” Gagnon said 
about the Desert Rats. ‘The de- 
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sert never even bothered them. 
Those guys looked like they were 
at a party. They had a good 
attitude.” 

Gagnon was injured while at- 
lempting to jump onto a moving 
“Hummvee,’’ the modern 
army's replacement for the 
legendary Jeep. After assessing 
his injuries, Army doctors or- 
dered him shipped home. 

‘I didn't want to leave until we 
had completed our mission, but J 
didn’t want to be a danger to 
myself or the team,” he said. 

When the allies iaunched a 
ground offensive into Kuwait 
and Iraq, the 972nd stayed on the 
move, as family members back 
home swapped information to 
figure out where the outfit had 
been during the war. Details of 
the unit’s combat activity re- 
main sketchy. 

According to the soldiers’ fam- 
ilies, the military police followed 
the Ist Infantry Division into 
combat and directed convoys to 
the front. When traqi forces 
crumbled, the 972nd transferred 
prisoners of war to Saudi Arabia. 


Family members said the unit 
handed the prisoners over to the 
Saudi Arabian military and 
moved into Kuwait City to main- 
lain law and order after the 
country’s capitol was liberated. 


According to Gagnon, enemy 
POWs began to filter across the 
Kuwaiti border into Saudi Ar- 
abia even before the allies 
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kicked off the ground offensive. 

The prisoners’ fighting spirits 
had been broken after their own 
people had Jeft them in suicide 
defensive positions — placed be- 
tween minefields. Those who 
safely made the perilous pas- 
sage to the allies side were mal- 
nourished — some too weak to 
carry their weapons, said 
Gagnon. 

Other soldiers of the 972nd re- 
ported to their families that 
some prisoners wrapped rags ar- 
ound their bare feet. Others wept 
and pleaded for American 
rations. 


The 972nd is now settled in 
along the Kuwaiti-Saudi border 
awaiting further assignments, 
according to family members. 
Nobody has heard even a rumor 
of when the unit will be deacti- 
vated, although some family 
members are hoping a date will 
be selected some lime in May. 


Family members say they are 
now able to relax a bit more, 
knowing that their loved ones 
will no longer be in combat. Now 
they are left with the restless- 
ness of waiting for the 972nd to 
return home. 


Until that day comes, the fami- 
lies say they will stay together 
for support, continue swap let- 
ters and photographs sent from 
Saudi Arabia, and plan the celeb- 
rations and parties of 
homecoming.

She said the 200 members of 
the 972nd Military Police com- 
pany from the West Newton 
Armory are still busy in the 
Middle East. notably handling 
Iraqi prisoners of war not yet 
released. 

“There is a lot of clean up. a 
lot of thing to be doing.” she 
said. ‘‘We got a call from one 
of our units that got a satellite 
phone. They are getting anxi- 
ous (to return) over there, but 
they are still doing their job. 
They are still needed.” 

Merril] said families of sol- 
diers in the 972nd have heard 
the unit might return in May. 
but are still waiting for defini- 
tive plans.

Legislature funded these bon- 
uses, but State Treasurer Joseph 
Malone recently established A 
Hero's Welcome, a fund-raising 
drive to collect private funds for 
the bonuses. 

Veterans, however, will be en- 
titled ta state and federal 
benefits. 

“The federal benefits operate 
entirely independent of any ben- 
efits al the state level,’ Devine 
of the federal affairs department 
said. 

Some of the federal legislation 
now pending before Congress 
looks to ease the time require- 
ments for educational and hous 
ing benefits since the Persian 
Gulf war only Jasted six months 
Otherwise, Devine said many of 
the soldiers would not qualify for 
any federal financial assistance. 

Under current federal guide- 
lines, veterans must now serve 
at least two years during a war 
time period to qualify for educa- 
ticnal assistance, while soldiers 
seeking federally guaranteed 
louns or mortgages must have 
served for al least 141 days 
Devine said. 

The federal gavernment alsa 
provides benefits for the suri 
Ing spouses and dependents af 


veterans killed in the line of 
duty. A soldiers killed on active 
duty is entitled lo be buried in a 
national cemelery, and several 
already have been laid to rest in 
the national! grave sites, Devine 
said. 

In addition, the veteran's sur- 
viving family is entiJed to a 
portion of the deceased’s salary 

ased on rank, as well as some 
educational benefits. 

Devine said most of the cur- 
rent federal benefits grew out of 
the experience of the Vietnam 
veteran. 

He says the VA has asked that 
those eligibility requirements 
and programs, particularly 
counseling services, be ex- 
panded for Desert Storm 
veterans. 

Across the country there are 
196 ‘vet centers,”’ which were 
created to deal with the special 
problems facing Vietnam veter- 
ans. These centers are available 
for counseling in post-traumatic 
stress disorder, other psycholog- 
ical problems or dependency on 
alcohol or drugs. 

In addition, Devine said there 
sre 172 medical centers and out- 
patient clinics around the nation, 
which are available for veterans 
ofl at regular basis. 


A MOTHER WAITS 


It’s Christmas until he comes back

BELMONT — Though for most 
of us spring is around the corner, 
it’s still Christmas at Peggy 

Lyons’ home on Horace Road. 

Her reason? Stephen Lyons 
Jr., 22. Her son is a military 
police officer with the 24th Me- 
chanized Infantry Division in 
Saudi Arabia. 

Christmas, Lyons said, is her 
son's favorite time of the year. 
He had to miss it in 1990, spend- 
ing it in the Persian Gulf waiting 
for the war which started less 
than a month later. The subject 
of Christmas comes up every 
time the two talk. 

“Stephen has always loved 
Christmas. I have kept the tree 
and all the fixings,” Lyons said. 
Now she is going to make sure he 
celebrates Christmas 1990 in 
1991, as soon as he gets home. 

“He keeps asking me if I am 
really going to keep all the 
Christmas lights for him. I tell 
him ‘You should know me bet- 
ter,’ ’ Lyons said. 

Stephen Lyons graduated from 
the Belmont High School in 1987, 
after which he worked for the 
Belmont Police, where his father 
is a patrolman as a dispatcher. 
He enlisted in the Army in Oc- 
tober 1989, and after initial train-

ing in Fort McClellan, Alabama, 
was stationed in Fort Stewart, 
Georgia. 

Stephen Lyons was sent to 
Saudi Arabia on Aug. 15, right 
after Operation Desert Shield 
was set rolling. 

Despite the gloomy setting of 
the war and the unrelenting de- 
sert conditions, Lyons said that 
in his letters her son always 
seemed cheerful. ‘‘He seemed to 
be in good shape, and was happy 
to be serving his country,” she 


said. 

The last letter that she re- 
ceived from him was dated Feb. 
18. 

“I am having a iti as soon 
as he gets home, and all the town 
is invited,’ Peggy Lyons said. 
“The townspeople have been 
very good in writing and sending 
packages.” 

The 24th Mechanized Infantry, 
stationed in Kuwait, was sent 
into Iraq during the 100-hour 
ground war in a flanking man- 
euver toward the Euphrates 
River to cut off Iraqi Republican 
Guard formations. 

One problem with being in 
such a sensitive unit, Lyons said, 
was that often she could not find 
out concrete details about her 
son's whereabouts. 

“He sent us a videotape,”’ soon 


after they moved toward the 
Euphrates River. Unfortunately, 
“he couldn’t tell us where he was 
going”’ at the time, or where he 
was stationed, Peggy Lyons 
said. 

She has been practically 
“walking on cloud nine’’ since 
the end of the war. However, 
despite the peace, very little 
news from soldiers is coming out 
of Kuwait, Iraq, or Saudi Arabia 
to their families, Lyons said. 
Frequently, the families have to 
rely on second-hand. informa- 
tion, which more often than not 
turns to be false, she said. 

For example, Michelle Dubord 
of Bridgewater, Stephen Lyons’ 
girlfriend, told Peggy Lyons last 
week that she had been given an 
approximate date for Stephen’s 
return to the United States. Du- 
bord said she was told that most 
of the division’s members would 
be coming home within days. 

However, Lyons said at the 
town celebration in honor of the 
town’s soldiers on recently that 
the latest news she has heard is 
that her son’s unit will not be 
back in the United States until 
the end of March. 

One way or another, whenever 
Stephen Lyons Jr. returns home, 
you can be sure that the whole 
town will know about it.

Vietnam veterans remember different kind of homecoming

ARLINGTON — Not everyone 
gets a parade, 

‘When I got home they were 
throwing ved paint on the 
soldiers. calling them baby 
killers, and wearing the 
American flag on the seat of 
their pants — they were the 
enemy.’ says Charles Annable. 
a veteran of the Vietnam War 

As the troops begin to trickle in 
from the Mideast. veterans from 
a more unpopular war watch the 
television and wonder what they 
did wrong 

Annable. like thousands of 
other veterans of his era. 
remembers a different kind of 
welcome, “When we came home 
herve was still a lot of bad Lluod 
between the American peaple 
and those who'd served. You 

t get anything from the peo- 
ple When vou were ¢ ha 
vou th get a fot ol heat 
sometimes even lights 
Annable. who lives in Arlington 

There were nevet stames 
ever. of heroes, There were no 
heroes in Vietnam, he sa 

Wayne Fisher, 39, 1s now living 
a! the New England Sheiter tor 
Homeiess Veterans on Court 
Street. in Boston “They're ac 
cepting them a lot better than 
thes accepted us.” says Fisher. 
who Hew fighters over Vietnam 
Irom 1969-71 He retired as a ma- 


jor. ‘There weren't any crowds 
waiting at the airports — we just 
went into the lounge and got 
plowed.” 

“They wanted me to re-enlist. 
but I said no thank you, I have a 
wife lo go home to. They weren't 
really too cool about that.” 

Fisher's story is as long and 
complex as war itself. Returning 
home to Andover after a two- 
week debriefing in Texas (‘‘We 
had to wear our dress blues on 
the plane home,” he recalls.), 
Fisher returned to find he was 
out of Louch with his wife, and 
they were soon divorced. Fisher 
married again and, eventually, 
divorced again He studied and 
obtained a Ph [) He worked tora 
while doing high voltage ex- 
periments for the Boston 
Transformer company (°°3,000 
volts -- one bad move and you 
were a pece of burnt toast.” he 
says Then he tell down a flight 
of 36 stairs and split his head 
open opened his mind to the 
world. as he puts il. He had 
operations. and then the dactor 
fold him he couldn't work 
anymore He has to take daily 
medicalion $¢ avoid having a 
seizure 

Now he sits in the shelter 
which serves about 1,500 
veterans off and on, in some

Fighting brings back pain,

Welt ES ele) Town 
Veteran Director Arthur Cugno

Each morning, Cugno loa 
rationed amount of water was 
poured into each soldiers 
helmet After using the water to 
brush their teeth, soldiers would 
spettt back in the helmet and 
reuse it to shave

when the US fost about 70 of 658 
bombers in a daytight attack on 
Berhn on March 4.

On April 11 and April 29. 64

“Ti was a heck of a mess,” Ket- 
tendor! said.

reporter about his life He iooks 
like he just got back from the 
war, in fact. With a bandage 
wrapped around his shaved head 
and dried blood showing on his 
cheek, Fisher says he’s in a lot of 
pain because the night belore he 
had a seizure and knocked his 
head on a cement block. He just 
gol back from the hospital. 
Fisher has been in the shelter 
for nine months, it gives him a 


place to talk to people who 
understand where he's coming 
from. 

Fisher thinks veterans should all 
be able to understand each other. 
“We're all brothers — that’s 
what we call each other here, 
‘brothers.””’ 

However, some veterans just 
don't understand him and his 
friends. ‘If we run into younger 
guys, who are still in “the ser- 
vice© or have just come back, 
they don’t really like us,"’ he 
says. Others they can talk to. 
“We all relate when they look at 
us not as nasty. baby-killing peo- 
ple, but as brothers, as 
veterans.” 

Otis Hilhard is a security 
guard at the shelter, and he serv- 
ed in the 1st Marine Division in 
Vietnam from 1967-68. He says 
that the current celebration 
overshadows the poor treatment 
his generation of veterans got. 

“I'm just picking up the 
pieces, these guys know exactly 
what they're going to get — they 
have the floormat right in front 
of them, and we still don’t have 
it,” says Hilliard. 

“T wear my ribbon and I'm 
proud of these guys, but we 
weren | honored,” says Hilliard. 
“They're going to get the biggest 
parade in history and J don't 
think that’s right.” 

Hilliard recalls that 178,000 
Americans were killed in Viet- 


nam, whereas the figures barely 
reached the three digit mark for 
U.S. soldiers in the Gulf War. 
“Vietnam vets are being shut out 
because it was in a different era 
in time. I praise these guys, they 
did a good job, but so did we. 
Don't just cast us aside.” 

Annable says that the Gulf 
troops deserve the parades, the 
grand welcome. He thinks it’s 
just a matter of survival. ‘‘Each 
generation of vets have their own 
war. It's a soldier's war, not the 
country’s war, and he has to acl 
with that war. It doesn't matter 
if you get support or not — you 
still have to fight your own war.” 

In fact, Annable has seen two 
wars, as he served in both Korea 
and Vietnam. He feels thal 
civilians shouldn't protest if they 
haven't seen war. Bul he 
respects those like Ron Kovic — 
topic of the film ‘Born on the 
Fourth of July” — who protest 
against war after they ve seen it. 

“Nobody wants war The 
greatest hater of war is a soldier. 
But civilians have a caricature 
of war,” he says. 

Looking back on the Vietnam 
Era, Annable thinks the people 
really hurt the veterans. He 
despised the whole ‘“‘peacenik 
movement,” as he calls it. “Once 
there was a peacenik in Harvard 
Square — dirty slimy hair, wear- 
ing dirty clothes, singing about 
poor children being killed.

High-tech weapons helped turn tide

Moments earlier, the first Pat- 
riot missile to be used in combat 
had knocked an Iraqi Scud out of 
the skies above Dhahran, Saudi 
Arabia. 

Proudly, one of the U.S. sol- 
diers manning the missile de- 
fense system told a television 
reporter: ‘‘The sucker works!" 

And so the Patriot and its man- 
ufacturer, Massachusetts-based 
Raytheon, the state's largest 
employer, became overnight 
heroes in the first week of the 
Persian Gulf War. 

Five days after the start of the 
war, Raytheon’s stock gained 
$4.50 on Wall Street and is now 
selling at around the $75 level. 
The company, which had a re- 
cord year in 1990, is riding the 
success of the Patriot in 1991. 

The Patriot yielded more than 
$1 billion in Raytheon sales in 
1989 and $1.5 billion last year. 
After Iraq invaded and overran 
Kuwait last August, the com- 
pany began increasing 
production. 

At the start of this year, 
Raytheon had a $513 million or- 
der to replace six Patriot sys- 
tems already in the U.S. inven- 
tory. Congress was also ex- 
pected to consider a request by 
the Saudis for 20 more systems, 
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government sources said last 
month. 

And Israel, whom the USS. 
aided during the war by sending 
four Patriot systems to help de- 
fend the Jewish state against 
Scud attacks, may want to buy 
some of their own. 

The missiles, which cost about 
$500,000 each, carry high- 
explosive fragmentation war- 
heads designed to knock down 
attacking aircraft and rockets. 
The 18-foot-tall, 16-inch- 
diameter missiles, which fly at 
slightly more than 2,900 mph, 
have a range of only 37 to 50 
miles. 

The missiles are used in con- 
junction with radar equipment 
on the ground, which essentially 
asks incoming targets whether 
they are friend or foe. 

The Patriot maintained a 
near-perfect record in knocking 
out the Scuds, and was an espe- 
cially strong political tool in mi- 
nimizing damage in Israel. That 
prevented Iraq from drawing Is- 
rael into the war and possibly 
forcing the Arab members of the 
U.S.-led coalition to break from 
the group and switch sides. 

One visible blemish was the 
Scud that struck a barracks in 
Dhahran in the war's closing 
days, killing 28 U.S. service per- 
sonnel. But there was no evi-

dence that a Patriot was fired in 
an attempt to intercept the Scud. 

The success of the Patriot was 
also a vindication for those at 
Raytheon who worked on the 
project. And on Feb. 15, Presi- 
dent Bush commended their ef- 
forts when he visited Raytheon’s 
missile-systems division in 
Andover. 

“For years, we've heard that 
anti-missile defenses won't 
work,” Bush told about 7,000 who 
gathered to hear him speak. 
“Some people called it impossi- 
ble, you called it your job. They 
were wrong, you were right.” 

The crowd screamed. 

One of the thousands, Philip J. 
Gately, 53, a manager at the 
Andover plant, couldn't help but 
shed a few tears during the pres- 
ident’s speech. 

“We worked our asses off,"’ he 
said. ‘There were plenty of long 
nights and long days. This was 
not an overnight success.” 

But another manager at the 
plant, Robert Storella of Acton, 
said the Patriot’s eventual suc- 
cess would be no surprise. After 
the first Scuds were knocked out 
of the Israeli and Saudi skies, “‘it 
was almost like people (at 
Raytheon) sort of expected it.” 
“For years, we've heard that 
anti-missile defenses won't 
work.

Mulch makes gardening easier 


Associated Press 
ork smarter, not 
harder, in your 
garden this spring 
and summer, using 
mulch to control 
weeds and con- 

serve moisture. 

Mulch, which may range from grass 
clippings to black plastic to old newspa- 
pers, will inhibit weed growth, slow 
evaporation of water from the soil, 
keep crops cleaner by preventing mud- 
dy spatters, prevent soil erosion and 
crusting. 

Organic mulches — hay, leaves, 
compost, straw and ground corm cobs 
— are advantageous because they are 
biodegradable, meaning that they can 
be plowed under in the fall to improve 
soil and add nutrients. Inorganic black 
plastic should be taken up in the fall. 

Black plastic laid down in early 
spring helps keep plants warm so they 
can get an early start. Organic mulches 
serve best after soil has warmed, es- 
pecially in areas with short growing 
seasons. If applied too early, organic 
mulches will keep the soil cold and 
slow plant growth. 

Mulches applied in summer slow 
evaporation of water from soil, so 
plants are less likely to be stressed by

dry weather and require watering less 
often. They also smother weed seed- 
lings and prevent light from reaching 
weed seeds near the soil surface. 

Mulching is most successful against 
smal! annual weeds. Perennial grasses 
such as quackgrass and large annuals 
may work up through organic mulches. 

However, moisture under mulch 
can be a disadvantage if your soil is 
heavy and poorly drained. On heavy 
clay soil, black plastic may cause plants 
to suffer from too much water and in- 
sufficient air around roots. Organic 
mulches that keep soil cool and moist 
may encourage slugs by providing 
them with ideal daytime shelters. 

Water can penetrate several inches 
of organic material, but you'll have to 
poke some holes in plastic to admit 
rain or irrigation. Trickle irrigation sys- 
tems or soaker hases can help. 

Plastic mulch is suggested for mel- 
ons, cucumbers, tomatoes, peppers 
and other crops that need warm soil to 
get a quick start. Mulch should cover 
the entire area that the plants eventu- 
ally will cover. This will keep the fruits 
off the ground, keep them clean, dis- 
courage rot, and reduce cultivation 
work, 

How much mulch is needed? It de- 
pends, of course, on the size of the 
garden. Black plastic is 1' mil thick. 
Three or four sheets of newspaper are 
adequate. Around low plants such as 
lettuce and radishes 1‘ to 2 inches of 
organic mulch should be enough. 
Around taller plants, an inch is recom- 
mended in the seedling or early trans- 
plant stage, increasing to 3 inches as 
they grow taller. 

Apply mulch on a calm day. Water- 
ing lightweight mulches will help settle 
them. Anchor black plastic, burying it 
3 inches deep on all sides so wind can't 
get beneath and carry it off.

Fifty years after World War II, 
Americans may find growing their own 
fruits and vegetables profitable as well 
as healthful, as their grandparents did 
then. With war in the Persian Gulf pos- 
sibly increasing oil and transportation 
costs and an uncertain economy at 
home and abroad, having your own 
food resource could be smart, as well 
as pleasurable. 

World War II Victory Gardens 
flourished in vacant lots, bits of parks 
and housing developments, city roof- 
tops, and even old parking lots. Gov- 
ernments and garden clubs encouraged 
people to try growing fresh, healthful 
vegetables to supplement rationing and 
offset wartime food shortages, caused 
by hoarding or lend-lease to allies. 
(Some lend-lease purchases were fran- 
tic and haphazard. Among purchases 
were 100,000 pounds of cucumber 
seed for the Russians.)

School cooking or home economics 
classes were pressed into service for 
canning or preserving surplus har- 
vests. You could buy cans. Instructors 
showed you how to process and pack 
vegetables and fruits grown on what 
once had been rock-strewn, debris- 
filed land cleared and doctored for 
planting. 

Often Victory Gardens were the 
basis for social gatherings. Friendships 
developed. Seeds and seedlings were 
exchanged by gardeners. Harvests of- 
ten were shared; surpluses were given 
to churches, clubs, and fraternal or- 
ganizations. 

! learned about sharing during my 
own Victory Garden days, 

In Maine, Arthur Hawkins, late 
farm reporter for the Portland Press- 
Herald, a good friend and neighbor, 
shared chores. Together we visited 
famed author Kenneth Roberts at 
Kennebunkport, where we watched 
him dowse for water with forked twigs 
and left him vegetable seedlings in ex- 
change for tiny, orange-colored Dutch 
potatoes, 

| learned aboul another kind of 
sharing through my reporting work. A 
tip from the owner of a Maine boys’ 
camp led me to widely published story 
about some of his campers who had 
volunteered to pick snap beans — for 
free — for a farmer who couldn't find 
harvesters for his ripening crop be- 
cause of the wartime labor shortage. 

During that period, I had a half acre 
under cultivation, mostly with vegeta- 
bles. At harvest, we would load our 
car with produce to deliver to friends 
too busy, lazy or without gasoline to 
come and get them. Those who de- 
clined our prolific summer squash gol 
no com. (Did you ever taste hot, bul- 
tered sweet corn cooked minutes after 
picking?) 

Before | had my own big yard in 
Maine, a friendly dairy farmer allowed 
me to plant a Victory Garden on one of 
his empty pastures, with free manure. 
In return, | assisted with his haying 
and once helped free a pregnant cow 
from a muddy ditch and deliver twin 
calves. Both calves were female; one 
was named Earlene in my honor. 

Though there is no rationing emer- 
gency today, the war and the economy 
could make a Victory Garden a sensi- 
ble project. 

The biggest impact on food prices 
may come from swings in oil prices. 
Dr. Dick Edwards of the Texas Agri- 
cullural Extension Service says foods 
hardest hit by increased transportation 
costs will include certain fresh  pro- 
duce, frozen seafoods and many im- 
ported fruits and veyetables. He esti- 


mates the cost of fuels and electric 
components at about 5 percent of retail 
food prices. 

“Higher oil prices eventually will 
raise the many costs of the food chain, 
from agricultural chemicals to plastic 
pop bottles,’ Edwards says. ‘‘This 
also would include wrapping materials 
on many packaged items. Rising costs 
eventually wil] put upward pressure on 
labor costs, and the overall rise in food 
costs could easily hit 10 percent.”* 

Vegetable gardening is an enjoy- 
able, environmentally safe hobby that 
could give you fresh produce worth 10 
to 15 times your investment in seeds 
and toals. 


A vegetable garden can yield $200 
to $500 worth of produce while the 
cost of seeds, chemicals and miscella- 
neous supplies for such a garden is 
about $20 to $35, says Les Taylor, 
Michigan State University Cooperative 
Extension Service home garden spe- 
cialist. 


Community gardens can be used by 
people who do nol have their awn 
land, though the drawbacks are being 
bound by a schedule, improving a lot 
one year that you might not use the 
next, and vandalism. If you can ar- 
range it, you’re better off using part of 
a neighbor's plot. 


“Vegetable Gardens don't have to 
be located in the back yard, nor do 
they have to be laid out like cemeter- 
ies,’’ says Taylor. ‘‘Vegetables can be 
grown beside flowers or in contain- 
ers.” 

To ensure a steady supply of fresh 
vegetables, plant cool-weather crops 
such as peas, onions, beets, radishes 
and kohlrabi, which are not damaged 
by minor frost, and warm-season crops 
such as sweet corn and snap beans. 
Many vegetables may be started in- 
doors and then transplanted outdoors 
when the ground warms. 

If you store seeds, keep them ina 
cool, dry place, such as a tightly closed 
jar in a refrigerator. 


Concentrate on nutrition and vol- 
ume in vegetable production. Give in- 
creased space to root crops; keep your 
garden’s fertility built up because fer- 
tilizers become scarce in a major war. 

One seedman has suggested that 
Victory Gardens, sometimes called 
Economy or War Gardens, might not 
be of the same value as in the past 
should there be atomic warfare. 
Above-ground plantings of lettuce, to- 
matoes and corn may not fare as well 
as root crops like potatoes, carrots and 
beets,

low, thatched cottage 
with a climbing rose, a 
winding path among

this is the garden of the romantic’s 
imagination. 

Visitors to Britain may have seen 
the real thing in endless variety. 

In western England’s Cotswolds, 
the cottage garden achieves something 
of an ideal against the honey-colored 
local stone of 400-hundred-year-old 
houses. 

But the garden is just as suitable to 
the red brick of the south or cool gray 
stone of the north, where it runs less 
risk of appearing precious. 

The essence of the cottage garden 
is informality; its charm is in its art- 
lessness. 

It is a small and intimate garden 
with flowers in profusion, densely 
planted, spilling over the path and self- 
sowing among the paving stones. But 
it is a controlled profusion, not a jun- 
gle. 

Because this style evolved among 
working people with little spare time 
or money, it is practical. There are 
flowers to cut for the table, useful 
herbs growing near the kitchen door, 
and the most fragrant plants close to 
the windows to scent the house on 
summer nights. Flowers that need 
coddling would not do. 

One part of the garden — often at 
the far end — was set aside for the es- 
sential vegetables and perhaps a chick- 
en coop. 

But here, we are dealing with the 
flowers. 

Much of the garden furniture sold 
now is more suited to the gentry’s

Informality, artlessness make the cottage garden charming 


country estate than to the makeshift of 
the cottager’s humble patch. So if you 
decide to make a cottage garden you 
would be better off with the plainest of 
wooden benches. 

At the low end of the scale there is 
the danger of the cute — as the Eng- 
lish say, ‘‘twee'’ — with milk churn 
planters or thatched bird feeders. 

Lawns did not figure in the life of 
hard-working cottagers who needed 
what yard they had to grow food and 
flowers. But there’s no reason you 
can’t have a lawn and a cottage garden 
together. The spirit of the thing does 
require a lawn of informal shape, and 
the plantings at the sides should be 
wide, not narrow flower beds. 

You can keep the garden close to 
the back of the house and leave the 
lawn beyond it. Or if it suits your loca- 
tion, you can do your cottage planting 
at the front. But a fence, wall or hedge 
of some kind is essential. The cottage 
garden has boundaries and needs lux- 
uriant climbing plants spilling over 
walls or framing gates. 

You will need a climbing rose or 
two against the house or on an arbor, 
or both. Gloire de Dijon is one of the 
oldest and best: palest buff yellow with 
apricot at the center, fragrant and will- 
ing to repeat flower, For bright yellow 
there is Lawrence Johnston, a strong 
grower that wants a good 20 feet of 
space. 

If you want a red, red rose, Etoile 
de Hollande is very vigorous, heavily 
scented and has velvety crimson 
blooms. There is a bush version of 
this, so be sure you're buying the 
climber. 

For white, there is Mme. Alfred 
Carriere, which will cover a large area, 
is very hardy and flowers repeatedly. 
There are many pink climbers, includ- 
ing the 19th century Zephirine Drouhin

time or money, it is prac- 
tical. There are flowers to 
cut for the table, useful 
herbs growing near the 
kitchen door, and the 
most fragrant plants close 
to the windows. 


and her 20th century cousin, Kathleen 
Harrop, ina slightly subtler color. 

All are pretty rugged, but if you live 
in the north you should check before 
you buy. If you don't have severe win- 
ters the choice widens considerably. 

When it comes to rose bushes, the 
modern hybrid tea rose is not really 
suitable for a cottage garden. But if 
you already have some you don’t want 
to part with, try letting them grow 
more naturally. Spare the hard prun- 
ing, let them fill out a bit and gain 
some height. 

This is the place for the old shrub 
roses — the moss roses, Gallicas, Al- 
bas, Bourbons and Damasks — with 
their gentle colors and intense per- 
fume. Many bloom only once a year, 
often over an extended period, but the 
transitory nature of their beauty only 
makes you cherish them more. 

The other climber you need is hon- 
eysuckle, and if you can find a place for 
it near a window, the fragrance will 
waft into your house on the summer 
breezes. Lonicera periclymenum is the 
common honeysuckle, or woodbine, 
and is common for the best of reasons. 
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It settles in quickly, flowers sweetly 
and profusely and grows fast. 

If you have room for large shrubs, 
the common lilac and the white-flow- 
ered philadelphus, or mock orange, 
with their unforgettable perfume, are 
old favorites. 

The rest of the garden should com- 
bine bulbs, hardy perennials and annu- 
als — not standing off in exclusive 
groups but mixing in companionably. 
That goes for the roses, too, especial- 
ly tall, unfettered shrub roses, whose 
lax, ower-laden branches look natural 
hovering over perennials. 

As with any garden, you have to 
think of plant heights and guess how 
flowers will look side by side. But 
whatever you plant should not look too 
composed. Some of the best combina- 
tions are accidental, as every gardener 
knows. 

Daffodils and forget-me-nots are a 
wonderful start to the spring. So are 
primroses, small species tulips and 
lungwort (Pulmonaria officinalis), which 
is a great deal prettier than it sounds, 
with clusters of pink-and-blue flowers 
over spotted leaves. It flowers early 
and likes shade. 

A basic bulb of the cottage garden 
is the pure white madonna lily of mid- 
summer, which many gardeners find 
temperamental, with its need for good 
drainage and vulnerability to botrytis 
and virus. Vita Sackville-West, whose 
garden at Sissinghurst (now a National 
Trust property) applies cottage-garden 
principles on a grand scale, thought 
cottagers helped the lilies by their hab- 
it of throwing out soapy washwater 
onto the flower beds. It now appears 
soap protects against botrytis. 

The regal lily, Lilium regale, is 
probably easier to grow and very fra- 
grant, too. It is white, touched with 
pink. 


Peonies are beautiful herbaceous 
plants, scented and long-lived. with 
large flowers in many shades of red, 
pink and cream. 


Purply blue delphiniums and holly- 
hocks of many colors are tall, for the 
back of the garden. 


Herbs like pungent rosemary, dill 
with its lacey head, and pink-flowerec 
chives look pretty among the flowers. 
And lavender is indispensable. 

For the rest, the choice is huge. 
The later, hybridized varieties of some 
flowers have colors that are too harsh, 
but there is no reason to shy away 
from bright colors. 

There are lime-green lady's man- 
tle, bright blue cornflowers, red and 
orange poppies, and daisies both white 
and yellow. 

Remember especially Canterbury 
bells, sweet William and love-in-a-mist; 
and old-fashioned pinks with a powerful 
clove scent that hardly seems possible 
in so small a flower. 

Sweet peas need a little netting or 
wire to climb and will bloom continu- 
ously if you just remember to cut the 
flowers before they go to seed. 

Day lilies, in familiar orange or qui- 
eter pinks and yellows, are very tough 
and spread into good-sized clumps. 

Tall, shade-loving foxgloves and 
tiny, sun-loving forget-me-nots  self- 
sow prolifically and show up in unex- 
pected places. They and the wandering 
columbine will ensure that even if you 
fall into the trap of composing your 
garden too carefully, nature will bail 
you out. 

This style of garden is increasingly 
popular and there are several books on 
the subject, including ‘“The Cottage 
Garden,”’ by Christopher Lloyd and 
Richard Bird, published in the United 
States by Prentice Hall Press.

“Stenciling isn’t at all hard,”’ she says. ‘‘Of all the 
decorative arts, it’s the one that take the least formal 
training. Just practice and get your confidence up. 
You'll do fine.”’ 

Among Jan’s stenciling tips: 
> Don’t use too much paint. ‘‘It’s hard to discipline 
yourself, but you want to blot your brush or sponge so 
there’s hardly any paint on it at all. You always can add 
more color.”’ 
> Keep the stencil clean. ‘‘Stop occasionally and wash it 
off. The paint tends to build up around the edges and 
distort the design. 
> Start with acrylic paints. ‘‘With acrylics, you can take a 
wet rag and correct your mistakes.’’ 
> Don’t worry if it’s not perfect. ‘‘Little imperfections are 
what give stencil designs character.’

I really doesn’t matter which side of a 
planted seed should face up. Only bulbs and 
coms need be oriented, with the root end down. 
The only kind of garden seed that benefits from 
your turning it probably is the large-seeded 
lima or butter bean. These are so broad that 
they have to struggle to force their seed leaves 

(cotyledons) through crusted clay soil. 
Many veteran gardeners plant lima bean seeds 
on edge. It doesn’t seem to matter whether 
the eye is up or down because in this position 
the seed can rotate easily once it sends down a 
root and gains leverage. 
If your soil is sandy, or mellow and crumbly

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Tips for faux finishes

aybe there ‘‘ain’t 
nothin’ like the real 
thing,’’ but faux fin- 
ishing is a way to 
make the fake look 
authentic. 

Using paints and materials ranging 
from rubber floor mats wrapped 
around paint rollers to feathers and 
sticks, craftsmen can create the illu- 
sion of such surfaces as fossilized lime- 
stone, time-worn pine and polished 
malachite and marble. 

Depending upon whether you do 


the work yourself or hire a profession- 
al, putting a faux finish on an object can 
be less expensive and faster than the 
actual wood or stone desired. 


"It's popular now because it’s 
cheaper than using the real marble, 
and a lot of those marbles you can’t 
even get now,’’ says Vern Peasha, a 
St. Louis Park, Minn., painting consul- 
tant and, for 37 years, a painter him- 
self. 


For starters, here’s how to do a 
simple marble faux finish on a wall: 
@ First paint your wall with an alkyd-

based paint (oil-based paint that’s been 
thinned with solvent) in the main color 
you want, such as beige, pale blue or 
light rose, using a roller.

W The next day, using a sponge or 
cheesecloth, apply the second coat of 
alkyd- or latex-based paint you want as 
your secondary color.

hen it’s time for 

some interior dec- 

orating in your pe- 

riod home, think 

paint. 

Not only is inte- 

rior painting an easy way to make a 
room look clean and fresh, it’s rela- 
tively inexpensive, too. Thanks to the 
many companies that offer historical 
paint lines, old-house owners won't 
sacrifice authenticity when making this 
choice. 


Of course, like everything else, 
paint and the way it’s made has 
changed over the years and for the 
better. Some paint companies base 
their historical paint lines an documen- 
tary research. Usually this includes old 
color cards, product information and 
books. Some go a step further and ac- 
tually base a historical paint color on 
physical research conducted on exist- 
ing period buildings. 

Layer after layer of old paint is 
carefully removed until the original 
coating is found. Samples are taken of 
this original coating and through labo- 
ratory analysis a reproduction color, 
based on its pigment, is duplicated in a 
modern paint. 

You must remember, though, that 
our tastes today aren't necessarily the 
same as those of our ancestors. With 
this in mind, some companies have 
modified period colors to appeal to the

modern eye. Unfortunately, many sup- 
pliers don’t tell you when they've done 
this. So if you're striving for a muse- 
um-like reproduction in your home, 
you'll have to study the color cards 
carefully. If not, these slight adapta- 
tions shouldn't matter. 


One way paint has changed through 
the ages, prior to 1700, is in the use of 
whitewash, a popular interior paint in 
the colonies. An inexpensive and easily 
available mixture of slaked lime and 
water, it resembled liquid plaster. (You 
can still find whitewash paints in some 
historic lines.) Easy to use, whitewash 
was a way to make things look clean 
and neat. One problem with white- 
wash, though, was its impermanence. 
It didn’t last long and washed off easily 
with water, 


Another early paint that goes back 
to the founding of this country is milk 
paint. Often preferred for interior 
work because it didn’t have an un- 
pleasant odor ~- like the also available 
oil-based paints — milk, as its name 
implies, was used as the water and 
binder. 


(Many old-house restorers long for 
the rather uneven look of ofd, milk- 
painted walls. One company that still 
makes milk paint the old-fashioned 
way, using earth-based pigments for a 
truly authentic look is The Old-Fash- 
ioned Milk Paint Co., Box 222, Gro- 
ton, MA 01450).

f aerobic exercise is part of the 
prescription for a healthy heart 
and good muscle tone, the great 
news for gardeners is that they 
may be doing just what the doc- 
tor ordered. 

Physical education experts confirm 
that gardening can provide a thorough 
workout. Taking into account the enor- 
mous emotional satisfaction of garden- 
ing, time spent in the backyard can be 
the mental and physical equivalent of a 
day at a health spa. 

As it works muscles by combining 
several types of motions, gardening 
tones the upper body and serves as 
especially effective exercise for hips, 
thighs and calves. In addition, most 
gardening activities are low impact — 
easy on joints. 

And gardening burns up to 600 
calories an hour, a bonus for those 
watching their pounds as well as their 
posies. 

Before running for the rake, a word 
of caution: A workout in the garden, 
especially if it’s the first of the season, 
should begin like any fitness program, 
sensibly and slowly. While warm 
spring sunshine lures winter-weary 
muscles — and psyches — to overdo, 
be aware that gardeners who throw 
themselves feverishly into a strenuous 


is, | 


project are risking pulled muscles and 
possible injury. 

Begin the season with just an hour 
or two of moderate activity. Don’t try 
to cram everything into one weekend. 
There will be others. 

Precede each gardening session 
with a proper warm-up: four to five 
minutes of bending and stretching ex- 
ercises to help loosen stiff muscles. 

Even as the season progresses, 
brief warm-up and cool-down periods 
reduce the likelihood of soreness after- 
wards. 

It may seem inefficient, but dividing 
gardening time between several 
chores that use different muscles is 
more thorough exercise than seeing 
one big job through to its end. 

No single activity works all muscles 
equally. The idea is to keep moving as 
much as possible and in as many differ- 
ent ways as possible. 

Let's use raking and mowing as ex- 
amples. Raking works shoulders and 
upper back, using a twisting motion 
that easily aggravates back muscles. 
(Front and back shoulder rolls are 
good warm-up for raking.) 

Putting down the rake after 20 or 
30 minutes and starting up the lawn 
mower shifts muscle stress to lower 
back, legs, hips, arms and chest, giv- 
ing the upper back and shoulders a 
breather.

Garden your way to good health 


A well-rounded morning’s 
workout combines at 
least three different kinds 
of tasks.

By varying tasks and intensity, you 
can keep moving longer, in the end ac- 
complishing more because the body 
doesn’t give out before the desire. 

If mowing isn’t on the day's agen- 
da, consider similar movements such 
as pushing a wheelbarrow or digging a 
hole. Both use legs, thighs and lower 
back. 

A well-rounded morning’s workout 
combines at least three different kinds 
of tasks.

If energy levels are high at the out- 
set, begin with digging, the most 
strenuous.

the limb loppers. 

Pruning is upper body-intensive — 
arms, shoulders and chest — tempo- 
rarily relieving strain on the lower 
back. Finish the rotation with mowing. 

Leave tools and other paraphernalia 
in place so you can pick up where you 
left off at each work station. 

At the end of an hour. a 150-pound 
gardener would not only have exer- 
cised all major muscles at all activity 
levels (standing, kneeling, pushing, 
pulling), but would have burned about 
300 calories, equivalent to running 
three miles. 

Digging the whole hour would have 
burned more, but chances are our gar- 
dener would have bumed out before 
burning them up. As it is, he isn't even 
tired. 

After each 20-minute activity, allow 
a brief rest. And include walking when- 
ever possible to relieve minor tension 
and reduce next-day stiffness. A logical 
way to insert walking is to rotate jobs 
at opposite ends of the yard. 

Can’t spare a whole morning? Opt 
for a light supper and relieve the day's 
stresses while exercising in the garden 
for an hour after dinner. 

Back and shoulder muscles are the 


most likely ones for gardeners to 
abuse, so move wisely when perform- 
ing each task. Lift heavy loads with 
legs instead of with the back. 

Bending from the waist while lifting 
can pull lower back muscles, so use 
long-handled. lightweight tools and 
hold them close to the body. 


Don't stretch too far to prune a 
limb on that crab apple tree. Carry a 
stepping stool to reach higher branch- 
es. A small piece of plywood comes in 
handy to put a foot on when weeding 
or raking the middle of a wide bed. 


Protecting knees with a foam rub- 
ber kneeling pad and hands with thorn- 
proof gloves will remove other possi- 
ble sources of discomfort. 


When arthritic hands prevent the 
use of normal tools, try enlarging grips 
by taping them with foam rubber pad- 
ding. Horticulture therapists routinely 
employ this simple technique to help 
arthritic patients put the ‘‘green’’ back 
in their thumbs. 


Gardening jibes so well with to- 
day's fitness concepts that exercise 
alone would be adequate impetus to in- 
itiate a vegetable patch.

Proper pruning can make 
trees healthier, stronger

SCRIPPS HOWARD NEWS SERVICE 
his is the time of year 
when it often happens. 

A homeowner looks 
out upon a still-bare tree 
in the yard and is over- 
come by an urge to fire 

up the chainsaw. It doesn’t take long 
for the buzzing blade to turn the 
branches to stubs. Soon the tree looks 
as if it’s just been recruited into the 
U.S. Marines. 

This heavy-on-the-chainsaw ap- 
proach is called topping, stubbing, 
heading or topping. Bruce Wendt calls 
it just plain ugly. Or, when he's feeling 
less generous, stupid. 

“It's ludicrous what people do,"’ 
said Wendt, a horticulture instructor at 
Shasta College in Redding, Calif., who 
teaches classes for homeowners on 
pruning trees. ‘‘People think when you 
prune something you've got to cut it 
way back. Pruning means that you 
make discriminate cuts. They're made 
in a very special spot to direct 
growth.’’ 

The National Arbor Day Foundation 
also sees toppings as a ‘‘senseless 
practice."’ While a tree that is cut back 
to a stubby state will often generate 
lots of new and fast growth, the 
growth is spindly, resulting in a tree 
that is weak and branches that may 
come crashing down, 

Such drastic pruning also can send a 
tree into shock or expose it to insects 
and disease. And topping will disfigure 
the tree, causing it to grow bushier 
and lose its natural shape. 

Proper pruning can make a tree 
stronger and healthier. Wendt said 
there are three justifications for prun- 


ing: 
@ Health and safety of the plant. Dead 
or diseased branches should be re- 
moved to protect the rest of the plant. 

@ Health and safety of the nearby hu- 
mans. Tree growth that presents haz- 
ards should be removed. No one’s go-

ing to hold it against you if you trim 
back branches that are knocking shin- 
gles off your roof or blocking a stop 
sign. 

@ Production. Orchard trees may need 
to be cut to increase fruit production, 
or to decrease production and increase 
the size of fruit. Many, however, 
prune for what they believe to be artis- 
tic benefits. Wendt sees this as the 
weakest justification, if one at all. It’s 
sort of the ‘‘Edward Scissorhands’’ 
approach to pruning, whereby the 
trimmer clips and snips until a tree or 
bush has an entirely new shape not 
found in nature. 

Wendt advises thinking about what 
you want to achieve before picking up 
a saw or set of clippers. If you can't 
justify what you are about to cut, don’t 
bother. 

Most people think pruning is a 
once-a-year job, usually to be done in 
March, or after the coldest part of win- 
ter has passed but before new growth 
appears. 

Wrong. Wrong. Wrong. While now 
is a good time to prune, mainly be- 
cause it’s easier when the leaves are 
gone and trees can survive bigger cuts 
better when they're dormant, pruning 
is a year-round job. 

It's important to keep an eye on 
trees throughout the year and do more 
subtle snipping or pinching off buds to 
keep the tree growing the way you 
want it to grow, Wendt says. That’s 


especially true with younger trees. 
Wendt sees young trees as being simi- 
lar to young children — you can’t allow 
them to go wild all year and then try to 
straighten them out one day in the 
winter. 

‘When you get a tree, you've as- 
sumed a certain amount of responsibili- 
ty during those formative years,’’ he 
says. 

With most trees, the first year 
should be spent trying to set the pri- 
mary branches, the three or four main 
branches that will provide the primary 
support system for the adult tree. 

“You can set the basic structure of 
a tree. It has to be done the first year 
or two, but it can’t be done just once 
in the winter.”’ 

Many newly purchased trees have 
the primary branches sprouting out 
from the same spot of the trunk like a 
chicken’s foot. 

The tree should be pruned so that 
primary branches are not directly 
across from each other. This can be 
done by clipping larger branches when 
the tree is dormant and pinching off 
buds that would lead to new branches 
during the summer. 

If you hire someone to prune your 
trees, ask to see a portfolio of the 
trimmer’s work or for a list of custom- 
ers and addresses so you can check 
out previous work, Wendt advises. He 
also suggested being present when the 
job is done.

Use your house to make improvements 


Refinancing is an option whose time may have come

NEWS BUSINESS EDITOR: 
ith interest rates 
tumbling, many 
homeowners are 
looking to refi- 
hance their mort- 
gage and use the 

money for home improvements. 

Banks and mortgage companies are 
reporting a surge in refinancing busi- 
ness, especially in the last week or so. 

Refinancing your mortgage could be 
a smart money saving move, but it is 
certainly not for everybody. Here are 
some of the key questions and an- 
swers on refinancing. 

QUESTION: Is now the time to refi- 
nance my mortgage? 

ANSWER; That depends on a number 
of factors. Before you consider refi- 
nancing, you have to determine wheth- 
er it makes sense for your particular 
situation. And that means taking out a 
pencil and paper, or sitting down at the 
computer terminal, and running the 
numbers. 

QUESTION: If there is a good chance 
that I will be moving in the next couple 
of years, does it make sense to refi- 
nance? 

ANSWER: Probably not. Refinancing is 
for people who intend to stay in their 
houses for a while, That's the only 
way it makes economic sense. 
QUESTION: Why? Doesn't refinancing 
give me a lower monthly payment right 
away? 


ANSWER: It does, but refinancing costs 
money. What you are doing is taking 
on a new mortgage, and that means 
appraiser's fees, legal fees and closing 
costs. 

QUESTION: How much does it typically 
cost to refinance? 

ANSWER: Depending on the size of the 
mortgage, it could cost up to $2,000, 
So, if you figure on saving $100 a 
month on your mortgage payment by 
refinancing, you wouldn't break even 
for 20 months. 

Of course, there are deals to be 
had out there. The Boston Five, for 
example, is offering refinancing for a 
flat fee of $995, with no points. 

And Bristol Mortgage in Sharon is 
advertising a no points, no closing cost 
refinance at a rate of 9.99 percent. 
Bristol also has a mortgage at 8,99 
percent with three points, and any 
combination in between. 

Banking industry experts recom- 
mend, however, that before you leap, 
you check with the bank that holds 
your mortgage now. 

See what they might be able to of- 
fer. Since they did the appraisal and 
the legal work once already, they may 
be able to shave some costs off the 
process. 

QUESTION: What is the general rule of 
thumb on when to refinance? 

ANSWER: Traditionally, it has been 
said that it doesn’t make sense to refi- 
nance unless you can save 2 percent- 
age points on your interest rate.

But, that applies more to people 
with fixed-rate mortgages. 

Most of the people applying for refi- 
Nancing today have adjustable rate 
mortgages. They not only want lower 
rates, they want the peace of mind and 
stability that comes with a fixed rate. 
QUESTION: What are the rates these 
days for fixed rate mortgages? 
ANSWER: Each bank is different, but 
Mortgage rates today are running 
around 9.25 percent. 

QUESTION: Should I wait until interest 
rates fall still lower? 


ANSWER: Who knows? One argument 
is that interest rates haven't been this 
low for years, so this is the time to 
grab the bird in the hand. 

Some say the Federal Reserve 
Board will lower rates again in March, 
but no one can be certain. 

So much depends on totally unpre- 
dictable events, like the war in the 
Persian Gulf. 


QUESTION: If the market value of my 
house has fallen since I bought it, can | 
still refinance? 


ANSWER: Unfortunately, for people 
who bought in the last three years and 
who put down a small down payment, 
refinancing is probably not an option.

house where elderly 
people live or visit — 
including yours — may 
need modification to 
make it safe. 

It’s not hard or ex- 
pensive to make a house ‘'elderly 
friendly,’’ says Paula Bohr, associate 
professor of occupational therapy at 
the University of Okahoma Health Sci- 
ences Center. Some tips: 

@ Ensure adequate lighting. ‘Poor vi- 
sion is a problem for many elderly peo- 
ple, and if there is not adequate light- 
ing in the home, they may stumble 
over objects or be unable to find 
things,’’ says Bohr, Newer homes, in 
particular, often don't have overhead 
lighting. In addition to making sure 
there is adequate light from lamps and 
fixtures, she recommends nightlights 
for dark rooms and hallways. 

@ Clear obstructions from pathways. 
Make sure electrical cords, knick- 
knacks, furniture and other items don’t 
block floors, doorways and pathways. 
Also beware of raised thresholds, and 
don't put scatter rugs on tile or highly 
waxed floors. Older people, with more 
brittle bones, are more at risk from 
falls, and they have more difficulty 
catching themselves if they slip. 


Timprovement | 
Make your home elderly-friendly 


@ Install tub safety bars. These are of- 
ten the only way an older person can 
get in or out of a tub. An alternative is 
to install a bench, so the person can sit 
and bathe with a hand-held shower. 
“Soap attached to a rope is useful, be- 
cause the person won't have to chase 
the bar around, and long-handled 
sponges avoid the problem of having to 
bend over to wash and possibly fall- 
ing,’’ says Bohr. 

W@ Lower the hot water setting. Some 
older people have lost their tempera- 
ture sense and can scald themselves 
while bathing or washing. Set your wa- 
ter heater control no higher than 120 
F, 


® Modify furniture. Raise the older per- 
son's bed a few inches to make it eas- 
ier to get in or out of. Raised toilet 
seats also may help. Drawers with two 
pull handles may be difficult to 
manuever, particularly if the older per- 
son is using a cane or a walker; replace 
them with single-pull handles. Over- 
stuffed chairs and sofas can be difficult 
to get out of (even for younger peo- 
ple), so choose furniture that is firm, 
sits higher and has straight backs, 

Bf Install double rails along stairs and 
steps. Railings on both sides of a flight 
of steps help the older person balance 
or to pull themselves along when 
climbing. 


Why cucumbers can be bitter

Why are your cucumbers bitter? It 
could be cool weather, drought condi- 
tions or inadequate irrigation during 
fruit enlargement, low soil fertility, in- 
sect damage or disease. 

Wild cucumbers contain com- 
pounds, called cucurbitacins, that make 
them very bitter. These occur in 
leaves, stems and roots and are likely

to be concentrated at the stem rather 
than the blossom end of the fruit. Bit- 
terness usually is found in the skin or 
directly beneath the skin but not deep 
in the fleshy portion around the seeds. 

Horticwturists say the amount of 
bitterness in a particular variety of cu- 
cumber may vary from year to year, 
even if grown in the same area. Some 
varieties seem to have a greater ten- 
dency toward bitterness than others. If 
bitterness has been a problem, try 
some of the newer cucumbers, like the 
“burpless,”’ or change the planting lo- 
cation, 

Cucumbers like warm temperatures 
and lots of sun — no less than 6 hours 
of full sunlight daily, 

They need plenty of moisture or 
the misshappen fruit, called nubbins, 
will be bitter. 


To check for bitterness, taste some 
from the stem end. If it's bitter, cut a 
larger portion off the stem end and 
peel more deeply than usual when pre- 
paring for the table.

he next time you anguish 
over having to mow your 
lawn, blame Edwin 
Beard Budding. 
Budding’s invention 
— patented in 1830 as a 
“machine for mowing fawns’’ — al- 
lowed the closely cut lawn to expand 
into middle-class gardens. 

Before Budding’s machine, lawns 
either had been cropped by sheep and 
rabbits or had been mown laboriously 
with a scythe. That made the lawn, 
which dates to ancient times, almost 
the sole domain of the wealthy. 

But by the 1980s, lawns had be- 
come the most widespread feature of 
American gardens. Roughly 60 percent 
of U.S. households had lawns, accord- 
ing to surveys conducted by the Gallup 
Organization. About 40 percent main- 
tain houseplants or outdoor flower gar- 
dens. 

That makes for 30,000 acres of 
lawns in the United States, said Bever- 
ly Roberts, manager of the Lawn Insti- 
tute, located in Pleasant Hill, Tenn. 

Ms. Roberts, who has been tracing 
the history of the lawn, said scientists 
estimate that grass starled as a plant 
70 million years ago. Virtually from ils

The history of lawn maintenance for the middle class 


beginning, mankind has cultivated 
lawns in one fashion or another. 

Ancient Chinese emperors kept ex- 
tensive areas of closely cropped grass 
as part of their royal parks. In Rome, 
from 27 BC to 395 AD, patricians es- 
tablished lawns around their villas, so 
they could see who was approaching. 
In Babylonia, Assyria and ancient Per- 
sia, garden carpets consisted of vari- 
ous low-growing plants, including some 
grass. 

In Medieval Europe, lawns sur- 
rounded manasteries, convents and 
palaces. As the Renaissance arrived, 
so did more carefully crafted gardens. 

English colonists in America im- 
ported the village green, a public lawn 
where citizens gathered for political 
debates, executions and celebrations.

lished dooryard gardens, largely identi- 
cal house after house. The small, 
fenced gardens eventually grew into 
expansive lawns as residents sought to 
identify intruders. 

In the 19th century, planners devel- 
oped modern urban parks, such as 
Washington’s Mall and New York 
City’s Central Park, 

During the 1920s, the country’s 
wealthy maintained expansive lawns 
around their countryside homes. The 
next few decades brought migration to 
the suburbs and an corresponding in- 
crease in the number and the impor- 
tance of lawns. 

At the same time, technology 
brought lawn maintenance within the 
reach of the middle class. 

Budding's invention consisted of a 
cast-iron drum and a wood roller — a 


forerunner of the reel mower still used 
today, especially at golf courses. 

Advertisements for Ransome’s of 
Ipswich, the firm which bought rights 
to the machine, told potential purchas- 
ers to put their weight on those parts 
to push the machine forward. 

Things got somewhat better in 
1902, though, when both British and 
American firms developed the first ma- 
tor-driven mowers. In the United 
States, Col. Edwin George attached a 
gasoline engine from a washing ma- 
chine to create what would become the 
Moto-Mower. 

Subsequently, rotary mowers were 
developed. Today the latest gimmick is 
“‘prasscycling,”’ mowers that turn the 
clippings to mulch, then return that to 
the lawn. 

Early ads for Budding’s original de- 
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sign demonstrated the the mower's 
rapid social progress, according to 
Christopher Thacker in ‘The History 
of Gardens.”’ 

The original ads showed a man 
straining to use a bulky machine. With- 
in a few years, the ads pictured an ele- 
gant gentleman gently pushing a much 
smaller machine. Some ads laler on 
featured Queen Victoria, Ms. Roberts 
said. 

in 1841, Jane Loudon welcomed 
Budding’s invention in her influential 
book, ‘‘Ladies' Companion to the 
Flower Garden."" 


‘A substitute for mowing with the 
scythe has lately been introduced in 
the form of a mowing-machine,"” she 
wrote. ‘It is particularly adapted for 
amateurs, affording an excellent exer- 
cise to the arms and every part of the 
poddy; bul it is proper to observe that 
many gardeners are prejudiced against 
it.” 

By the 1870s, however, their use 
had become widespread. Beeton’s 
“Dictionary of Gardening” said that 
the useful machines had edged out the 
scythe as the accepted way to trim the 
lawn. 

And we've been pushing forward 
ever since.

Where's the Copy? 


Many colleges and universities re- 
quire information from students’ tax 
returns and sometimes complete cop- 
ies of the returns. 

If students or their parents have 
misplaced their copies of filed federal 
tax returns, the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice can help. It may take 45 days to 
geta copy of a federal tax return. 

Send Form 4506, “‘Request for 
Copy of Tax Form.” with $4.25 for 
each copy requested to the Internal 
Revenue Service Center where the 
original return was filed. Form 4506 
can be ordered by calling the IRS at [-

Tax account information is free. 
Usually within two weeks the student 
can receive information such as filing 
Slatus, number of exemptions 
claimed, adjusted gross income, lax- 
able income and income tix shown on 
the return.

Students 24 years or older by the 
end of 1990, who have gross income 
of $2,050 or more cannot be claimed 
as dependents on their parents’ or 
guardians’ returns. 

The pirents’ loss, however, could 
be viewed us the student's gain.

Choose Actual or Standard Mileage 


Many taxpayers who use their curs 
for business purposes find that deci- 
phering federal tax laws about de- 
ducting auto expenses is like Tollow- 
ing a complicated road map 


Taxpayers who itemize their 
deductions may be able to deduct all or 
part of their auto expenses such as gas, 
oil, lease or rental fees. insurance. 
tolls and repairs if thes are employee 
business expenses. Commuting ex- 
penses—poing toand from work—are 
not deductible 


Taxpayers must choose the method 
they intend tu use when calculating the 
deduction- either “actual expenses” 
or the “standard mileage rate.” This 
election must be made in the first year 
the car was placed in service for busi- 
ness 

It the standard mileage rate is used 
for the first year the car is placed in 
service. either method of calculating 
the deduction can be used in Jater 
years. Special depreciation rules ap- 
ply af the actual expense method is 
used in later years. However, ifactual 


expenses are deducted lor the lirst 


year, the actual expense method of 


calculating the deduction must be 
used in suhsequent years. 

In order to use the standard mileage 
rate. taxpayers must (1) own the car, 
(2) not use the car for hire. such as a 
taxi and (3) not operate a fleet of cars. 

The standard mileage rate for tax 
year 1990 is 26 cents per mile. The 
ceiling for using the standard mileage 
rate for only the first 1$,000 miles has 
been rescinded lor tax year 1990.

2106, ‘“‘Employee Business Ex- 
penses.”

Retirees Can Avoid 
Quarterly Tax 
Payments 


Many retirees can have federal in- 
come tax withheld from their pensions 
and annuities to avoid making esti- 
mated tax payments. 

A retiree who chovses not to have 
tax withheld may have to make estt- 
mated tax payments during the tax 
year {enough tax is not withheld [rom 
other income subject to withholding. 

Normally. tax withheld from per- 
odie pension or annuity payments is 
based on marital status and the number 
of withholding allowances claimed on 
the withholding certificate, Form W- 
4P, or similar form from the payor, 
However, if a retiree does not give the 
payor a withholding certiicate, the 
tax will be withheld as if the retiree ts 
married claiming three withholding 
allowances. 

Retirees should keep in mind that 
they may be subject to a penalty for 
underpayment of estimated tax if an 
insufficient amount of withholding is 
taken from pension and annuities or if 
estimated lax payments are not made 
in sufficient amounts.

Voters say ‘no’ to overrides

The majority of Winchester voters 
said it once again, loud and clear: 
“No new taxes,” 

Voters defeated five Proposition 
2'% override questions in Tuesday's 
election, some by an almost 2-1 
margin. 

Question 5 picked up the biggest 
defeat, with 66 percent of the voters 
vetoing an additional $12,000 to pay 
rent to the Jenks Senior Center for 
office space for the Council on 
Aging. The cost to the owner of a 
hypothetical $300,000 house would 
have been $1.80 next year. 

Sixty-five percent of the voters 
also cast their ballots against allow- 
ing an additional $41,000 to be raised 
for the inspection function of the 
Health Department. Just 35 percent 
of the voters approved the proposed 
tax increase of Question 3, which 
would have added $5.70 to the tax bill 
for the owner of a hypothetical 
$300,000 house. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said the town departments 
will now be subject to the budget 
plans that were made without 
including funding from the override, 
The library will use trust funds to 
purchase books, the payment for the 
COA rent will not be made and 
restructuring of personnel wil] occur 
at the Health Department and 
Department of Public Works, said 
Maurer. 

He said the defeat of the override 


questions sent a message thal “the 
public wants [the town] to deal with 
less revenue, and are willing to 
except a reduction in services."’ 

Question 4, which asked that tax- 
payers provide $27,000 for books for 
the Winchester Public Library, also 
lost at the polls on Tuesday. Fifty- 
five percent of voters said ‘‘no"’ to 
this tax increase, the cost of which, 
to the owner of a $300,000 home, 
would have been an additional $3.60 
next year. 

Approval of Question 6 would have 
provided $200,000 for the Depart- 
ment of Public Works for grounds 


maintenance. But, 58 percent of the 
voters casting ballots on Tuesday 
vetoed this request. For the owner of 
a $300,000 home, the question would 
have added $27.60 to their next tax 
bill. 

Grounds Department Director 
Richard Tofuri said he was disap- 
pointed with the outcome, but not 
surprised. He called the override

Town Manager anticipates revenue shortfall

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer estimates Winchester’s 
revenue shortfall will be approxi- 
mately $239,000 by the end of the 
current liscal year. 

In fiscal year 1992 (I?Y92), which 
begins July 30, the projected deficil 
will be $360,000, he said. Maurer told 
selectmen Monday night the short- 
fall was in addition to the potential 
reduction of $944,000 if voters did nol 
pass any of the Proposition 2's over- 
ride questions on Tuesday's ballot. 

Maurer attributed the shortfall to 
reductions in local aid and a fall-off 
in receipts at the town’s solid-waste 


transfer station and in licensing 
permits. 

“It does have an impact on this 
fiscal year,”’ said Maurer. Maurer 
said adjustments to the capital 
budget as well as potential rever- 
sions in the energy account could 
bring the FY92 shortfall ($360,000) 
down to about $126,000. 

“After the vote (Tuesday], we're 
still going to have to deal with a 
problem of $126,000,’ said Maurer 

Selectman Robert Deering asked 
whether the town would have a prob- 
lem paying its bills in the coming 
months. 

Maurer said as long as the town 
develops some reversions, in which 
departments return unspent monies 


Governor gives hope 
to Stone Zoo cause

After months of budget limbo, 
there may be hope for the Stone Zoo. 

Governor William Weld last week 
approved a bill that will create the 
Commonwealth Zoological Corpora- 
tion, a public non-profit corporation 
to manage the Walter D. Stone Zoo 
in Stoneham and the Franklin Park 
Zoo in Dorchester. Under the new 
levistation, the zoos would be able lo 
fundraise and manage their own 
monies, autononious of the state. 

According to Stale Rep. Paul 
Casey (D-Winchester) who helped 
spearhead the fight lo keep the Stone 
Zoo open, the law is what zoo propo- 
nents have been looking for ina 
management set-up. 

“Once this begins. it’s going to 
fly." said Casey, “but it needs seed 
money." 


Casey said slart-up funds for the 
corporation would total $3.2 million, 
although Weld has included only $2.4 
million in his fiscal year 1992 (FY92) 
stale budget 

Casey said alter cost-saving mea- 
sures are put into place, such as 
joint management structures, the 
zoos “could run ona shoestring.” He 
said the Board of Directors must 
now face questions of when Stone 
Zoo could open and what fundraising 
will lake place 

The Stone Zoo closed its doors last 
November, folding under the weight 
of increased budget cuts from the 
state. Most of the zoo’s animals were 
{ransported to (he Franklin Park 
Zoo, while others were placed at 
zoos across the country. Through a 
nalional loan system, these animals 
can be returned to the Stoneham 
facilily

Thieves use stolen 
cars to ‘commute’ 


Police are seeking car thieves who 
have apparently been ‘‘commuting” 
between Winchester and Lawrence.

Student stressors discussed

Elementary school children are 
stressed by academics, family and 
peers. 

So say the results of a question- 
naire filled out by a random sam- 
pling of sixth-graders, according to 
Hilary Turkewitz, clinical psychalo- 
gist and Parent-to-Parent 
coordinator. 

Turkewitz and other school offi- 
cials will discuss the results of the 
survey April 1 from 7:30 lo 9 p.m. in 
the Ambrose School auditorium. 

“This is what our kids are saying 
about stress,”’ said Turkewitz. The 
general framework for the program, 
she said, is to discuss sources and 
signals of stress, as well as strate- 
gies for helping children deal with it. 

Questionnaires were anonymous 
and were analyzed by gender and 
age. Turkewitz said her group will 
also address a survey of first- and 
fourth-grade students. 

Among the sixth-grade students 
surveyed, 60 percent cited school- 
related activities as sources of 
stress, such as homework and 
grades. 

“In some ways, that was to be 


Students say drinking reports unfair

Winchester High School students 
say recent reports on teen-age drink- 
ing are unfair and inaccurale. 

School officials recently estimated 
between 60 and 80 percent of stu- 
dents at a junior/senior semi-formal 
dance had had some alcohol prior to 
entering the event. 

Sarah, Billy and John — who 
asked that their real names not be 
used — spoke with the Star about 
drinking al the high school. 

While all agreed high school slu- 
dents do drink at times, they said 
estimates of the number of students 
who had been drinking at that dance 
were inflated. 

“They’re saying we're a bunch of 
losers and drunks [at the high 
school],’”’ said Billy. ‘‘That’s nol 
true.” 

“Righty percent is a lot of peo- 
ple,” added John. ‘‘Kids are more 
careful [today}.” 

Students would like adulls in the 
community to focus more on the 
positive things students do, such as 
academic and athletic 
achievements. 

‘It’s always the negative,” said 
Sarah. “The only things they say 
about us are complaints ... They 
should spend more time on the good 
things we do.” 

As examples, Sarah cited the 
school’s two state championship ath- 
letic teams Jast fall, an almost non- 
existent drop-out rate, and a high 
percentage of students going on to 
college. 

“We have a good school, a hard 
school,’ added Billy. 

Students also believe ‘wild par- 
ties’ are a thing of the past. 
“They're more like get-togethers 
now,” Sarah said. “I don’t think 
they’re the big, wild parties they 
used to be.”” 

Students fully realize under-age 
drinking is illegal and they are more 
aware of the consequences, and 
therefore careful about driving or 
getting caught, they said. 

John said ‘‘cruising”’ in cars while 


expected because school is such a 
major part of their life,’ said 
Turkewitz. 

Another source of stress is family- 
related, such as students’ parents 
being angry with them and sibling 
fights. Ten percent of the students 
also related their parents’ health as 
a source of stress for them, Turkew- 
itz said. 

“Parents [who smoke] probably 
hear their children asking them to 
stop, but they may not realize this is 
something they’re saying they're 
concerned about,” Turkewitz said. 

And the third area cited as a cause 
of stress for sixth-graders was 
peers. ‘The overwhelming stressor 
was teasing,” Turkewitz said. Turk- 
ewilz said among the girls surveyed, 
friendship and loyalty were 
targeted, such as ‘When people talk 
behind my back.’ 

“Girls are moving toward stron- 
ger adolescent friendships,” Turk- 
ewitz said. Other stressors included: 
not making it onto a sports team, 
and, anticipating peer pressure to 
use drugs or smoke cigarettes. 

As a way to show students there is 
a way to deal with stress, Turkewitz 
said, they were asked what they do 
to feel better. 


Bul Sarah also expressed frustra- 
tion at stereotypes directed at stu- 
dents: ‘I think a lot of students are 
angry about [reports of drinking. | 
Our reputation is ruined because of 
what people in the past have done.” 

“Before last year, there was more 
vandalism [of homes during parties- 
],” said Billy. However, he added, 
students currently in the high school 
are for the most part more 
responsible. 

While students say it is relatively 
easy to obtain alcohol through 
siblings or false identification, most 
say excessive drinking is not a regu- 
lar activity for high school students. 
In some cases, even parents may be 
providing alcohol for students, they 
said. Drinking has become a social 
activity. 

“We don’t say, ‘I have to go out 
and get drunk.’ That's not the men- 
tality,” said Sarah. 

“It’s illegal, it’s part of growing 


“Forty-four percent of the girls 
said they talk about it,” said Turk- 
ewilz. However, she added, only 16 
percent of boys in the survey said 
they use that form of coping. 

Other strategies include getting it 
off their minds, listening to music, 
and relaxing. 

“Boys wrote slightly more stres- 
ses [than girls], bul then wrote only 
half as many strategies,’ Turkewitz 
said. 

Of the boys in the survey, 61 per- 
cent only mentioned one possible 
strategy used, she added. 

“Girls seem to have more of an 
arsenal of stress management,” 
Turkewitz said. 

When asked who they talk to when 
they are upset, students overwhelm- 
ingly cited their parents. About 30 
percent of each also cited friends. In 
addition, a number of boys also 
simply said, ‘‘No one,” Turkewitz 
noted. 

“It's just not a strategy they're 
using,"’ she said. 

When asked why they would talk 
to this particular person, most said 
because they felt they trusted that 
person and were understood by 
them. 

Students were also asked what 


up, and it’s a lot more responsible 
than it used to be,”’ Billy said. 

“People are coming around to 
their senses,’’ said John. They also 
said fatal accidents involving drink- 
ing and driving in town have also 
had an impact on students. 

Another problem, they say, is with 
younger students who seem lo be 
experimenting.

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areas stress their parents. Among 
the answers were: their jobs, their 
kids and money. 

“What was frequently mentioned 
was taxes,"’ said Turkewitz, making 
note of the time of year in which the 
questionnaires were distributed. 

As for how sixth-graders can tell 
when their parents are feeling 
stress, Turkewitz said, “The list 
they came up with could be a tex- 
tbook on stress management ... This 
is a group of astute sixth-graders.” 

Among the signs were: anger, sad- 
ness, and changes, including ‘‘turn- 
ing colors”, taking Valium, getting 
“crabby”’, being touchy, and having 
less patience. 

Students say in helping someone 
who is feeling a lot of stress, they: 
talk to the person, comfort them, try 
to be extra nice, or distract them. 

As for what they would like grown- 
ups to know about children and 
stress, the most frequent response 
was, ‘‘We feel stress, too.”’ 

“As parents, most people are 
aware children feel stress,’ Turk- 
ewitz said. “This awareness seems 
not to be communicated to 
children.” 

The results of the survey will be 
used as a basis of discussion at the 
April 1 meeting.

Act targets housing assistance

For families with law to moderate 
incomes, finding alfordable housing 
in towns like Winchester can seem 
next to hnpossible 

Affardability can shift with the 
ever-changing mortgage rates, the 
availability of rental subsidies, and 
with lack of new construction of 
law-income units. 


Now that the federal government 
has reatfirmed its commitment to 
assist people in affording a “decent 
home in a suitable environment” 
wilh the enactment of 1990 Cranston- 
Gonzalez National Affordable Hous- 
ing Act, some assistance is 
available, 

The key issue with any housing 
policy is access to the funding. The 
Winchesler Housing Partnership 
Board (HPB) will be meeting over 
the next six months to formulate a 
five-year plan for submission (o the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (UD) as mandated 
by Cranston-Gonzalez. 


The HPB is an advisory board 
appointed by Town Meeling and is 
comprised of members from the 
Planning Board, Conservation Com- 
mission, Housing Authority and the 
Winchester [nterfaith Housing Cor- 
poration (WHIC), The members will 
meet over the next few months to 
gather information for a comprehen- 
sive housing stralegy. 


The WUHIC was founded in 1988 by 
a group of people from all different 
faiths. The group oversees purch- 
ase, repair, or sale of buildings. Il 
prepare the needs-assessment por- 
lion of the five-year plan, 

Dennis O'Malley, a member of the 
Housing Authority as well as the 
HPB. reported that Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) 
program funding was denied in past 
years. 


Much controversy surrounds 
funds the Board of Selectmen will 
receive from construction of The 
Gables, a luxury elderly complex 
located off Cambridge Street. A sum 
of $511,000 will be generated as a 
‘linkage’ payment lo be allocated to 
the Winchester Housing Trust Fund. 
O'Malley was adamant that any 
decisions aboul possible uses for 
(hat fund be discussed in an ‘open 
public forum." 

“The selectmen are dead wrong. 
Those funds are earmarked for 
affordable housing for families now 
and not for elderly. We have a need 
for both types of housing. You need

to have inputs from all boards,” he 
said. 

“Tf you are going to take this away 
from elderly and give it to families, 
come into the light and discuss it 
openly — furthermore what about 
housing for the mentally hand- 
icapped?” he asked. 

O'Malley also reported thal 
Winchester received no additional 
‘Section 8° federally-funded rental 
vouchers. The town had applied for 
15 but was turned down because of a 
procedural error. The reapplication 
was turned down in February due to 
funding cutbacks, he said. O'Malley 
said the town currently has 55 rent 
vouchers. 

David Mortensen, chairman of lhe 
HPB, said the new federal act would 
be useful in communities like 
Winchester because it is ‘skewed in 
favor of existing structures.” This 
new source of funding would provide 
Winchester with more dollars than 
previous federal programs since it 
favors communities that “like ours 
are all built up,” instead of new 
construction, he added. 

Allan Rodgers, vice-president of 
WIHC, said arguments about spend- 
ing monies, such as how to utilize the 
funds that the Gables will be 
required lo pay in licu of on-site, 


low-income elderly housing, are 
proof of the need for a housing 
partnership. 

“Some people think we need low- 
income housing, some people think 
we need elderly housing, still others 
think we need housing for the men- 
tally handicapped: these are iva- 
sons to gel together and pit our 
heads together on thic.” said Rod- 
gers. The plan requirement will 
affert any funding after Oclober 
199), 

Mortensen suggested that, prior to 
the next meeting of the board, local 
realtors and bankers be invited into 
the process to address the ‘‘market 
characteristics” portion of the plan. 
Selectmen, although repeatedly 
invited, have yet to attend a HPB 
meeting, according to members. 

HPB members also discussed the 
CHOICE program, and those 
requests for proposals from 
Winchesler submitted prior to the 
March 14 were noted. The aim ef the 
state-funded program is to purchase 
housing to assist people with mental 
illness to begin new lives in estab- 
lished neighborhoods. preferably in 
the communities from which they 
came. Rodgers said extensive edu- 
cation would be the key to success of 
(he new residences. 


O’ Malley cites position 
on use of Gables money 


The following is a statement by 
Housing Authorily member Den- 
nis O'Malley regarding the use of 
housing funds to be received from 
The Gables as linkage payment, 

The Winchester Board of 
Selectmen is about to receive 
$511,000 from the developer of 
The Gables, the luxurious new, 
privately-owned elderly housing 
development on Cambridge 
Street. The $511,000 is being paid 
to the town by the developer to 
comply with the affordable hous- 
ing requirement of the Indepen- 
dent Elderly Housing Zoning By- 
Law, which was enacted by the 
Fall. 1988 Town Meeting. 

The purpose of the Independent 
Elderly Housing By-Law, as 
stated at page 6-21 of the Zoning 
By-Law is: ‘To provide an alter- 
native and supplement to public 
elderly housing in Winchester.”

The Affordable Housing 
Requirement at paragraph 
(JUD, page 6-22 requires a deve- 
loper to provide affordable hous- 
ing in Winchester through one of, 
or a combination of, three 
methods ‘‘with preference given 
to the provisions of on-site units.” 
(emphasis supplied). 

In the case of The Gables those 
methods are; 

1. The developer pays 5 percent 
of the estimated construction cost 
($511,000) to the selectmen and 
the seleclmen can rent up 10 
percent of the units there (the 
preferred method). 

2. If the selectmen were to 
decide that renling units on-site 
were not feasible, they could 
obtain from The Gables develop- 
ers, new or existing off-site hous- 
ing equal in value to $511,000.

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Silver bowl 1s 
remnant of past

As winter softened toward the 
gentle spring of 1850 in Boston, 
the fashionable broughams and 
clattering Hansom Cabs were 
hard-pressed to thread safely 
through the crowds milling out- 
side the premier Boston silvers- 
mithing establishment of Jones, 
Ball and Poor at Washington and 
Summer streets. 

The object of all this proper 
Bostonian interest was a magnifi- 
cent silver punch bow! just com- 
pleted by artisans of that firm for 
Colonel William P. Winchester of 
that city. 

Commissioned by close friends 
of Colonel Winchester in comme- 
moration of many happy hours 
spent in fellowship on Winches- 
ter’s sumptuous yacht “Northern 
Light” this lovely bow! has frozen 
in silver for eternity the belove 
elements of our Yankee seacoast. 

Shimmering against the blue 
velvet festooning the windows on 
Washington Street, four silver 
dolphins curved gracefully 
upward from a rough granite 
rock of the same precious metal. 
These fulsome creatures sup- 
ported the elegantly sculptured 
bowl. 

One side depicted beloved sym- 
bols of nautical life ~ buckets, 
buoys, tridents, oars, anchors, 
boathooks and speaking 
trumpets. 

The oppostie side had a marvel- 
ously life-like represetation of 
Colonel Winchester's yachl 
“Northern Light” under full sail. 

Bostonians of 140 years ago 
were amazed by the detail as 
they recognized the familiar 
forms of sea life which studded 
the base of the 225 ounce silver 
bowl. 


Colonel Winchester died in the 
late summer of 1850 — a scant 
three months after he was pre- 
sented with this bowl, and after 
our town was incorporated as 
such under his family name. 

Most of us are aware of our 
“Winchester Fund” given by the 
colonel to the fledging town of 
Winchester, but most are una- 
ware that his lovely silver punch 
bowl, now on display in our 
Winchester Public Library, was a 
gift from his son Thomas in 1900. 

A letter arrived from 138 Bea- 
con St, toour Board of Selectmen, 
just after Christmas 1900, offer- 
ing the punch bowl and an oil 
portrait of ‘‘The Colonel"’ to the 
town. 

Just one year later, Arthur E. 
Whiteny, chairman of the Board 
of Library Trustees accepted 
these gifts. and they were placed 
on prominent display within the 
old library rooms at Town Hall. 

This punch bowl, perhaps the 
greatest artistic treasure of 
Winchester, was stolen from the 
present library building some 
years ago. Just short of the melt- 
ing pot, it was located in New 
York through the aggressive 
investigation of our own police 
department and returned to 
Winchester. 

Those of us who had the plea- 
sure of attending the final event 
of Winchester 350th Anniversary 
Celebration at Town Hall will 
remember that punch bowl in a 
rare public display. 

Its many facets of silver 
flashed modestly under fragrant 
Christmas greens — the elegant 
centerpiece of a jovial group 
toasting the birthday of this very 
maternal town whch has given so 
much toso many. 

Colonel Winchester would have 
been very proud!

The House and Senate — ‘Beacon 
Hill Roll Call’ records local rep- 
resentatives votes on 7 roll calls 
from the week of Feb. 25 — March 1. 
There were no roll calls in the 
Senate. 


Deficit Reduction Package (H 5252) 
— House 116-41, gave near final 
approval and sent to the Senate a 
scaled down version of Governor 
Weld’s deficit reduction package. 
The package includes many cut- 
backs and reductions from the Weld 
package but most of the debate cen- 
tered around differences in the two 
versions. The House version pro- 
vides for $90 million in borrowing 
froma state workers’ furlough prog- 
ram and repeals the service tax. 
Unlike the Weld package. the House 
version also allows communities to 
raise property taxes at a rate equal 
to inflation rather than at the cur- 
rent 2!» and allows cities and towns 


to double the auto excise tax to $50 
per $1000. Supporters said the pack- 
age is a major first step in closing an 
estimated $850 million deficit. Some 
opponents said the package goes too 
far and will hurt government ser- 
vices. Most opponents said the pack- 
age has eliminated most of the sav- 
ings proposed by Weld and is an 
irresponsible plan loaded with tax 
hikes. 

A Yea vote is for the House pack- 
age. A Nay vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 


Service Tax (1H 5252) — House 
101-56, rejected an amendment repe- 
aling the service tax on services 
scheduled to take effect March 6 
instead of delaying the implementa- 
tion until July 1. Amendment sup- 
porters said repeal is necessary to 
restore economic growth and keep 
businesses and jobs in the state. 
Opponents said repeal will cost the 
slate $150 million in needed revenue 
in 1992 and will put the state further 
in debt.

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Voyaging in the land of bars

Recently I came across the cata- 
log for an organization that prom- 
otes a variety of activities for adults 
who want to meet other perky, pre- 
sumably disease-free adults with 
similar interests. 

What set this one apart from 
others like it, though, was its blurb 
about a night of Sleazy Barhopping: 
“Dress grungy, put on your ratty 
sneakers and practice your worst 
jokes,”’ the ad read, “as we embark 
on a voyage to the other side of the 
tracks, to the darkest funkiest slea- 
ziest hole-in-the-walls we could find. 
Have bail money ready. A great way 
to meet people with no airs about 
them.” Cover charges, transporta- 
tion, “liquid refreshment” on the 
bus were all included in the $27 fee. 


Now I’m not one to put down 
anybody's idea of a good time. But it 
occurs to me that the people who are 
regulars at these so-called sleazy 
bars might just catch on, when a 
busload of half-lit yuppy morons in 
designer jeans and Reeboks and 
braces, probably, troop in making 
smug jokes and asking to see the 
wine list. I'd like to be there. 

People go to bars at the end of the 
day for all kinds of reasons. But it's 
a good bet nobody goes to be looked 
at by a bunch of amateur anthropo- 
logists oul for a night of slumming. 

Then too, though many bars are 
folksy and nice, others are not that 
nice. And more can happen in bars 
than the people in Reeboks might be 
counting on. 

One or two stories come to mind: 


About the time my friend Kevin, for 
example, drawn to conflict as a 
moth to the flame, made a smart 
remark al a bar once and got 
slapped around for it by a couple of 
women in chains and studded 
leather. 

About the time not long ago, that 
we went for dinner to a ferny sort of 
tavern in the town where I once 
taught. A dispute broke out between 
two men at the bar; one took his beer 
bottle and christened the other with 
it like a ship, smack on the head, the 
ship sank; and along with the EMTs 
came the bouncer, one of my former 
students as it turned out — a burly 
cheerful youth more interested in 
sports than grammar back in Senior 
English, who, according Lo the sub- 
stitute’s emotional account of it ona 
day I was absent, dangled himself 
and possibly one or two others out 
the window of my third-floor 
classroom. 

All during those years, we’d some- 
times go, Fridays afler school, toa 
comfortable old hole-in-the-wall 
with the other teachers. We always 
sat in the same booth, and talked 
about the kids; played the juke box 
and drew little amoeba-like shapes 
with our fingers from the water 
puddling under our beer glasses. 

Now that place wasn’t sleazy, 
quite, but it wasn’t exactly a church 
hall, either. In any case, it was the 
closest I had come to sleazy. And so 
for old time’s sake and as field work 
for what you read here, I grabbed a 
friend and drove there last Friday 
night. 

I walked in, eyes peeled for the 


down-and-dirty. But the place is 
under new management since the 
old days. Here was the bouncer, and 
the cop by the door; the middle-aged 
regulars; and the young gathered by 
gender in nervous little knots. 

I didn’t see any sleaze though. I 
did see Charlie, another former stu- 
dent who 15 years ago had smiled 
sweetly, done no work, flunked, and 
finally quit school. Now at 35, I 
learned, he is finishing an intern 
period to teach music to sixth grad- 
ers. He asked me if I missed teach- 
ing myself. 

I said I did. He asked if I knew that 
this clean, well-lighted place we 
were standing in was owned by none 
other than the burly boy from the 
fernbar and the Senior English class 
— he who at one time had dangled 
people as freely as he dangled par- 
ticiples. He is a gentleman and a 
pillar of the community today. He 
has turned out fine. 

So that was my field work. I never 
did sign up for the Sleazy Barhop. It 
just seemed wrong to me to go 
somewhere to feel superior to one 
group of people who had gone some- 
where to feel superior to another. I 
wish them well though, and I hope 
none of them were christened by 
bottles or roughed up by ladies. I 
know it's fun sometimes to go to a 
bar and act like an idiot. 

But I've learned a few things over 
the years: one is that I myself am 
capable of acting like an idiot any- 
where; and the other that the sleaze 
you see in a situation might just be 
the sleaze that lives in your own 
head.

Once again, two anti-dog, anti-dog 
owner bills have been filed at the 
State House.

James Brett (D-Darchester) 
for the Boston Animal Control Offic- 
er, to cul the humane 10-day holding 
period for lost dogs in the pounds, 
down to seven days. 

The interesting thing is, that Bos- 
ton (Suffolk County), already has 
seven days, due to the fact that. in 
1976, my family and I, with unanim- 
ous approval from the Committee on 
Counties for out 10-day holding per- 
iod bill. were forced to agree to 
seven days for Boston, 10 for the rest 
of the stale, due to interference from 
Rep. Barney Frank, then of Boston, 
and objections to 10 days irom the 
M.S.P.C.A. and Animal Rescue 
League, who wanted just five days, 
before dogs were either sent to medi- 
eal schools and labs for experi- 
ments, or were killed 

This gave their owners small 
chance of ever tracking them or 
claiming them.

1am a family psychotherapist, a 
Uniled Methodist minister, a parent 
and a voter in Winchester. I wish to 
take exception to the comments of 
School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi, which he made at the 
March 12 School Committee meet- 
ing, concerning the Winchester High 
School's general assembly on the 
issue of cheating. 

Parents, teachers, ministers, 
police, people of authority and 
elected officials need to express 
clearly and unequivocally the values 
of society, especially those concern- 
ing what ts right and wrong in word 
and behavior so that there is no 
doubt in the minds of young people in 
our community what is appropriate 
behavior. 

Though the concept of chealing on 
exams may seem simple, traditional 
and unimportant, letting il continue 
unchallenged only lets the behavior 
spread to cheating in other matters 


of a person's life — which may begin 
to effect lives other than just the 
cheater’s. Marital infidelity is cer- 
tainly an example which can quickly 
spread to seriously effect the lives of 
many innocent children in the dis- 
ruption of their developing self- 
esteem and self-confidence. There 
are many other examples where 
cheating left unchecked can lead to 
inappropriate, damaging and unlaw- 
ful behavior. 

The extreme example of children 
left without a clear moral guideline 
of right and wrong has caught the 
nation’s attention in Exeter, N.H. 
We can only speculate that had these 
people involved — the minors as well 
as the adults — had a greater aware- 
ness and appreciation for right and 
wrong behavior, Gregory Smart 
would still be alive today. 

The pressures on our young people 
are certainly intense and constant. 
They need support and guidance 
which can help relieve some of that 
pressure. Seminars, workshops and 
general assemblies are helpful 
approaches. Ignoring it is not help- 
ful, Condoning it as a tradition will 
not prove to be useful either. 

heartily support the High School 
Principal for responding directly 
and clearly to the issue, and the 
commitment of the Superintendent 
of Schools to take seriously the issue 
of cheating on exams. 

Our young people and their future 
will have a better chance when the 
moral and ethical issues of life are 
incorporated into their education 
during these formative years.

1981: 10 years ago 

Facing a possible second 
year of record-low rainfall, 
Winchester residents were 
being asked to impose volun- 
tary restrictions on their 
water consumption beginning 
as early as June, according to 
the town’s water 
superintendent. 


The Blakeley Corporation, 
a Boston-based developer, 
received approval from the 
Board of Selectmen to turn 
the Wyman School building 
into an 18-unit condominium 
project with a targeted occu- 
pancy date of 1982. 


Selectmen granted taxi 
drivers in Winchester a rate 
increase, effective April 15 
with the stipulation that they 
also install meters by that 
time, The controversial zon- 
ing method of charging fares 
would be replaced with a 
mandatory $340 meter. The 
rate hike was the first such 
increase in Winchester since 
1974. 


Selectmen also voted to 
begin charging residents who 
used the Packer Tennis 
Courts. The board opted to 
charge adult tennis players 
$20 per season at the courts, 
those under 16 would pay $10, 
and families $25 per season. A 
weekly rale for players was 
also instituted. 


Winchester Police were 
continuing their investigation 
into an armed robbery at the 
Aberjona Pharmacy in which 
a masked man had escaped 
into a waiting car with drugs 
and an undetermined amount 
of money. 


Plans to construct a 28-unit 
housing development off 
Grove Street drew support 
from those attending a Plan- 
ning Board public hearing. 
The developer of the project 
said the plans called for eight 
buildings containing three 
unils each, two buildings con- 
taining single units and one 
building containing two units. 
The project was to be called 
“Black Horse Common.” 


The School Commiltee 
completed $1 million in cuts 
from its 1982 budget afler eli- 
minating a custodial position 
in the elementary schools and 
the high school hot lunch 
program. 


After disagreement 
amongst members of the 
Board of Selectmen over 
water and sewer fees brought 
the committee to a standstill, 
members decided to hold a 
public hearing to receive 
input from residents on the 
issue.

Then, they might 
take a broader outlook when eva- 
luating the override. 

In response to Mr. DeCicco’s let- 
ter, I contend that basic services, a 
quality library, open space, and 
excellent schools may be wise and 
necessary investments, not foolish 
and frivolous expenditures. 

To Mr. Borggaard, an investment 
in our children, who, too, will some- 
day be seniors and deserve a 
chance, is not incongruous with the 
best interest of our town. 

Finally, to all candidates, young 
and old, look at all sides of the coin 
with an open mind before you toss it 
one way or the other.

Fees (H 5252) — House 112-44, 
rejected an amendment requiring 
legislative approval before the Gov- 
ernor can raise fees for state 
licenses and services. Amendment 
supporters said this gives the legis- 
lature authority to control these fees 
which are essentially taxes. Oppo- 
nents said the authority should 
remain with the Governor and noted 
he must file the fees with the legisla- 
ture and conduct public hearings. 

A Yea vote is for requiring legisla- 
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tive approval. A Nay vote is against 
requiring legislative approval. 
Casey voted no. 


Workfare (H 5252) — House 84-73, 
rejected an amendment establishing 
a “workfare’’ program requiring 
certain welfare recipients to work in 
order to receive their benefits. 
Amendment supporters said this 
simply requires able-bodied reci- 
pients to work and noted it provides 
exemptions for those with young 
children. Some opponents said 
“workfare”’ is an unfair program 
which is counterproductive and cre- 
ates ‘‘makework’’ jobs which do 
nothing to train people and break the 
poverty cycle, Others said the mea- 
sure should be considered as a sepa- 
rate bill and not rushed through ina 
deficit reduction package. 

A Yea vote is for the “workfare” 
amendment. A Nay vote is against 


it. 
Casey voted no. 


$90 Million Loan (H 5252) — House 
126-31, approved an amendment 
striking the state worker furlough 
program designed to save $90 mil- 
lion and replacing it with a provision 
allowing the state to borrow $90 
million from a state employees’ pen- 
sion fund. Amendment supporters 
said furloughing workers to save 
money will hurt thousands of fami- 
lies and will remove some $90 mil- 
lion from the state’s economy. Oppo- 
nents said borrowing will put the 
state deeper in debt and argued 
short term furloughs now are better 
than total layoffs in the near future. 

A Yea vote is for the $90 million 
borrowing. A Nay vote is against the 
borrowing.

Pre-kindergarten registration begins 


The Winchester Public Schools 
host pre-kindergarten drop in/mail 
in registration the week of April 1-5. 

To be eligible for kindergarten, 
children must be five on or before 
Sept. 1, 1991. There are no exeptions 
to this policy. 

Parents of children listed in the 
1990 town census and eligible for 
kindergarten next fall should 
receive registration materials by 
March 20. Parents will be required 
to mail in or drop off, the registra- 
tion materials the week of April 1-5 
to their neighborhood school. 

Information regarding the process 
will be included in the registration 
packet. Also, as part of the packet, 
parents will receive a registration 
pamphlet on the Winchester After 
School Program. Any parents who 
do not receive this information or 
have moved to Winchester since 
January 1 should contact, Cynthia 
Papoulias, Early Childhood coordi- 
nator at 721-7015. 

A kindergarten orientation will be 
scheduled for parents and children 
in the spring after registration. 

Traditional kindergarten screen- 
ing will take place in the fall during 
the child’s first weeks of school. The 


screening mandated by Massa- 
chusetts stale law examines a 
child’s vision, hearing, speech coor- 
dination and cognitive development. 

During the month of April the 
early childhood coordinator will 
offer consultation and informal 
interviews with those parents who 
have concerns over their child’s 
readiness to atlend kindergarten. A 
spring screening will be offered by 
the early childhood coordinator for 
only those children deemed at risk 
for potential learning difficulties in 
kindergarten. 


A copy of the child’s birth certifi- 
cate and immunization record will 
be required at registration. This 
information must be part of the 
child’s record no later than 
September. 


Additionally, the Early Childhood 
Coordinator, Cynthia Papoulias 
along with a kindergarten teacher 
and Betty Wolsky, Director of 
Winchester's After School program 
will presenting a series of morning 
and evening outreach, informational 
meetings at various nursery schools 
during the week of March 25. The

‘bonne chance’

Rounding out six years as a select- 
man, Judith Muggia this week bid 
“bonne chance” to her fellow board 
members. 

Muggia, who opted not to seek 
re-election this year, was honored in 
a ceremony attended by friends and 
colleagues preceding the board's 
Monday night meeting. 

Selectmen Chairman Stephen 
Powers commended Muggia’s six 
years of service and presented her 
with a citation on behalf of the Board 
of Selectmen. 

“Everyone realizes the time [vo- 
lunteer officials] put in with no 
thanks. This citation is of very small 
value compared to what you have 
done for the town,” said State Sen. 
Charles Shannon in presenting Mug- 
gia with a citation on behalf of the 
state Senate. 

“I can only say, your excitement 
and exuberance has carried over to 
me. You have been an inspiration to 
me in my short-lived career,”’ Rep. 
Paul Casey said, who gave Muggia a 
citation from the House of 
Representatives. 

Muggia said when someone first 
suggested she run for the Board of 
Selectmen, she said, ‘‘‘Are you 
crazy?’ "' But after six years, Mug- 
gia said she has learned a lot. 

‘When people say, ‘I'll help you do 
it,’ you don’t know what (that] 
means until you see your friends 
ignore their children, forget what 
their husbands look 
like ... Campaign workers put in 
{over the course of] three months 
what any selectman puts in in three 
years,’ Muggia said. “The things I 
remember most are some of the 
lighter moments ... but I don’t want 
to make a speech now. I want to say 
thank you.” 

“(Under the non-docket section of 
the agenda], I have a couple of 
things to say to my friends from the 
‘broad on the board,’ '’ Muggia said. 

At the end of the board's meeting, 
selectmen took time to wish Muggia 
well, 

“I’m very pleased to have served 
with Judie for four years,” said 
Selectman Thomas Schmitt. ‘‘I think 
what’s most important lo me is 
whether we agreed or disagreed, 
you always took a position in a way 
that would never damage the 
respect one would have for you. 

“It’s a daunting thought to know 


we're going to have to fill those 
shoes. The board is nol going to be 
the same without you,” he added. 

Said Selectman Robert Decring, 
“Sometimes we agree, sometimes 
we disagree, but I think that was 
always done with respect. We made 
decisions we felt best served the 
town. Thal was Judie’s whole pur- 
pose — ‘how can I best serve the 
town.’ [ don’t think any voter could 
ask for more.” 

Reflecting back to when he first 
drew papers to run for selectman 
two years ago, Selectman William 
O'Leary said, ‘She encouraged me 
from that moment and has taught 
me a lot as the new member on the 
board. 

“(Judie] always brought her point 
of view to the discussion ... We'll 
miss her enthusiasm and spirit on 
the board,” O'Leary said. 

“When [ think of Judie, I think of 
continuous update on the {| Massa- 
chusetts Water Resources Author- 
ity], her ingenious linking with 
France and the sister city, and her 
involvement with the League of 
Women Voters,’’ said Selectmen 
Chairman Stephen Powers. ‘I think 
the town has been well served by 
Judie for six years.” 

Muggia reminisced about her time 
on the board, and some of the impor- 
tant decisions that had been made. 

“One of the best things about serv- 
ing in local office is you see things 
happen faster that you care about,’ 
she said. 

“T've given a lot of thought to 
different town employees, and 1 
won't name them all or I'll miss 
someone. They know who they are,” 
she added. 

“When I leave the board, I get the 
feeling I’m supposed to totally disap- 
pear,’’ Muggia said. But in thinking 
about her last night, Muggia said, 
“Leaving means leaving something 
behind.”’

Ciarcia recommended selectmen 
approve the plan, saying if 
addressed concerns relating to com 
muter and downtown business 
traffic.

However, the trends 
for voter turnout varied from pre- 
cinct to precinct. 

Ward also reported a tie in the 


Precinet | Town Meeting member 
race. Candidates Pauline Lombardi 
and Mary Johnson both earned 249 
votes. 

Lombardi however, contacted 
Ward's office Wednesday morning, 
asking that her name be withdrawn 
from consideration. Johnson will 
now move into the vacant Town 
Meeting seat. 

Ward said that the Town Charter 
does provides for cases of a tie, and 
noted that had both candidates 
remained in the race, the tie would 
have been broken by the voting 
members of Town Meeting in that 
district.

Van Aken, Powers win

Van Aken won big in his home district, Precinct 4 
with 640 votes to Powers’ 411 and Matarese's 313. He 
also had wins in Precinct 1, 3. 5, and 8. Powers and 
Matarese, who both hail from Precinct 6, battled it 
out with votes of 490 for Powers and 451 for 
Matarese. Van Aken received 370 votes in that 
precinct. 

Powers, who has served as chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen for the past year, said il was tough 
running a campaign from that position. 

“TUs very difficult to keep your campaign in order 
{when trying to lead the board],” he said. But 
Powers expressed appreciation for his campaign 
supporters. ‘I think we ran a hard campaign. 
People that worked for me were at the transfer 
station every week,” he said. 

“T believe the town of Winchester actually turned 
the clock back a little and went for the home-town 
candidates,’’ Powers said, referring to wins by him 
and School Committee candidates Constance Papas 
and Edward O'Connell. Powers has served in an 
elected position for six years, Papas for nine, and 
O'Connell for 27, he said. 

In discussing his strategy, Van Aken said his 
campaign concentrated on two themes. 

“The town should start planning ahead. The 
short-term way of operating is not a way to run the 
town,"’ he said. ‘‘The more important theme was, 
we have to do it together.”’ 

Van Aken said he believes the concept of working 
together ‘was seized upon by voters." 

When asked how he felt voter turnout affected his 
campaign, Van Aken said. “In a high turnout, 


people generally come out because of some issue. 
The override last year was the best example. When 
that happens, that starts to skew the votes for 
everyone. This year, the passion was not there.” 

Van Aken said even those leading the charge 
against the override were fairly subdued. 

“ft This election] was more reminiscent of town 
elections of times gone by.”’ he said. 

Van Aken said he does not believe the override 
issue is ‘‘the litmus test against which every candi- 
date should be measured. [Candidates] have to be 
multi-faceted.” 

Matarese also said she felt the turnout may have 
had some impact on her race, but also said the 
override questions were not as big an issue this 
year. 

A self-described fiscal conserative. Malarese said 
she was the only candidate in the race who was 
against all override questions. 

“Sometimes that can work against you,"’ she said. 
Matarese said had she been elected to the board, 
she would have wanted to look into personnel. “I’m 
sorry I'm not going to have a chance to do that,” she 
added. 

Bul Matarese said she is pleased the voters 
turned down all of the menu override questions. 

“The voters have once again mandated us to stick 
with Proposition 2!»,’’ she said. 

When asked if she would consider a bid next year, 
Matarese said, ‘'No, this is definitely a retirement 
speech.” 

Van Aken fills the seat vacated by member Judith 
Muggia, who did not seek re-election after serving 
six years on the board.

questions on this ballot, Papas said she would begin 
the process of reviewing the school budget as a 
member of the committee. 
“The taxpayers are not ready to pay,” said 
Papas. ‘‘What we have to do now is get prepared for 
Town Meeting.” 


She added that a close review of the budget line 
item by line item could bring the budget ‘‘to the 
place the Finance Committee thinks it should be.” 

Papas added that she believes quality education 
for the town’s schoolchildren can be achieved within 
the bounds of Prop. 22. 


Papas topped the ticket in her home territory. 
Precinct 6, with 624 votes to O'Connell's 518 and 
Evans’ 237. She tied with O'Connell in Precinct 1 
with 383 votes to Evans’ 332 and also took the lead in 
Precincts 2, 4, 5 and 8. 

Precinct 5 resident O'Connell took 443 votes in his 
home district to Papas’ 483 and Evans’ showing of 
358 votes. O'Connell also pulled a second place 
showing in Precincts 2, 3, 5 and 8. Evans took 
Precinct 3, his home precinct, with 531 votes. Papas 


earned 325 votes in that district and O'Connell 34]. 
Evans also topped the ticket in Precincts 4 and 7. 

Evans, in his first dip into town politics, said he 
felt the campaign experience was a positive one. 

“I was very pleased with the support,’ said 
Evans. “I was running against two long-time school 
committee members ... It was much akin to rolling 
a rock uphill.” 

Evans was equally pleased with the final tally, 
with his campaign coming within 234 votes of 
number two candidate O'Connell. @ 

But Evans said he thinks his stand in favor of a 
Prop. 2!» override and his identification of cuts in 
the school budget, which included the possible 
closing of a school, were fatal to his campaign. 

“Being forthright on either of those issues, cost 
me the election,” said Evans.

ment will be restored through Town 
Meeting, but had reservations about 
that possibility. 

Question 7, with the largest dollar 
amount, asked that $644,000 be allot- 
ted for the School Department’s 
budget. That question was defeated 
with 58 percent of the voters casting 
a ‘'no”’ ballot. The cost lo the owner 
of a hypothetical $300,000 home 
would have been $87 next year. 

School Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos said he was “deeply con- 
cerned’ about the impact of this 
defeat combined wilh reductions in 
state aid and reduced lown revenue. 
He estimated the lotal shortfall in 
the school budget at around $1 mil- 
lion, with new information coming in 
from the state every week. 

“We're ready to work with the 
School Commitlee and do what we 
ean with the money allotted,”’ said 
Mitsakos. He noted the town does not 
have a large amount of free cash, 
and therefore Town Meeting has 
little room to work in, as far as 
providing funding tor these budgets. 
“We hape Town Meeting is as gener- 
ous as it can be and shows support 
for the schools,”’ he added. 

Voters also rejected the idea of a 
cemetery commission. Question 8, a 
non-binding referendum, was put 
before the voters to give a sense to 
Town Meeting if voters wanled a 
separate, five-member elected 
cemetery commission to oversee 
operations of Wildwood Cemetery 

Fifty-three percent of the voters 
» cast their ballots against this prop-

osal and 47 percent supported it. 
Currently, a five-member appointed 
committee aids the selectmen in 
overseeing the cemetery. 

The only questions on the ballot 
thal were approved were two Town 
Charler changes, Question 1 prop- 
osed to amend the Home Rule Char- 
ter so as to change the number of 
days preceding the town election 
before which a person musi file 
nomination papers with the Town 
Clerk's office. 

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, the 35-day requirement for 
townwide candidales and 21-day 
requirement for Town Meeting can- 
didates are currently in effect. That 
question was approved by 62 percent 
of the voters. 

Question 2 asked to amend the 
Home Rule Charter so as to change 


the number of days before which the 
Board of Selectmen would be 
required to hold a special election. 
Selectmen would have within 10 
days of receiving a citizens’ peitition 
to call the election and within 35 
days in which to hold the election. 
Currently, the selectmen have a win- 
dow of 14 days in which to hold the 
special election after receipt of a 
citizens’ petition. 

The amendment also proposed 
that if a regular or special town 
election is set to be held less than 60 
days following the petition date, then 
the selectmen can pose the question 
at that time. Currently, the election 
would have to have been scheduled 
within 30 days of receipt of the 
petition to avoid a second election. 

That question was approved by 60 
percent of the voters.

Prompted to say hello to their 
overseas correspondent, some 20 
Lincoln kindergarten students 
rushed Air Force surgical nurse Ar- 
thur Durkin, showering him with 
hugs — and then a barrage of ques- 
tions — when their pen pal of eitht 
month visited the school. 

Durkin, a tall man with a short 
haircut and broad smile, was quick 
to hoist the youngsters up on his 
knee like a camouflaged Santa to 
answer the questions and receive 
the kisses from his small troupe of 
stateside well-wishers. 

The students of Connie Maney’s 
kindergarten class had been corres- 
ponding with Durkin since October, 
sending cards and letters, even t- 
shirts and pound cake to his base in 
Riyadh, Saudi Arabia. Winthrop 
Street resident Nancy Leathers orig- 
inally coordinated the effort through 
a friend who knew Durkin’s family. 
Her daughter Emily's Lincoln 
School class eventually adopted 
Durkin as their pen pal. 

An Everett native, 25-year-old 
Durkin said he loved the mail, and 
wrote back regularly. The kids, in 
turn, loved him and corresponded 
faithfully each Friday while a team 
of parents transcribed the senti- 
ments of the five-year-olds. 

Leathers said she received a cail 
“out of the blue” from Durkin, who 
had been rotated home after serving 
in Saudi Arabia since August. He 
had just a few days to visit with his

headed to an Air Force base in 
Florida. 

But with that hectic schedule, 
Durkin made time to spend the 
morning with his little troupe of 
letter-writers last Friday. 

The questions came slowly at 
first, then in quick succession as the 
kids wanted to know who won, how 
many Americans were hurt, how 
many people Durkin took care of 
and what he ate while in the desert. 

Durkin answered every question, 
adding descriptions of the sands of 
Saudi Arabia, the marketplaces of 
Riyadh and the region’s religions, 
which drew people to prayer five 
times a day. The children sat 
awestruck. 

One little girl asked why he 
wanted to go to Saudi Arabia. ‘‘Per- 
sonally, I didn’t want to go,’ Durkin 
said with a smile. ‘‘I was told to go.” 

As a surgical nurse, Durkin said 
he saw many non-combatant inju- 
ries. He has been trained in trauma 
and triage and said many of the 
more seriously injured soldiers were 
stabilized at his unit and flown out of 
the country for specialized medical 
care. Once the U.S. had established 
air superiority, flights in and out of 
the country were not difficult, said 
Durkin. 

Durkin said his first experience in 
Saudi Arabia occurred as he and his 
unit were deplaning. A soldier had 
been injured on the air field when a 
truck backed over him. Durkin said

After earning 
his master’s degree, he'll head to 
Texas for more training.

‘After 
this, I] don’t mind going anywhere,” 
she said. ‘‘I told him I’d sign up just 
to be stationed with him.” 

Olivier said they’d been dating 
just a year when Durkin got his 
orders to ship out. Within 48 hours of 
being notified, Durkin was ready to 
leave — destination unknown. As he 
told the children, he was notified 
while on a plane overseas “by the 
guys with the stars on their shirts” 
that he would be stationed in 
Riyadh. 


Olivier said she got a phone call 
from Durkin Oct.5, asking her to 
marry him. “It's nice to have him 
home now,” said Olivier. ‘I’ve been 
making wedding plans for months.” 
They plan to marry Nov. 9.

unclaimed-money list 


State Treasurer Joc Malone re- 
cently released the names of over 
35,000 individuals and businesses 
thal are due more than $50 mil- 
lion from abandoned accounts. 

Under the State’s Unclaimed 
Money Law, bank accounts, in- 
surance proceeds, payroll 
checks. stock certificates and the 
like thal have been inactive for at 
least five years are deemed to be 
abandoned. All such accounts 
must be reported to the Treas- 
ury, which then attempls to no- 
tify the rightful owners or legal 
heirs. 

“Currently, there are over $50 
million in unclaimed accounts. 
We will make every effort, using 
every means at our disposal, to 
make sure that this money is 
returned. This money belongs to 
these people and they deserve to 
have it,’ said Malone. 

The Treasurer noted one im- 
portant aspect of the Unclaimed 
Money Law which requires that 
until unclaimed, all funds are 
kept in the State’s General Fund 
where they are invested for the 
benefit of all residents and tax- 
payers here in Massachusetts.

In it he 
describes how new technology can help reduce stress and strain on 
caregivers and reports on world-wide research efforts and developments in 
innovative design and products that serve not only the frail, but in a 
universal sense, serve all persons, the young and old, the able and disabled. 

Grayson has a master in architecture degree from the Harvard Graduate 
School of Design and is founder of Environments for Living, a firm that 
provides consulting services to architects, developers and manufacturers in 
their interface with the elderly and disabled market. He is president of the 
board of Cooperative Elder Services, Inc., a suburban Boston area non- 
profit provider of adult day care for some 150 frail elders and is also a 
member of the board of Specialized Housing Research and Development 
Corporation of Beaverton, Oregon.

Baskin speaks 
at library 


A lecture by Barbara Baskin, 
Ed.D., is set for Sunday, April 7, at 
1:30 p.m. in the Reference Room at 
Winchester Public Library. Dona- 
tions will be accepted at the door. 

Dr. Baskin, an advocate for gifted 
children, is active in her many pro- 
fessional roles as educator, writer, 
media developer and consultant. 
She presently teaches at the State 
University of New York at Stony 
Brook as an associate professor injs 
the Child and Family Studies Prog- * 
ram. Among her university courses 
most relevant to this presentation 
are ‘The Special Child, Children 's 
Literature,” “Teaching Gifted 
Children,” and ‘‘Using Books and 
Media with Gifted Children.” She is 
author of “Books for the Gifted 
Child” (with K. Harris}, a book cited 
as ‘‘Outstanding" by the American 
Library Association. 

Five other professional books and 
one juvenile book have also been 
co-authored or co-edited with Har- « 
ris, one of which won another ALA ' 
award and was sulsequently hon- 
ored by ‘The President's Commit- ‘ 
tee on the Employment of the Hand- 
icapped.” Professor Baskin has also ' 
written numerous articles about : 
various aspects of giftedness as well ; 
as others on humor, values, cultural 
literacy for children, etc. 

Baskin is a frequent speaker for 
parent, school, library and profes- 
sional groups on such topics as the 
interface between gifted children 
and curriculum, book applications, 
computer applications, museum- 
school connections, school improve- 
ment, and family conflicts. She has 
been a consultant to museums, in- 
cluding that of the National Learn- 
ing Center in Washington, D.C., 
where she worked on an National 
Science Foundation funded project 
developing cognitively demanding 
software. She has been a consultant 
to Krell Software, where she was 
involved as a team member deve- 
loping more than two dozen tutor- 
ials, tests and games, one of which 
was cited for an award in ‘‘Media 
and Methods’ national software 
competition. 

For many years, Baskin has long 
championed the role of aulhentic 
books, as opposed to the widespread 
use of basal readers in the elemen- 
tary schools: the recent national 
movement toward a literature- 
based curriculum has, at last, come 
to support this position. Her presen- 
tation will focus on the issue of the 
crilical roles of language and 
“storying’’ and how cognitively de- 
manding books provide essential in- 
(ellectual challenges for youngsters.

How to listen 
better at work

Remember that conversation you 
just had at work? 

If you're The Average Person you 
recall only 50 percent of what was said, 
no matter how well you thought you 
were listening, according to extensive 
studies done at the University of 
Minnesota, 

After a few weeks, you'll remember 
only about 25 percent. 

That's not very efficient if part of 
your job involves listening to your 
boss, coworkers or customers. 

And whose doesn't? 

Use perceptive and active listening 
techniques to avoid communication 
breakdowns. Here are some tips: 

@ Think about your listening style. When 
do you listen well? To whom? Where? 
Under what circumstances? Do you 
tend to listen for concepts or facts? Do 
you listen best to superiors or equals? 
® Don't hang all the responsibility for 
good communication on the speaker. 
It’s just as much the listener's 
responsibility to find the message, 
clarify it, analyze it and react to it. 

@ Use active listening, Ask clanfying 
questions. Use open, accepting body 
language to convey that you're 
interested. Don't try to do other tasks 
while you're listening. Sum up and 
repeal what the other person said. 
Respond to or aet upon what others 
have said. 

We think faster than we speak. So we 
often find out minds racing ahead while 
the other persons still talking. Don't 
waste that time daydreaming or picking 
apart the speaker. 

@ Cultivate the attitude that all topics can 
be interesting and that you can lean 
from anyone. Another approach is like

telling your brain not to listen even 
before the speaker starts. 

@ Motivate yourself to listen by thinking 
about how the information relates to | 
you and your job, what you need to get | 
out of the conversation or how you } 
might need this information in the 

future. 


@ Another focusing trick is to move into | 


the speaker's head. Think about why 
the speaker chose his phrasing. tone 
and style. 


@ Be patient. Impatient people make 
poor listeners because they think too 
far ahead and can’t wait their turn to 
respond. Fight the urge to step on 
others’ words. 


@ Use listening to build productive 
working relationships with your boss or 
employees. Listen for clues about what 
the speaker wants. Then analyze 
whether you're willing and able to 
provide it and reach an agreement on 
it.

During the 1980s, when competition 
for the best and bnightest workers was 
fierce, agencies delved into ‘image 
advertising.’ This gave companies a 
chance to keep their names before the 
public and foster a positive response to 
them, even when they had no job 
openings. 

Now that the job market is tight, 
Thompson and other agencies ire 
switching their focus to what the 
industry calls "‘collateral services 
which include anything outside the 
realm of traditional recruitment 
advertising 

Under this umbrella. agencie 


produce slick company brochures used 
at job fairs as well as videos played at 
college campuses to entice promising 
students to come for interviews.

When 
you try calling around, potential clients 
are absolutely sick of heanng from 
agencies,’’ said Jones. 

MDK, which was Allied Advertising 
for 46 years before it was purchased | 
another firmn in 1988 and then 
employees in 1989, is among the three 
largest recruitment advertising 
agencies in the state. Bernard Hodes 
Advertising rounds out the ‘big three 
with Thompson. 

After a major round of layoffs in 
April 1989, MDK ts now pushing for 
new business — landing seven new 
accounts in the fast few months. 

Jones said MDK’‘s strategy is to 
avoid diversifying too much, while 
concentrating on such issues as honing 
the firm's sophisticated billing system. 

“Clients are very sensitive to 
billing. If you start getting billing 
wrong, you can have a lot of 
problems,’ he said.

One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 


When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. /OU RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume You ve analyzed yo 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strength 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep It brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed. do it in a factual manner and witho 
emotion 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the emplo\ 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to kn 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if ther 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don t want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated.
